1  General  the  Honourable  Fred.  St.  John  served  throughout  the  rebellion  in  Ireland,  in 
1798.  Served  also  the  two  campaigns  against  the  Mahrattas,  as  second  in  command  under 
Lord  Lake,  including  seven  sieges  and  two  general  actions. 

2  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlands  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1811  to  the 
end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  has  received  across  and  two  clasps  for  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Bada- 
joz,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  and  Nivelle.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and 
was  severely  wounded  through  the  left  shoulder  by  a  musket-ball  at  Waterloo. 

3  Sir  George  Cockburn  served  at  Gibraltar  during  the  siege  in  1782,  as  aide-de-camp  to 
Lord  Heathfield. 

4  General  Dunne  served  in  Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  in  1798. 

5  Sir  Alex.  Mackenzie  served  with  Lord  JMoira's  army  in  the  expedition  for  the  relief  of 
Ostend,  in  1798  ;  as  second  in  command  at  the  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in  1793  ; 
in  command  of  a  division  of  the  expedition  against  Naples  ;  and  afterwards  in  command  of 
the  army  in  the  two  Calabrias. 

6  Lord  Cork  served  in  Flanders,  in  1793,  and  was  present  at  the  sieges  of  Valenciennes 
and  Dunkirk,  at  the  former  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  storming  party.  In  1794  he  accom- 
panied the  expedition  under  Lord  Moira ;  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Alost,  and  made  pri- 
soner at  the  capitulation  of  Bergen-op-Zoom.  Served  with  the  Guards  in  Holland,  in  1799. 
Commanded  the  first  battalion  of  the  Coldstream  Guards  in  Egypt,  in  1801,  and  was  present 
at  the  taking  of  Alexandria,  and  in  the  different  engagements  with  the  army  under  Sir  Eyre 
Coote,  to  the  westward  of  Alexandria. 

7  Sir  Martin  Hunter  served  in  the  first  American  war,  including  the  battles  of  Bunker's 
Hill,  Brooklyn,  and  Brandywine  ;  storming  the  heights  of  Fort  Washington,  and  the  night 
attack  on  General  Wayne's  brigade,  on  which  occasion  he  was  wounded.  Served  afterwards 
in  the  East  Indies,  and  commanded  the  52nd  at  the  sieges  of  Cannanore  (commanded  a 
corps  of  light  infantry  that  stormed  the  breach),  Pollighautcherry,  and  Bangalore  ;  battle 
near  Seringapatam,  storming  of  the  fort  of  Savandroog,  the  night  attack  on  Tippoo's  intrenched 
camp  under  the  walls  of  Seringpatam,  where  he  was  wounded  in  the  body  and  arm.  In 
1797  he  commanded  a  brigade  at  the  capture  of  Trinidad,  and  at  the  siege  of  Porto  Rico. 
At  the  blockade  of  Malta,  in  1800,  he  commanded  the  48th  regiment. 

8  Sir  John  Fraser  served  on  board  the  Defence,  under  Sir  George  Rodney,  which  ship,  in 
the  general  action  of  the  16th  Jan.  1780,  engaged  and  made  prize  the  Spanish  Admiral's 
ship  Phcenix,  of  superior  force.  Served  afterwards  at  Gibraltar  during  the  siege  of  1780, 
81,  and  82,  and  received  two  severe  wounds,  one  by  a  splinter,  and  the  other  by  a  cannon 
shot  which  carried  off  bis  right  leg.  In  1804,  when  in  command  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  he 
was  attacked  by  a  very  superior  force,  and  obliged  to  capitulate  :  the  enemy's  loss  in  killed 
on  this  occasion,  exceeded  the  British  force  at  the  commencement  of  the  action. 

9  General  the  Honourable  John  Brodrick  served  at  the  siege  of  Dunkirk  in  Sept.  1793  ; 
and  in  1794  in  the  actions  of  the  17th  and  18th  May,  and  at  the  taking  of  Fort  St.  Andre. 
Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  in  1808  and  the  early  part  of  1809. 

10  General  Scott's  services  : — Campaign  of  1762  in  Germany,  under  Prince  Ferdinand  of 
Brunswick  ;  carried  the  colours  of  the  24th  regiment  in  the  action  of  Willimstall,  and  the 
attack  of  the  British  picquets  on  the  Fulda.  First  American  war  in  1776  and  77,  under 
General  Burgoyne  and  Sir  Henry  Clinton,  during  which  period  he  was  frequently  engaged 
with  the  enemy,  and  was  in  danger  of  being  hanged  as  a  spy.  Campaigns  of  1793  and  94  in 
Flanders,  under  the  Duke  of  York,  including  the  action  at  Famars,  sieges  of  Valenciennes, 
Duukirk,  and  Newport;  attack  on  the  village  of  Fremont,  and  action  on  the  24th  May,  at 
which  last  he  was  wounded  in  the  right  thigh  by  a  musket  ball.  Commanded  a  brigade 
during  the  campaign  of  1799  in  Mvsore,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Sering- 
apatam, for  which  he  has  received  a  medal. 

11  Lord  Lorton  served  at  the  taking  of  Martinique,  St.  Lucia,  and  Guadaloupe  ;  he  was 
also  engaged  in  the  different  actions  of  that  campaign,  and  received  a  contusion  at  Point- 
a-Petre. 

12  General  George  Michell  served  in  Flanders  in  1793,  94,  and  95,  in  command  of  the 
11th  Dragoons,  including  the  actions  from  Tournay  to  Bremen,  the  sieges  of  Valenciennes 
and  Dunkirk,  and  the  actions  at  Famars,  Cateau,  Thuyl,  and  Geldermalsen. 

13  General  M'Kenzie  served  the  campaign  of  1794  on  the  Continent,  including  the  several 
actions  between  the  Waal,  and  Rhine,  forcing  the  enemy  from  St.  Andre,  sortie  from  Ni- 
meguen,  and  the  actions  at  Thuyl  and  Geldermalsen.  Served  also  on  the  eastern  coast  of 
Spain  under  Sir  Wm.  Heury  Clinton. 


24  War  Services  of  the  General  Officers. 

14  General  Jolin  Mifhel  served  at  the  siege  of  Fort  St.  Philip,  in  Minorca,  and  was  taken 
prisoner  on  its  surrender. 

15  General  Robertson  served  at  the  taking  of  Goree  ;  present  in  every  action  in  India 
under  Sir  Eyre  Coote  and  Lord  Cornwallis  ;  with  the  storming  parties  at  Nundy  Droog, 
Bangalore,  and  Savandroog  ;  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Pondicherry,  in  1793  ;  the  storm- 
ing of  the  French  lines  before  Cuddalore. 

16  General  Wood  served  as  a  Major- General  on  the  staff  in  the  East  Indies,  and  was 
actively  employed  in  the  Nepaul  war. 

17  General  White  served  the  campaigns  in  Flanders,  including  the  sieges  of  Valencien- 
nes and  Dunkirk,  and  the  action  and  storming  of  Lincelles. 

18  General  Dilkes  served  the  campaigns  of  1793,  94,  and  95,  on  the  Continent,  in- 
cluding the  different  actions.  Rebellion  inlreland,  in  1798.  Expedition  to  the  Helder  in 
1799,  including  the  different  actions.  Campaigns  in  the  Peninsula  during  1810  and  part  of 
1811  ;  he  was  second  in  command  at  the  battle  of  Barrosa,  for  which  he  has  received  a 
medal. 

19  General  Bonham  served  upwards  of  22  years  in  the  West  Indies,  and  acted  as  chief  of 
the  Quarter-Master-General's  department  on  the  two  expeditions  against  St.  Lucia  and 
Tobago,  and  Demerara  and  Berbice ;  on  the  latter  he  was  second  in  command.  He  was 
also  present  at  the  storming  of  Morne-Fortunee,  St.  Lucia,  on  the  night  of  the  2nd  of  June, 
1803. 

20  Sir  Thomas  Sumarez  served  in  the  first  American  war  from  1775  to  its  termination, 
and  was  present  in  several  of  the  principal  actions,  and  at  the  sieges  of  Charlestown  and 
Yorktown,  at  which  last  he  was  made  prisoner. 

21  General  Saunders  has  seen  a  great  deal  of  service  in  the  West  Indies,  and  wag  actively 
employed  against  Demerara,  St.  Eustatia,  and  St.  Vincent.  During  two  years'  service  in 
]\Iartinique  and  St.  Lucie  he  was  present  in  the  engagements  of  the  Vigie,  Gros  Islet,  Cul 
de  Sac,  and  Camagie.  Accompanied  General  Baird's  army  to  Egypt,  in  1801.  Proceeded 
to  the  Peninsula  in  June,  1809,  and  commanded  the  61st  regiment  at  the  battle  of  Talavera, 
for  which  he  has  received  a  medal. 

22  Sir  Warren  M.  Peacocke  served  in  Ireland  during  the  rebellion  in  1798,  and  was  pre- 
sent at  th€  affair  at  Antrim,  and  at  the  battle  of  Ballynahinch.  Served  also  in  Egypt,  in 
1801  ;  accompanied  the  expedition  to  Hanover,  in  1805;  and  that  to  Copenhagen,  in  1807. 
Embarked  for  the  Peninsula,  Dec.  1808,  and  in  June  1809,  he  was  appointed  by  Lord  Wel- 
lington to  command  a  brigade,  and  subsequently  to  the  command  of  Lisbon. 

23  General  Goldie  served  in  Ireland  during  therebeUion,  in  1798  ;  also  in  the  Peninsula 
for  a  few  months,  in  1812. 

24  General  Eden  served  in  Flanders,  in  1794,  and  in  Holland  in  1795  ;  also  at  the  cap- 
ture of  Java  in  1811,  for  which  he  has  received  a  medal, 

25  Lieut. -General  Rebow  was  at  the  taking  of  Rlartinique,  St.  Lucia,  and  Guadaloupe, 
in  1794,  at  which  last  he  was  severely  wounded  through  both  thighs.  Served  also  in  the 
Peninsula  in  1812. 

26  General  Gosselin  served  in  the  expedition  against  Genoa,  under  Lord  Wm.  Beutinck; 
and  subsequently  in  the  American  war. 

27  Sir  Arthur  Richard  Dillon  served  in  Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  in  1798. 

28  General  Darroch  served  in  the  rebellion  in  Ireland,  in  1798  ;  expedition  to  Hanover, 
in  1805  ;  expedition  to  South  America,  in  1807  ;  Peninsular  campaigns  of  1808,  9,  10  and 
11,  including  the  affair  near  Carvalhos,  passage  of  the  Douro,  and  attack  of  Soult's  rear- 
guard at  Salamonde. 

29  Sir  Thomas  Molyneux  served  at  the  taking  of  Martinique,  St.  Lucia,  and  Guadaloupe 
in  1794. 

30  Sir  Alexander  Halkett  served  at  the  capture  of  Martinique,  St.  Lucia,  and  Guadalnupe, 
in  1794  ;  at  Ostend,  under  Sir  Eyre  Coote,  where  he  was  taken  prisoner;  with  the  expedi- 
tion to  the  Helder,  in  1799,  where  he  was  twice  wounded  ;  and  at  the  capture  of  the  Cape 
cf  Good  Hope,  in  1806. 

31  General  Clay  was  at  the  taking  of  Martinique  and  St.  Lucia  in  1794,  including  the 
storming  of  Morne  de  Pierre  (led  the  forlorn  hope),  siege  and  reduction  of  Forts  Louis  and 
Bourbon.  Accompanied  the  expedition  under  Sir  James  Pulteney  to  Belleisle,  Ferrol,  and 
Vigo  Bay.  Served  also  in  Egypt  in  1801,  and  was  present  in  the  actions  of  the  13th  and 
21st  March,  the  siege  of  Alexandria,  and  other  affairs  of  less  importance.  Medal  for  ser- 
vices in  Egypt. 

33  Lieut.-General  Thomas  served  in  the  first  American  war,  and  was  present  at  the 
several  landings  on  Staten,  Long,  and  York  Islands  ;  the  battle  of  the  27th  Aug.  1776  on 
Long  Island,  capture  of  Forts  Lee  and  Washington,  battles  of  Brandywiue  and  German- 
town,  at  which  last  he  received  two  balls  in  his  head.  Proceeded  to  the  West  Indies  in 
1778,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  St.  Lucia,  and  in  the  battle  of  the  Vigie.  Served 
on  board  the  Cornwall  in  the  action  off  Grenada,  between  Admiral  Byron  and  the  Comte 
d'Estaignes,  6th  July,  1779;  also  on  board  the  Conqueror  in  the  action  between  Admiral 
Parker  and  La  Motte  Picquet,  in  Fort  Royal  Bay,  Martinique,  19th  Dec.  1779  ;  and  in  the 
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successive  actions  between  Rear  Admiral  Rowley  with  the  Comte<de  Guichen  oflF  Martin- 
ique, 17tli  April  following-.  Present  at  the  capture  of  Port-au-Prince,  4th  June,  1794. 
Served  also  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion  in  1798. 

34  Lieut.-General  O'Loghlin  served  the  campaign  of  1794  in  Flanders,  and  was  wounded 
at  the  battle  near  Tournaj.     Commanded  the  brigade  of  Life  Guards  in  the  Peninsula. 

35  Lieut.-General  BuUer  served  the  campaigns  of  1793  and  94  in  Flanders,  and  subse- 
quently in  the  West  Indies,  including  the  siege  of  St.  Lucia,  and  reduction  of  Grenada. 

36  Lieut.-General  T.  L' Estrange  served  in  the  first  American  war. 

37  Lieut.-General  Glegg  served  at  the  taking  of  Martinique,  St.  Lucia,  arid  Guadaloupe, 
in  1794. 

38  Sir  Charles  Philips  was  at  the  taking  of 'Martinique,  St.  Lucia,  and  Guadaloupe,  in 
1794,  including  tlie  siege  of  Fort  Bourbon.  Served  also  in  Egypt,  in  1801,  and  has  received 
the  Egyptian  medal. 

39  Lieut.-General  Reynardson  served  in  Egypt,  in  1801 ;  and  at  Walcberen  in,  1809. 
Medal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

40  Lord  Carysfort  served  the  campaign  of  1796  in  Germany  under  the  Archduke  Charles, 
including  the  siege  of  Kelil.  Rebellion  in  Ireland,  in  1798.  Employed  afterwards  on  the 
Continent,  and  was  present  with  the  Russian  army  at  the  battle  of  Zurich.  Campaign  in 
Egypt,  as  aide-de-camp  to  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby,  and  afterwards  to  Lord  Hutchinson. 
Expedition  to  Sweden,  and  afterwards  to  Spain,  under  Sir  John  Rloore,  including  the  battle 
of  Corunna.  Embarked  for  Walcheren  July  18<)9,  and  served  in  the  reserve  in  South  Beve- 
land.  Accompanied  the  Guards  to  Spain  in  1811,  and  served  there  until  1813,  including  the 
defence  of  Tarifa.  Campaign  of  1814,  in  Holland,  including  the  attack  on  Bergen-op-Zoom, 
on  which  occasion  he  commanded  a  brigade  of  Guards. 

41  Lieut.-General  the  Honourable  T.  ¥j.  Capel  served  the  campaigns  in  Flanders  under 
the  Duke  of  York.     Employed  on  the  staff  at  Cadiz  in  1811. 

42  Lieut.-General  Mundy  served  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion,  in  1798.  Went  in 
command  of  the  3rd  Dragoons  to  Walcheren,  in  1809  ;  and  in  command  of  the  same  to  the 
Peninsula,  in  1811. 

43  Sir  Henry  Edw.  Bunbury  served  in  Holland  in  1799,  including  the  battles  of  the  19th 
Sept.,  2d  and  6th  October.  Served  also  in  the  expedition  to  Naples  and  Calabria  in  1805 
and  6,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Maida,  for  which  he  has  received  a  medal. 

44  Lieut.-General  Mawby  served  at  Toulon,  in  17  93  ;  and  at  Corsica,  in  1794,  including 
the  siege  of  Calvi,  and  storming  of  the  Moselle  Fort. 

45  Lieut.-General  Mainwaring  served  at  the  reduction  of  Martinique,  in  1794  ;  accom- 
panied the  51st  to  Corunna,  in  1808  ;  the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  in  1809,  where  he  took 
two  eight-pounders,  and  many  prisoners.  Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  in  1811,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Fueutes  d'Onor,  and  the  second  siege  of  Badajoz. 

46  Lieut.-General  the  Honourable  John  ftleade  served  in  Holland  under  the  Duke  of 
York.  Accompanied  the  expeditions  to  the  Ferrol  and  to  Portugal,  in  1800.  Served  also 
in  the  Peninsula,  and  commanded  the  45th  at  the  battle  of  Busaco,  for  which  he  has  received 
a  medal. 

47  Sir  Robert  Barton  served  the  campaign  of  1799  in  Holland,  and  was  present  in  the 
actions  of  the  8th,  10th,  and  19th  September.  Accompanied  the  Life  Guards  to  the  Penin- 
sula, where  he  served  for  a  short  peiiod. 

48  Sir  Wm.  Paterson  served  at  the  taking  of  the  French  West  India  Islands,  in  1794. 
Served  also  in  the  last  American  war,  and  was  present  at  several  operations  in  the  Chesapeak, 
and  with  the  expedition  against  New  Orleans,  where  he  was  severely  wounded. 

49  Sir  Jolin  W.  Guise  served  in  Egypt,  in  1801,  and  has  received  the  Egyptian  medal. 
Proceeded  with  the  expedition  to  Hanover,  in  1805.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula, 
and  commanded  the  3d  Foot  Guards  at  the  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Salamanca,  Vittoria, 
and  the  Nive,  for  which  he  has  received  a  cross. 

50  Sir  Charles  Wm.  Doyle  served  in  Holland  in  1793  and  94,  including  the  actions  at 
Famars  and  Lannoy.  Expedition  to  the  Texel,  1796.  Actively  employed  in  the  West 
Indies  in  1796,  97,  and  93.  iLgyptian  campaign  of  1801 — wounded  in  the  action  of  the 
21st  March.  Employed  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Spanish  armies,  and  was  wounded  in  the 
shoulder  at  the  siege  of  Tarragona.     Medal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

51  Sir  James  Bathurst  served  at  the  capture  of  Surinam,  under  Sir  Thos.  Trigge  ;  the 
Egyptian  campaign  of  1801  (medal)  ;  expedition  to  Hanover,  1805;  in  Poland  with  the 
Russian  and  Prussian  armies,  and  was  present  in  several  of  the  principal  actions.  Served 
also  at  the  sieges  of  Stralsund  and  Copenhagen,  in  1807.  Proceeded  to  the  Peninsula  in 
1808,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Corunna,  Talavera,  and  Busaco,  for 
which  he  has  received  a  cross. 

52  Lieut.-General  Pigot  was  actively  employed  in  the  West  Indies,  in  1794;  in  the  Me- 
diterranean and  capture  of  Minorca,  in  1798  ;  at  the  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in 
1806  ;  and  in  the  East  Indies,  in  1818. 

53  Lieut.-General  the  Honourable  H.  O.  Trevor  commanded  the  Coldstream  Guards  at 
the  battle  of  Salamanca,  for  which  he  has  received  a  medal. 
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54  Lieut.-General  the  Honourable  A.  P.  Upton  served  in  the  Peninsula  as  an  Assistant 
Quarter-Master  General,  and  has  received  a  medal  and  one  clasp  for  the  battles  of  Vittoria 
and  the  Nive. 

55  Lieut.-General  Huskisson  served  in  the  field,  in  India,  under  Lord  Lake,  and  subse- 
quently at  the  siege  of  Ryghur,  and  at  the  capture  of  several  tovpns  and  forts.  In  October, 
1818,  commanded  at  Candeish,  at  the  taking  of  Behauderpore  and  Amulneir. 

56  Lieut.-General  the  Honourable  George  Murray  served  the  Peninsular  campaigns  of 
1813  and  14,  in  command  of  the  2iid  Life  Guards. 

57  Sir  Henry  Askew  served  in  Holland  aud  Flanders,  in  1794  and  95  ;  with  the  expedition 
to  VValcheren,  in  1809;  the  Peninsular  campaigns  from  Sept.  1812,  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 

1814,  and  has  received  a  medal  for  the  battle  of  the  Nive.     Served  also  the  campaign  of 

1815,  and  was  wounded  at  Quatre  Bras. 

58  Lieut.-General  S.  Brown  served  in  Egypt,  in  1801.  Employed  in  Portugal,  in  1801. 
Present  at  the  battle  of  Roleia  as  a  volunteer. 

59  Lieut.-General  Heibert  served  on  the  Continent  with  the  army  under  Lord  Moira 
and  the  Duke  of  York.  Engaged  during  the  Carib  war  in  St.  Vincent's  ;  at  Port-au-Prince, 
in  St.  Domingo;  and  at  Fort  Irvis  during  the  siege.  Served  also  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen, 
in  1807. 

60  Lieut.-General  Salvin  served  in  the  first  American  war,  and  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  Brandywine  and  German  Town,  siege  of  Cbarlestown,  battle  of  Guildford  Court  House 
(wounded),  and  siege  of  York  Town,  in  Virginia, 

60*  Lieut.-General  Nevvbery  served  in  Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  in  1798,  and  was 
engaged  with  the  rebels  and  taking  the  French  at  Ballinamuck.  In  1816  commanded  the 
first  Cavalry  Brigade  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Hattras.  In  1817  and  18  commanded  the 
Cavalry  of  the  left  Division  of  the  Marquis  of  Hastings'  grand  army,  which  was  the  first 
Division  engaged  with  the  Pindarrees,  and  took  the  whole  of  their  baggage  and  camp.  Was 
then  removed  to  the  command  of  the  Cavalry  with  a  Light  Division,  under  Major-General 
Sir  T.  Brown,  and  captured  at  Romporah  nine  pieces  of  Artillery,  and  the  Artillery  Gene- 
ral. In  Jan.  1818,  at  Joud  his  brigade  was  broken  up,  but  two  days  after,  the  Rajah  of 
Joud  fired  into  the  British  camp,  and  Sir  T.  Brown  immediately  ordered  him  to  resume  the 
command  of  the  Cavalry,  when  he  was  present  at  the  blowing  open  the  gates,  attack  of  the 
place,  and  routing  and  pursuing  the  enemy's  troops. 

61  Lieut.-General  Armstrong  went  out  to  Flanders  with  Lord  Moira,  in  1794  ;  joined 
the  Duke  of  York  at  Antwerp,  and  was  in  that  disastrous  retreat  through  Holland  in  the 
winter  of  1794  and  1795,  and  embarked  at  Bremen.  Served  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion 
in  1798,  and  was  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  the  Centre  District,  under  General  R.  Dun- 
das,  until  the  peace  of  1802. 

62  Lieut.-General  Blommart  served  in  the  West  Indies,  and  was  present  at  the  surrender 
of  Demerara  and  Berbice.  Served  also  with  the  expedition  to  the  Helder,  in  1799,  including 
the  actions  of  2nd,  3rd,  and  6th  October. 

6S  Sir  George  Quentin  served  in  the  Peninsula  in  command  of  the  10th  Hussars,  and  has 
received  a  medal  and  one  clasp  for  the  battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse.  Served  also  the 
campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

64  Sir  Alexander  Woodford  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  a  medal  and  two 
clasps  for  the  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and  the  Nive.  Served  also  the  campaign  of 
1815,  and  was  present  at  Waterloo. 

65  Sir  Henry  Fred.  Bouverie  served  in  the  Peninsula  as  an  Assistant  Adjutant-General, 
and  has  received  a  cross  and  one  clasp  for  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  San  Sebastian,  Nive,  and 
Orthes. 

66  Lord  Burghersh  served  in  1805 — 6,  as  Aid-de-camp  to  Lieut.-General  Don  in  the  ex- 
pedition to  Hanover.  In  1806 — 7,  as  Assistant  Adjutant-General  in  Sicily  ;  on  board  Ad- 
miral Sir  J.  Duckworth's  fleet  in  the  action  at  the  passage  of  the  Dardanelles,  and  the  de- 
struction of  the  Turkish  fleet,  lying  oflF  the  castles  ;  in  the  actions  before  Constantinople  at 
the  island  of  Prota,  and  at  the  repassage  of  the  fleet  through  the  Dardanelles.  In  Egypt  as 
Assistant  Adjutant-General  with  the  force  under  Major-General  Wauchope,  at  the  first 
storming  of  the  town  of  Rosetta,  and  in  the  retreat ;  and  subsequently  in  the  second  attack 
and  siege  of  that  place,  with  the  force  under  Major-General  Sir  W.  Stewart.  In  1808 
served  in  Portugal  as  Assistant  Adjutant-General  in  the  army  commanded  by  Sir  Arthur 
Wellesley,  in  the  affair  in  the  front  of  Obidos,  aud  in  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera. 
In  1809  served  as  extra  Aid-de-camp  to  Lord  Wellington,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Talavera.  In  1810,  with  the  3rd  Dragoon  Guards,  in  the  campaign  in  Portugal,  including 
the  retreat  to  Torres  Vedras,  battle  of  Busaco,  and  advance  to  Santarem.  In  Sept.  1813, 
proceeded  on  a  mission  as  Military  Commissioner  to  the  head-quarters  of  the  allied  armies, 
under  Prince  Schwarzenberg,  in  Germany.  Served  at  the  siege  of  Huninguen,  and  the 
campaign  of  1814  in  France,  including  the  taking  of  Langres,  the  battles  of  La  Rothiere  and 
Brieune,  capture  of  Troyes,  aflairs  of  Mormant  and  Nangis  in  front  of  Bray,  defence  of 
Troves  when  attacked  by  Bonaparte  23rd  Feb.,  battle  of  Bar-sur-Aube,  the  subsequent  aflfair 
upon  the  Barce,  re-capture  of  Troyes,  battles  of  Arcis-sur-Aube  and  of  Fere  Champenoise, 
advance  upon  and  battle  of  Paris,  and  capture  of  that  city.     As  His  Majesty'  Envoy  Ex- 
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traordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  at  the  Court  of  Tuscany,  served  with  the  Austrian 
army  in  the  campaign  against  Naples,  in  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Tolentino  and  Marce- 
rata.  Signed,  in  conjunction  with  Field  Marshal  Bianchi  who  commanded  the  Austrian 
army,  the  Military  convention  by  which  the  kingdom  of  Naples  was  restored  to  its  Sove- 
reign, King  Ferdinand. 

67  Lieut.-General  Ellice  served  with  the  expedition  to  South  America,  and  was  present 
at  the  capture  of  Buenos  Ayres. 

68  Sir  jMaurice  O'Connell  served  at  Dominica,  and  commanded  the  Light  Company  of 
the  46th  at  Roseau,  SiJnd  Feb.  1805,  and  successfully  resisted  the  repeated  attacks  of  a  very 
superior  French  force, 

69  Lieut.-General  Gordon  was  at  the  siege  of  Pondicherry,  battle  of  Argaum,  sieges  of 
Asseerghur,  Gavvilghur,  and  various  other  hill  forts.     Served  also  at  Walcheren,  in  1809. 

70  Sir  James  Macdonell  served  with  the  expedition  to  Naples  and  Calabria,  in  1805  and 
6,  including  the  battle  of  Maida,  for  which  he  has  received  a  medal.  Served  afterwards  in 
Portugal,  Spain,  France,  and  Flanders. 

71  Lieut.-General  Bethune  served  in  Holland,  in  1799,  and  was  severely  wounded  in  the 
lungs  at  the  battle  of  Alkmaar.  Served  on  board  the  Bellona  at  Copenhagen,  under  Lord 
Nelson,  and  received  a  wound  from  a  caunon-shot  which  lacerated  his  lower  jaw. 

72  Lieut.-General  Middlemore  served  in  command  of  his  company  of  the  86th  as  Marines 
on  board  H.  ]\L  S.  Brunswick,  with  Lord  Howe,  and  afterwards  in  the  North  Sea  with  Lord 
Duncan.  Accompanied  the  force  to  Egypt  from  India,  under  Sir  David  Baird,  and  has  re- 
ceived the  Egyptian  medal.  Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  48th  regiment,  and  has 
received  a  medal  for  the  battle  of  Talavera. 

73  Sir  Wm.  G.  Davy  commanded  the  5th  battalion  of  the  60th,  at  the  battles  of  Roleia, 
Vimiera,  and  Talavera,  and  has  received  a  medal  and  a  clasp. 

74  Sir  Charles  Maxwell  was  engaged  in  the  defence  of  the  Island  of  St.  Vincent,  and 
until  the  entire  subjugation  of  the  Caribs,  in  1795.  Landed,  with  the  63rd  in  North  Hol- 
land, in  Aug.  1799,  and  was  present  at  the  surrender  of  the  Dutch  fleet  at  the  Helder,  and 
in  the  actions  of  the  19th  Sept.,  2nd  and  6th  Oct.  In  the  following  year,  in  the  expedition 
intended  for  the  attack  of  Belleisle  ;  afterwards  in  the  aftair  at  Ferrol,  and  then  in  Gibraltar 
and  Malta  until  the  peace  of  1802.  Served  in  South  America,  in  1806.  Commanded  the 
land  force  in  the  capture  of  the  French  Fortress  and  settlement  of  Senegal,  in  1809. 

75  Lieut.-General  Mark  Napier  served  on  the  coast  of  France,  1794  and  95.  Six  years 
in  the  Mediterranean  ;  at  Minorca,  and  in  Egypt,  present  with  his  regiment  in  action.  In 
the  West  Indies  several  years,  and  commanded  the  90th  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe,  for 
which  he  has  received  a  medal. 

76  Lieut.-General  Wardlaw  commanded  the  76th  at  the  battle  of  the  Nive,  for  which  he 
has  received  a  medal. 

77  Lieut.-General  Yates  served  in  Egypt,  in  1801,  and  has  received  the  Egyptian 
medal. 

78  Sir  James  Kearney  served  with  the  expedition  to  St.  Domingo  ;  also  several  years  in 
the  East  Indies ;  and  at  Walcheren,  in  1809. 

79  Lieut.-General  Owen  served  at  the  capture  of  Martinique,  St.  Lucia,  and  Guadaloupe, 
in  1794;  at  the  repulse  of  the  enemy's  attack  at  Berville,  in  Guadaloupe,  he  was  severely 
wounded.  Served  also  in  Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  in  1798  ;  and  the  campaign  of  1799, 
in  Holland. 

80  Lieut.-General  Shortall  served  on  the  Continent,  under  the  Duke  of  York,  in  1794 
and  95. 

81  Sir  Wm.  Eustace  was  at  the  battles  of  Ross  and  Vinegar  Hill,  and  at  Wexford,  and 
all  through  the  Irish  rebellion,  in  1798.  Went  to  Naples  with  Sir  James  Craig  ;  from  thence 
to  Sicily,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Maida.  Commanded  the  Chasseurs  Brittaniques 
at  the  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Onor  and  Salamanca,  also  at  the  siege  of  San  Christoval  and  many 
other  engagements,  in  two  of  which  he  was  wounded,  and  in  anotlier  he  had  a  horse  killed 
under  him.     Medal  and  one  clasp  for  Fuentes  d'Onor  and  Salamanca. 

82  Lord  Greenock  served  in  the  Helder  expedition,  in  1799  ;  in  Naples  and  Sicily,  in 
1805  and  6  ;  at  Walcheren,  including  the  siege  of  Flushing,  in  1809  ;  in  the  Peninsula, 
including  the  battles  of  Barossa,  Salamanca,  and  Vittoria,  for  which  he  has  received  a 
medal  and  two  clasps;  also  in  the  Netherlands  and  France,  in  1815,  including  the  battle  of 
Waterloo. 

83  Lieut.-General  Effingham  Lindsay  served  in  St.  Domingo  in  the  campaigns  of  1794, 
5,  and  6  ;  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  during  the  CaflFre  war  in  1801  ;  in  the  campaigns  of 
1803,  4,  and  5,  in  India,  under  Lord  Lake ;  led  the  centre  and  storming  column  which  cap- 
tured the  fort  of  Deig,  where  he  was  severely  wounded  in  single  combat  at  the  Gateway  ;  in 
Jan.  1805,  with  his  arm  in  a  sling,  again  led  the  centre  column  of  attack  against  Bhuripore, 
where  he  lost  a  leg. 

84  Sir  John  Browne  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Portuguese  army,  and  received 
five  wounds  in  action  with  the  enemy,  on  the  18th  Feb.  1811. 

85  Lieut.-General  the  Honourable  Hugh  Arbuthnott  served  at  the  Helder,  in  1799  ;  the 
expedition  to  the  Baltic,  and  battle  of  Copenhagen,  in  1801 ;  and  again  with  the  second  ex- 
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pedition,  in  1807.  Served  also  with  the  expedition  to  Sweden,  and  in  Portugal  and  Spain 
under  Sir  John  Moore,  and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula  under  the  Duke  of  Wellington, 
Medal  for  the  battle  of  Busaco,  where  he  commanded  the  52nd. 

86  Sir  Robert  Arbuthnot  served  in  Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  in  1798,  including  the 
battle  of  Ballyiiahinch  ;  at  the  captur^e  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in  1806  ;  with  the  expe- 
diton  to  South  America,  in  1807  (taken  prisoner)  ;  in  the  Peninsula,  from  1808  to  the  end 
of  that  war  in  1814,  wilh  the  exception  of  the  first  part  of  1813,  and  has  received  a  cross 
and  three  clasps  for  Busaco,  Albuhera,  Badajoz,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  In- 
dependent of  the  above,  he  was  personally  engaged  at  the  battle  of  Corunna,  the  siege  and 
storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  in  a  great  many  operations  of  less  importance.  Served 
also  the  campaign  of  1816,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

87  Lieut. -General  L'Estrange  commanded  the  31st  at  the  battle  of  Albuhera,  and  has 
received  a  medal. 

88  Sir  Thomas  Pearson  served  at  the  Helder,  in  1799,  including  the  actions  of  the  27th 
Aug.,  2nd  and  dth  October;  with  the  expedition  to  the  Ferrol,  in  1800  ;  the  Egyptian  cam- 
paign of  1801,  including  the  storming  of  the  heights  of  Aboukir  (severely  wounded  in  the 
thigh),  and  actions  of  the  13th  and  21st  March.  Siege  and  capture  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807 ; 
capture  of  Martinique,  in  1809 ;  Peninsular  campaigns  during  the  latter  part  of  1810  and 
1811,  including  the  first  siege  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Albuhera,  and  action  at  Fuentes  Gui- 
naldo,  at  which  last  he  received  a  severe  wound  which  shattered  the  thigh-bone.  Served 
also  throughout  the  American  war,  including  the  action  at  Chrystler's  Farm,  attack  and  cap- 
ture of  Oswego,  actions  at  Chippewa  and  Lundy's  Lane  (wounded  in  the  arm),  siege  of 
Fort  Erie,  where  he  was  dangerously  wounded  by  a  rifle-ball  in  the  head  in  an  attack  made 
by  the  Americans  on  the  British  position.  Medal  and  a  clasp  for  the  battles  of  Albuhera 
and  Ciirystler's  Farm. 

89  Sir  Dugald  Gilmour's  services  : — Expedition  to  Quiberon  Bay,  in  1795  ;  taking  of  the 
colonies  of  Demerara,  Essequibo,  and  Berbice,  in  1796  ;  campaign  of  1799,  in  Holland,  under 
tlie  Duke  of  York,  including  the  battles  of  Bergen,  and  on  the  2nd  and  6th  Oct.  at  Castri- 
cum,  where  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  head,  and  taken  prisoner.  In  May  1805  he  was 
promoted  to  a  Majority  in  the  95th  (Rifle  Brigade),  and  served  with  it  at  the  investment  of 
Copenhagen,  the  battle  of  Kioge,  and  the  march  through  Zealand,  until  the  surrender  of  the 
town.  Went  in  command  of  three  companies  of  the  1st  battaliou  Rifle  Brigade  under  Sir 
John  Moore,  to  Sweden  ;  from  whence  he  joined  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley's  army  near  Vimiera, 
shortly  after  tlie  battle.  On  the  retreat  from  Salamanca  he  was  on  the  rear-guard  the  whole 
way,  almost  constantly  engaged  with  tlie  enemy,  and  at  Calcavellas  lost,  out  of  a  picquet  of 
300  men,  one  officer  and  one  serjeant- major  killed,  and  nearly  ninety  men  taken  prisoners  or 
killed.  At  the  battle  of  Corunna  he  commanded  the  left  wing  of  his  regiment  on  the  right 
of  our  line.  In  June  1809  he  returned  to  Portugal  with  the  1st  battalion  of  the  Rifle  Bri- 
gade, and  arrived  at  Talavera  early  in  the  morning  of  the  day  the  enemy  retired,  and  was 
engaged  with  his  skirmishers.  In  1809  marched  to  Almeida,  and  was  with  the  advanced 
guard  on  the  Coa  and  Agueda,  during  the  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  by  Massena,  from  which 
period  he  commanded  his  regiment.  On  the  rear-guard  at  the  passage  of  the  Coa  near 
Almeida,  on  the  retreat,  when  the  regiment  suff'ered  a  severe  loss  in  defending  the  bridge. 
Skirmishes  before  and  battle  of  Busaco,  and  from  thence  to  the  Lines.  In  the  retreat  of 
Massena,  in  1811,  he  was  engaged  in  the  different  actions  atPombal,  Redinha,  Sabugal,  and 
Fozd'Arouce;  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  action  of  Guinaldo.  Rejoined  his  regiment 
in  Aug.  1813  at  Lesaca,  in  the  Pyrenees  (having  been  sent  to  England  by  a  board  of  health), 
and  was  engaged  in  the  different  skirmishes  in  the  mountains  ;  at  the  passages  of  the  Bidas- 
soa,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  the  vicinity  of  Bayonne  ;  actions  at  Vic  Bigorre  and  Tarbes,  and 
finally  at  the  battle  of  Toulouse.  Sir  Dugald  has  received  a  cross  for  the  battles  of  Busaco, 
Fuentes  d'Onor,  Nive,  and  Toulouse. 

90  Sir  Gregory  Way  served  at  the  siege  of  Valetta  and  capture  of  Malta,  in  1800 ;  em- 
barked with  the  expedition  to  Hanover,  in  1805  ;  was  shipwrecked  on  the  Dutch  coast  and 
taken  prisoner.  Proceeded  with  the  expedition  to  South  America,  and  commanded  the  right 
wing  of  the  Infantry  Brigade  at  the  storming  of  Buenos  Ayres.  Served  under  Sir  Brent 
Spencer  off  Cadiz,  and  from  thence  joined  the  army  under  the  Duke  of  Wellington  ;  present 
at  the  battle  of  Roleia,  actions  of  the  10th,  11th  and  12th  May,  at  and  near  Oporto,  passage 
of  the  Douro,  battles  of  Talavera  and  Albuhera,  (severely  wounded  in  the  left  arm  by  a  mus- 
ket-shot), at  which  last  he  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  29th,  and  has  received  a  medal. 

91  Sir  Wm.  Macbean  served  in  Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  in  1798,  including  the 
action  at  Vinegar  Hill  and  capture  of  Wexford.  Landed  with  the  army  in  Portugal  in  Aug. 
1808,  and  served  throughout  the  Peninsular  war,  including  the  battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera, 
Corunna,  Busaco,  and  Salamanca  ;  siege,  assault,  and  capture  of  San  Sebastian,  jiassages  of 
the  Bidassoa,  Nivelle,  and  Nive  ;  and  investment  of  Bayonne,  at  which  last  he  was  severely 
wounded,  as  also  in  opposing  a  French  division  on  its  advance  to  Lamego,  in  1810.  Sir 
William  has  received  a  cross  for  Busaco,  Salamanca,  San  Sebastian,  and  the  Nive. 

92  Sir  Parker  Carrol  served  in  Holland,  in  1796  ;  and  with  the  expedition  to  South 
America,  in  1807,  including  the  storming  of  Buenos  Ayres.  Served  with  the  Spanish  army 
from    1808  to  the  end  of  the  war  iu  1814,  and  was  personally  engaged  with  the  enemy,  in 
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1808,  at  Bilboa,  Frias,  Yornosa,  Durango  (slightly  wounded  by  a  musket  ball),  Valmaseda, 
Nava,  Guenas,  Espinosa  de  Cos  Monteros,  retreat  to  Leon  : — 1809,  disputed  the  passage  of 
the  river  Cornellana,  defence  of  the  bridge  of  Penaflor,  action  and  defence  of  the  bridge  of 
St.  Payo,  actions  of  the  Tamames,  Alba  de  Tormes  (slightly  wounded  by  a  musket-ball), 
Carpio,  Medina  del  Campo,  and  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Tormes  against  the  enemy's 
cavalry  :— 1810,  campaign  of  Estramadura  and  lines  of  Torres  Vedras  : — 1811,  battle  of 
Albuhera,  and  first  siege  of  Badajoz  : — 1812,  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  garrisons  of  Le- 
quitio,  Castro,  Urdiales;  actions  of  Portugalete,  Somorostro,  and  Bilboa: — 1813,  blockade 
of  Pampeluna  and  Bayonne,  including  the  different  sorties  and  attacks  in  the  vicinity  of  these 
fortresses.     Medal  for  the  battle  of  Albuhera. 

93  Lieut-General  Clitherow  served  at  VValcheren,  in  1809;  proceeded  to  the  Peninsula 
in  1810,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  again  at  the  siege 
of  Burgos. 

94  Major-General  Strutt  served  at  Gibraltar,  from  March  1782,  to  the  termination  of  the 
siege  ;  and  on  the  Continent  during  tl)e  campaigns  of  1794  and  95.  Was  actively  employed 
in  the  island  of  St.  Vincent  during  the  latter  part  of  1793  and  the  early  part  of  1796 ;  in  the 
action  of  the  8th  Jan.  he  received  three  wounds,  viz  :  in  the  mouth,  in  the  breast  by  a  buck- 
shot, and  above  the  right  knee  by  a  musket-ball,  which  buried  itself  in  the  bone,  and  occa- 
sioned amputation  of  the  right  leg. 

95  Major-General  Bradshaw  was  actively  employed  in  St.  Domingo  in  1793,  94,  and  95, 
and  commanded  at  St.  Mare's  and  Tiburon,  when  tbose  posts  were  attacked  by  the  enemy. 
Served  in  Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  in  1798  ;  with  the  expedition  to  the  Ferrol,  in  1800; 
and  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  including  the  actions  of  the  8th,  13th,  and  t'lst  March. 
Medal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

96  Baron  Low  has  received  a  medal  and  one  clasp  for  the  battles  of  Talavera  and 
Salamanca. 

97  Major-General  Scott  served  in  St.  Domingo,  in  1794  and  95;  in  Ireland  during  the 
rebellion,  in  1798  ;  with  the  expedition  to  the  Ferrol  and  Cadiz,  under  Sir  James  Pulteney  ; 
and  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  including  the  actions  of  the  8th,  13th,  and  21st  ]\Iarch, 
in  which  last  he  was  severely  contused  on  the  breast  by  a  musket-ball.  Medal  for  services 
in  Egypt. 

98  Major-General  Wm.  11.  Beckwith  was  at  the  siege  of  Fort  Matilda  and  capture  of 
Guadaloupe,  in  1794.     Served  also  the  campaign  of  1799,  in  Holland. 

99  Sir  George  Leith  served  in  India  under  Sir  Wm.  Meadows  and  Lord  Cornwallis,  in-- 
cluding  the  sieges  of  Bangalore  and  Savandroog,  storming  of  Tippoo's  lines,  6th  Feb.  1792, 
and  the  subsequent  siege  of  Seringapatam. 

100  Major-General  Robertson  was  at  the  reduction  of  the  French  West  India  Islands  by 
Sir  Charles  Grey,  in  1794,  including  the  taking  of  Forts  Bourbon  and  Royal ;  also  at  Morne 
Fortunee,  the  storming  of  Fleur  d'Epee,  attack  of  Point  Petre,  and  siege  of  Fort  Matilda. 
Served  in  Holland,  and  was  severely  wounded  near  Alkmaar.  Proceeded  with  the  expedi- 
tion to  Naples  and  Calabria,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Maida,  for  which  he  has 
received  a  medal.  In  1812  he  took  the  islands  of  Lagosta  and  Cuzzola.  Joined  the  Austrian 
army  under  the  command  of  Count  Nugent,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Trieste,  and 
the  affairs  at  Ferrara,  Reggio,  and  Parma. 

101  Viscount  de  Chabot  served  in  Holland,  in  1799  ;  in  Spain,  under  Sir  John  iMoore  ;  with 
the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  in  1809  ;  and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula,  until  1810. 

102  Sir  Patrick  Ross  served  for  nine  years  in  India  as  Captain  of  the  25th,  afterwards  the 
22nd  Light  Dragoons,  in  the  Mysore  campaign  under  Lord  Harris,  in  1799,  including  the 
battle  of  Mallavelly,  and  siege  of  Seringapatam ;  with  the  division  under  Sir  Arthur 
Wellesley,  in  the  campaign  of  1801,  against  the  Mahratta  Chief  Dhoondiah  ;  and  from  1802 
to  1804,  in  the  Mahratta  country,  and  at  the  reduction  of  the  ceded  provinces.  He  re- 
turned from  India  in  1805,  soon  after  which  he  was  appointed  Major  ;  and,  in  1807,  Lieut.- 
Colonel  of  the  23rd  Light  Dragoons.  Having  exchanged  to  Infantry,  he  in  1810  joined  the 
2nd  battalion  of  the  48th  regt.  in  Portugal,  and  as  the  senior  officer,  held  the  command  of 
General  (now  Lord)  Hill's  brigade  until  compelled  by  severe  illness  to  return  to  England. 
On  his  recovery,  he  was  placed  as  Assistant  Adjutant  General  on  the  Home  Staff,  on  which 
he  continued  till  the  Peace  (?f  1814.  In  1816,  he  was  appointed  to  the  75th  regt.  and  joined 
it  in  the  Ionian  Islands,  he  remained  in  command  of  that  corps,  and  of  the  Island  of  Santa 
Maura  and  Zante  until  1821,  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  IMajor-General ;  in  1824 
he  was  appointed  to  the  .Staff  of  the  Ionian  Islands,  from  which  he  was  advanced  to  the 
Government  of  Antigua,  Montserrat,  and  Barbadoes  in  the  following  year. 

103  Major-General  Palmer  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  10th  Hussars. 

104  Major-General  Wm.  Stewart  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  a  medal  for 
the  battle  of  Albuhera. 

105  Sir  Henry  W.  Rooke  served  in  Holland,  in  1799,  including  the  actions  of  the  27th 
Aug.,  loth  and  19th  Sept.,  2nd  and  6th  October.  Served  also  the  campaigns  of  1814  and 
15,  in  Holland,  Flanders,  and  France,  including  the  bombardment  of  the  French  fleet  at 
Antwerp,  attack  on  Bergen-op-Zoom,  and  actions  at  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo.

30  War  Services  of  the  General  Officers. 

106  Major-General  the  Honourable  Henry  B.  Lygon  served  in  the  Peninsula,  from  March 
1809  to  Sept.  1810,  and  again  from  Feb.  1814  to  the  end  of  that  war,  including  the  capture 
of  Oporto,  battle  of  Talavera,  and  passage  of  the  Coa.  Severely  wounded  in  the  neck,  28th 
Aug.  1810,  in  Massena's  advance  to  the  battle  of  Busaco. 

107  Rlajor-General  the  Honourable  Edward  P.  Lygon  served  in  the  Peninsula,  from  Nov, 
1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Vittoria.  Served  also  the  cam- 
paign of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

108  Sir  John  Geo.  Woodford  served  in  the  Peninsula  as  an  Assistant-Quarter-RIaster- 
General,  and  has  received  a  cross  for  the  battles  of  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 
Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

109  Major-General  Hamerton  served  on  the  Continent  under  the  Duke  of  York,  in  1794. 
Embarked  for  the  West  Indies,  in  1795,  and  was  at  the  capture  of  St.  Lucia  the  following 
year.  Served  in  Egypt,  in  1801.  Commanded  the  44thregiment  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo, 
and  was  wounded. 

110  Sir  David  Ximenes  served  in  Sicily,  Egypt,  twice  in  North  America,  Bermuda, 
Ceylon,  and  India.  Was  present  at  the  taking  of  the  Islands  of  Ischia  and  Procida,  in  1809. 
Commanded  the  62nd  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  Genoa,  in  1814  ;  and  at  the  successful 
expedition  up  the  Penobscot  in  the  same  year.  Sir  David  was  nearly  38  years  on  Foreign 
Service. 

111  Major-General  Colquhoun  served  in  Flanders,  under  the  Duke  of  York,  and  was 
wounded  and  taken  prisoner  in  1795.  Employed  in  Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  in  1798. 
Served  also,  for  a  short  period,  iii  Portugal. 

■    112  Major-General  JN'icol  has  received  a  medal  for  the  battle  of  the  Nive. 

113  Sir  Wm.  Tuyll  served  at  the  Helder,  in  1799  ;  and  in  Portugal,  Spain,  and  Walcherea 
in  1808  and  9,  as  aide-de-camp  to  the  present  Marquis  of  Anglesey. 

114  Sir  George  H.  F.  Berkeley  served  in  Egypt,  in  1807.  In  1809  he  was  appointed 
Assistant- Adjutant-General  to  the  army  in  Portugal,  and  was  present  in  the  actions  of  the 
lOtb,  11th,  and  12th  May,  1809,  passage  of  the  Douro,  battles  of  Talavera,  Busaco,  Fuentes 
d'Onor,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and  the  Kive  ;  and  sieges  of  Badajoz  and  San  Sebastian. 
Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  Sir  George  has  received 
a  cross  and  three  clasps. 

115  Major-General  S.  H.Berkeley  served  at  the  capture  of  Surinam,  in  1804  ;  the  Danish 
Islaads  of  St.  John  and  St.  Croix,  in  1807  ;  and  of  Martinique,  in  1809,  including  the  siege 
of  Fort  Bourbon. 

.  116  Sir  Charles  Napier  served  in  the  Irish  rebellion,  in  1798,  and  in  the  insurrection  ia 
1803.  Commanded  the  50th  thioughout  the  campaign  terminating  with  the  battle  of 
Corunna,  when  he  was  made  prisoner  after  receiving  five  wounds,  viz. : — leg  broken  by  a 
musket-shot,  sabie-cut  on  the  head,  in  the  back  by  a  bayonet,  ribs  broken  by  a  cannon-shot, 
and  several  severe  contusions  from  the  butt-end  of  a  musket.  Returned  to  the  Peninsula 
the  latter  part  of  1809,  where  he  remained  until  1811,  and  was  present  at  the  action  of  the 
Coa,  (had  two  horses  shot  under  him),  battle  of  Busaco — shot  through  the  face,  jaw  broken, 
and  eye  injured  ;  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  second  siege  of  Badajoz,  and  a  great  number  of 
skirmishes.  In  1813,  he  served  in  a  floating  expedition  on  the  Coast  of  the  United  States 
of  North  America;  landed  a  great  number  of  times  at  Craney  Island,  and  other  places. 
Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  storming  of  Cambray.  Medal 
for  Corunna. 

117  Sir  Jeremiah  Dickson  served  with  the  expedition  to  Hanover,  in  1805  ;  to  Stralsund 
and  Copenhagen,  in  1807;  to  W^alcheren,  in  1809  ;  the  Peninsular  campaigns  of  1812,  13,  and 
14,  as  an  Assistant-Quarter-Master-General,  and  has  received  a  cross  and  a  clasp  for  the 
battles  of  \^ittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign 
of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  capture  of  Paris. 

118  Sir  Charles  Wade  Thornton  served  on  the  Continent  under  the  Duke  of  York,  and 
lost  an  arm  by  a  cannon-shot  at  Lannoi. 

119  Sir  Henry  Bing  was  at  the  siege  of  Porto  Rico,  and  capture  of  Trinidad,  in  1797. 
Whilst  quartered  at  Marin,  to  windward  of  Martinique,  he  was  ordered  to  proceed  in  a 
small  vessel  to  St.  Pierre,  with  a  detachment  of  twenty-six  men,  to  form  a  guard  for  the 
governor,  Sir  Wm.  Keppel  ;  encountered  a  French  privateer  off  the  Diamond  Rock,  mount- 
ing four  long  nines,  with  seventy  men  on  board,  which  after  a  sharp  action  of  twenty 
minutes,  was  beaten  off  with  a  loss  of  ten  men  killed  and  fifteen  wounded.  Sir  Henry  l)aving 
only  one  man  killed,  and  himself  wounded  in  the  shoulder.  Served  the  Egyptian  campaign 
of  1801 ,  including  the  action  at  the  landing  at  Aboukir  Bay,  siege  of  the  castle,  and  actions 
of  the  21st  ]\Iarch,  and  9th  May  at  Rahmanie,  at  which  latter  he  commanded  a  squadron 
of  the  26th  Light  Dragoons,  and  lost  his  right  leg.  Expedition  to  Walcheren,  and  siege  of 
Flushing,  1809.  Appointed  Commandant  of  Tarifa  in  1810,  and  for  his  services  at  its 
defence  his  commission  as  Lieut. -Col.  was  antedated  to  the  day  of  the  assault,  Slst  Dec. 
1811.  Joined  Lord  Wellington's  army  a  few  days  after  the  battle  of  Salamanca;  com- 
manded the  82nd  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  towards  the  close  of  the  action  the  command 
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of  the  brigade  devolved  on  him.  Sir  Henry  has  received  the  Egyptian  medal,  and  a  medal 
for  the  battle  of  Vittoria. 

120  Sir  Edward  Gibbs  commanded  the  52nd  at  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz,  and  Vittoria, 
and  has  received  a  medal  and  two  clasps. 

1^1  Sir  George  Napier  accompanied  the  expedition  to  Sweden,  and  from  thence  to  Por- 
tugal, in  1808,  when  be  became  aid-de-camp  to  Sir  John  ]\Ioore,  in  which  capacity  he 
served  the  Corunna  campaign,  and  was  at  the  battle  of  Corunna  and  the  actions  which 
preceded  it.  Served  afterwards  with  the  5'2nd  in  the  campaigns  of  1809,  10,  and  11,  when 
he  was  made  Brevet-Major — he  and  his  brother,  Major-Geu.  Wm.  Napier,  being  two  out  of 
eleven  chosen  by  Lord  Wellington  for  promotion  on  the  occasion  of  ]\lassena's  retreat.  He 
gained  the  brevet  of  Lieut.-Colonel  for  leading  the  storming  party  at  the  smaller  breacli  of 
Ciudad  Rodrigo,  where  be  lost  his  right  arm,  having  had  the  same  arm  broken  at  the  action 
of  Casal  Nova,  and  had  it  wounded  again  during  the  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  two  days 
before  he  lost  it  in  the  breach.  He  was  also  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Busaco,  while  in  the 
act  of  striking  with  his  sword  at  a  French  grenadier  at  the  head  of  the  enemy's  attacking 
column.  In  1813,  he  rejoined  the  52nd  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Orthes,  the  action 
of  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.     Medal  for  Ciudad  Rodrigo. 

122  Sir  Charles  Broke  Vere  served  at  the  Helder,  in  1799 ;  with  the  expedition  to  Han- 
over, in  1805  ;  to  South  America,  in  1807,  including  the  attack  on  Buenos  Ayres.  Subse- 
quently in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  a  cross  and  five  clasps  for  Albuhera,  Badajoz, 
Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  cam- 
paign of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

123  The  Honourable  Sir  Hercules  Pakenbam  served  in  the  Peninsula  as  an  Assistant- 
Adjutant-General,  and  has  received  a  cross  for  Busaco,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Ciudad  Rodrigo, 
and  Badajoz. 

123*  Sir  John  Harvey  served  in  Holland,  in  1794  and  95  ;  at  the  capture  of  the  Cape  of 
Good  Ho])e,  in  1796  ;  in  Egypt,  in  1801  ;  the  campaigns  in  India  under  Lord  Lake,  include 
ing  the  siege  of  Bhurtpore,  and  the  subsequent  operations  against  the  Mahratta  chief  Holkar. 
Served  in  the  American  war  during  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14,  and  was  wounded  before 
Fort  Erie,  6th  Aug.  1814.     Medal  for  Chrystler's  Farm. 

124  Sir  Leonard  Greenwell  accompanied  the  expedition  to  South  America,  and  was  pre- 
sent at  the  attack  on  Buenos  Ayres,  where  he  was  severely  wounded.  Landed  in  Portugal, 
Aug.  1808,  and  served  throughout  the  Peninsular  war,  except  on  two  occasions  when  absent 
in  consequence  of  wounds,  including  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  storm  and  capture  of 
Badajoz,  battles  of  Salamanca  and  Orthes.  Sir  Leonard  has  been  shot  through  the  neck, 
the  body,  both  arms,  and  wounded  in  one  leg.     Medal  and  two  clasps. 

125  Sir  George  Scovell  served  in  the  Peninsula  as  an  Assistant-Quarter-Master-General, 
and  from  1813  in  command  of  the  Staff  corps  of  Cavalry.  Served  also  the  campaign  of 
1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  Sir  George  has  received  a  cross  and  one 
clasp,  for  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Toulouse. 

126  Lord  Downes  served  throughout  the  Peninsular  war,  as  an  aid-de-camp  to  Sir  John 
Cradock,  and  afterwards  to  the  Duke  of  Wellington.  His  lordship  has  received  a  cross  and 
a  clasp  for  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Toulouse;  and  was 
wounded  at  Talavera, 

127  Sir  Robert  Henry  Dick  commanded  the  42nd  Highlanders  in  the  battles  of  Busaco, 
Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  Salamanca,  for  which  he  has  received  a  medal  and  two  clasps.  Served 
also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Quatre  Bras. 

128  Sir  Neil  Douglas  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807  ;  with  the  expedition  to 
Sweden,  in  1808  ;  and  subsequently  to  Portugal  and  Spain,  including  the  battle  of  Corunna. 
Expedition  to  Walcheren,  and  siege  of  Flushing,  in  1809  ;  the  Peninsular  campaigns  from 
Dec.  1809  to  Jan.  1811,  and  again  from  April,  1813,  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  in. 
eluding  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  and  battle  of  Busaco — wounded  through  the  left  shoulder-joint 
byaball.and  by  another  in  the  left  arm  ;  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Toulouse. 
Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  through  the  knee  by  a  ball, 
and  contused  from  a  ball  hitting  a  button,  at  Quatre  Bras.  Sir  Neil  has  received  a  cross  for 
the  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Toulouse. 

129  Lord  Tweeddale  served  in  the  Peninsula  as  an  Assistant-Quarter-Master-General, 
and  has  received  a  medal  for  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  was  slightly  wounded  at  Busaco. 
Served  also  in  the  American  war,  and  was  wounded. 

130  Sir  Fred.  Wm.  Trench  served  at  Walcheren,  in  1809;  in  the  Peninsula,  in  18:1  ; 
and  in  Holland,  in  1814. 

131  Lord  Saltoun  served  in  Sicily,  in  1806  and  7  ;  Sir  John  Moore's  campaign,  including 
the  battle  of  Corunna  ;  and  the  expedition  to  Walcheren.  Went  to  Cadiz  in  1811  ;  remained 
with  the  army  until  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  passage  of  the  Bidas- 
soa,  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  Nive,  blockade  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie.  Served 
also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  and  the 
storming  of  Peronne. 

c  132  Major-General  Wyndham  served  the  Peninsular  campaigns  of  1808,  9,  11,  and  13, 
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including  the  actions  of  Roli9a,  Vimiera,  Benevente,  Albuhera,  Usagre,  Morales  de  Toro, 
Vittoria,  and  the  Pyrenees.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely  wounded 
at  Waterloo. 

133  Sir  John  B.  Savage  joined  H.  M.  S.  Bedford,  in  1780,  and  sailed  with  the  Channel 
Fleet  under  the  command  of  Sir  George  Rodney  to  the  re^lief  of  Gibraltar  ;  on  the  passage,  a 
Spanish  64,  and  a  frigate  with  a  convoy  were  captured.  In  the  engagement  with  the  Spanish 
fleet  under  Don  Langara,  w-hen  six  sail  of  the  line  were  captured  and  two  driven  on  shore. 
On  return  to  England,  at  the  capture  of  one  French  ship  of  the  line  and  two  frigates.  In 
1795  embarked  in  11.  M.  S.  Orion,  and  joined  the  squadron  under  tlie  command  of  Sir  John 
Jervis.  On  the  14th  Feb.  1797,  in  the  engagement  with  the  Spanish  fleet  off  Cape  St.  Vin- 
cent, when  four  sail  of  the  line  were  captured.  Blockade  of  Cadiz  until  June,  1798  ;  then  went 
up  the  Mediterranean  with  Sir  Horatio  Nelson  ;  present  in  the  engagement  with  the  French 
squadron  off  the  mouth  of  the  Nile,  when  eleven  sail  of  the  line  and  two  frigates  were 
either  taken  or  destroyed — in  tbis  action  he  was  severely  wounded.  In  1801  joined  H.  M.S. 
Ganges;  went  with  the  fleet  to  the  Baltic;  was  in  the  next  ship  to  Lord  Nelson  in  the 
action  of  Copenhagen,  2nd  April,  1801,  when  six  sail  of  the  line,  and  all  the  vessels  opposed 
to  our  squadron  were  either  taken  or  destroyed. 

134  Sir  Edward  Bowater  served  at  the  siege  and  taking  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807  ;  and 
subsequently  in  the  Peninsula,  from  Dec.  1808  to  Nov.  1809,  and  again  from  Dec.  1811,  to 
the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  passage  of  the  Douro  and  taking  of  Oporto,  bat- 
tles of  Talavera  and  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid,  siege  of  Burgos,  battle  of  Vittoria,  siege 
of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  and  battle  of  the  Nive  (Mayor's  house).  Served 
also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo.  Wounded 
at  Talavera,  and  again  at  Waterloo. 

135  Major-General  Hill  landed  in  Portugal  in  Aug.  1808,  and  served  throughout  the 
Peninsular  war  as  aid-de-camp  to  Lord  Hill.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815.  Slightly 
wounded  at  Oporto  on  the  passage  of  the  Douro,  and  severely  at  Waterloo. 

136  Sir  Wm.  Gomm  served  in  the  expedition  to  the  Helder,  in  1799 ;  in  that  on  the 
coast  of  France  and  Spain,  under  James  Pulteney,  in  1800;  with  the  expedition  to  Han- 
over, in  1805  ;  to  Stralsuud  and  Copenhagen,  in  1807 ;  battles  of  Rolifa,  Vimiera,  and 
Corunna,  in  1808-9  ;  expedition  to  Walcheren,  in  1809  ;  Peninsular  campaigns  as  an  As- 
sistant-Quarter-Master-General, and  has  received  a  cross  and  a  clasp  for  Badajoz,  Sala- 
manca, Vittoria,  San  Sebastian,  and  Nive.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including 
the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

137  Major-General  D'Oyly  served  in  the  campaign  in  North  Holland,  in  1799,  under  Sir 
Ralph  Abercromby,  and  the  Duke  of  York,  and  was  taken  prisoner  in  the  action  of  the  19ib 
Sept.  He  served  with  the  army  in  the  North  of  Spain  under  Sir  John  Moore  in  1808-9,  and 
was  at  the  battle  of  Corunna.  Accompanied  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809.  Served 
at  Cadiz  during  the  siege  in  1811  and  12  under  Lord  Lynedoch,  and  Major-General  Sir 
George  Cooke,  to  whom  he  was  aid-de-camp,  and  was  sent  home  with  despatches,  announcing 
the  raising  of  the  siege  in  1812.  Served  also  in  Flanders,  under  Lord  Lynedoch,  in  1814; 
and  subsequently  with  the  army  under  the  Duke  of  Wellington  in  Flanders  and  France,  and 
■was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

138  JMajor-General  Wm.  Gray  commanded  a  detachment  on  board  the  Fortitude,  in 
Lord  Howe's  action  after  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  20th  Oct.  1782.  Served  with  his  company 
as  marines  under  Admiral  Rlilbank,  in  the  Nortli  Sea  ;  removed  with  detachment  on  board 
the  Boyne,  and  served  in  the  Channel  Fleet  under  Lord  Howe ;  on  this  service  the  Boyne 
captured  a  French  20  gun  ship.  Proceeded  on  board  the  Boyne  to  the  West  Indies,  and 
was  presentat  the  taking  of  Martinique,  St.  Lucia,  and  Guadaloupe,  where  he  was  wounded 
in  the  knee.  Served  the  campaign  of  17£f|),  in  Holland,  he  was  wounded  in  the  arm  in 
the  action  of  the  2nd  Oct.,  and  on  the  6th  following  he  led  the  left  wing  of  his  regiment 
(the  2nd  Foot)  into  action.  Served  also  in  Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  in  1798  :  also  the 
Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  and  was  present  in  the  several  engagements.  Medal  for  ser- 
vices in  Egypt. 

139  Major-General  Darley  was  at  the  sieges  of  Port-au-Prince,  in  St.  Domingo,  and  of 
Morne-Fortunee,  in  St.  Lucia.  Served  in  Egypt,  in  1807  ;  and  in  the  Peninsula,  from  Aug. 
1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  the  Nivelle,  and  before  Bayonne, 
9th,  10th,  and  11th  Dec.  1813. 

140  Major-General  Hamilton  served  in  Holland,  in  1799,  and  was  severely  wounded  at 
the  battle  of  Crabbenham  on  the  Zuyper  Sluis,  10th  Sept.  1799  (leg  amputated).  Served 
also  in  the  American  war;  commanded  the  100th  regiment  at  the  capture  of  Fort  George, 
and  at  the  capture  by  assault  of  Fort  Niagara  ;  and  commanded  the  militia  of  Upper  Canada 
at  the  battle  of  Lundy's  Lane. 

141  Major-General  Reeves  was  at  the  capture  of  the  French  West  ludia  Islands  by  the 
army  under  Sir  Charles  Grey,  and  was  wounded  at  the  storming  of  Fleur  d'Epee.  Aide-de- 
Camp  to  Lieut.  General  Ralph  Dundas  for  three  years  in  Ireland,  including  the  rebellion 
in  1798,  battles  of  KilacUim  and  Vinegar  Hill.  Served  the  campaign  in  Egypt  under  Sir 
Ralph  Abercromby,  including  the  action  at  the  landing  and  those  of  the  13th  and  2ls 
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March,  and  that  of  Rahmanie,  9th  May,  on  the  Nile,  in  command  of  the  8lh  Regt.  at  Grand 
Cairo  when  that  oily  was  surrendered.  Served  in  the  JNIediterranean  in  command  of  the  2d 
Battalion  of  the  27th  Regt.  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  the  Islands  of  Ischia  and  Pro- 
cida,  in  1809,  Afterwards  in  the  Peninsula,  from  1811  to  1813,  including  the  taking  of  Alcoy 
by  storm,  action  of  Biar,  battle  of  Castalla  in  command  of  the  Light  Division,  action  of  the 
advanced  posts  at  Ordal — severely  wounded  when  in  command  of  the  Light  Division,  and 
sent  home  for  recovery.     Rledal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

142  Rlajor-Generai  John  Grey  served  in  tlie  East  Indies  in  the  campaign  against  Tippoo 
Sultan,  including  the  battle  of  JMallavelly,  the  attack  of  the  Tope  and  Sultan  pettah  before 
Seringapatam,  siege  of  Seringapatam,  and  on  the  storming  party  at  the  assault — medal  for  this 
service.  Served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  5th  regiment,  and  was  a  major  in  the  2iid  battalion 
when  the  French  and  Polish  Lancers  attacked  that  regiment,  at  El  Bodon  ;  present  at  the 
siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo.  also  at  the  scaling  of  the  fausse  hraye  on  the  night  of  the  storm, 
and  at  the  storming  of  the  great  breach,  which  was  carried  by  the  2nd  battalion  of  the  5th 
regiment, — twice  wounded  during  the  siege  :  present  also  at  the  action  of  Fuente  Guiualdo. 

143  Sir  Alexander  Cameron  served  the  campaign  of  1799,  in  Holland;  with  the  expedi- 
tion to  the  Ferrol,  in  1800  ;  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  severely  wounded  in  the  arm 
and  side  at  the  battle  of  Alexandria.  Expedition  to  Germany  under  Lord  Cathcart,  in  1803  ; 
and  to  Copenhagen,  in  1807,  including  the  battle  of  Kioge.  Landed  in  Portugal  in  1808, 
and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vimiera,  with  the  rear  guard  during  the  retreat,  affair  of 
Calcavellas,  and  battle  of  Corunna.  Proceeded  again  to  the  Peninsula  in  May  1809,  and 
was  i)resent  at  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  sieges  and  assaults  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and 
Badajoz,  battles  of  Salamanca  and  Vittoria,  besides  a  great  many  minor  actions  and  other 
desultory  services,  until  obliged  to  return  to  England,  owing  to  a  severe  wound  received  at 
Vittoria.  Served  also  the  campaigns  of  1814  and  15  in  Holland,  Flanders,  and  France,  in- 
cluding the  action  at  Merxem,  operations  before  Antwerp,  and  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and 
Waterloo,  at  which  last  he  was  severely  wounded.  Sir  Alexander  has  received  a  medal 
for  services  iu  Egypt;  and  a  medal  and  two  clasps  for  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz,  and 
Salamanca. 

144  Sir  James  Wilson  has  received  a  cross  and  a  clasp  for  Albuhera,  Badajoz,  Salamanca, 
Vittoria,  and  Toulouse. 

145  jMajor-General  Dalmer's  services  : — Expedition  to  Ostend,  in  1798  :  to  Holland,  in 
1799,  including  the  action  near  the  Helder  27th  Aug.  and  the  subsequent  actions  of  the  2nd 
and  6th  Oct.  Expedition  to  Ferrol,  Vigo  Bay,  and  Cadiz,  in  1800;  Egyptian  campaign  of 
1801,  including  the  actions  of  the  8th,  12th,  loth,  and  21st  March.  Expedition  to  Hanover, 
in  1805  ;  and  tliat  to  Copenhagen,  in  1807,  including  the  operations  which  led  to  the  capitu- 
lation of  Copenhagen,  and  the  capture  of  the  Danish  fleet.  Expedition  to  Corunna  in  1808, 
including  the  operations  in  the  North  of  Spain,  and  subsequently  re-embarked  at  Corunna. 
Peninsular  campaigns  of  1811,  12,  and  13,  including  the  actions  of  El  Bodon  and  Aldea  de 
Ponte,  battles  ofSalamanca  (severely  wounded)  and  Vittoria.  Campaign  of  1815,  including 
the  battle  of  Waterloo  (where  his  horse  was  killed  under  him),  assault  and  capture  of  Cam- 
bray,  and  capture  of  Paris.  JNIedal  for  services  in  Egypt ;  and  a  medal  and  a  clasp  for  the 
battles  of  Salamanca  and  Vittoria. 

146  Sir  Henry  Watson  commanded  the  1st  Portuguese  cavalry  at  the  battle  ofSalamanca 
and  has  received  a  medal. 

147  Major- General  Thomas  Evans  served  at  the  capture  of  Demerara  and  Berbice,  in 
1796;  operations  at  Minorca,  in  1799;  on  the  coast  of  Spain,  Malta,  and  JMarmorice,  iu 
1800;  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  including  the  actions  at  the  landing,  at  Mandora,  Alex- 
andria, and  Rhamanie,  capture  of  Rhamauie  fort  and  garrison,  several  affairs  on  the  march  to 
Cairo,  siege  and  surrender  of  that  city  ;  several  affairs  before  Alexandria  ;  siege  and  surrender 
of  that  city  and  fortress.  In  the  suppression  of  a  dangerous  conspiracy  of  the  Maroons  and 
Blacks  in  Jamaica,  in  1806.  Served  also  throughout  the  whole  of  the  American  war, 
including  the  defence  of  Fort  George,  the  destruction  of  the  enemy's  batteries,  and  directing 
the  force  on  Queenstown,  which  enabled  JMajor-General  Sheafl'e  to  defeat  and  capture  the 
American  army  ;  bombardment  of  Fort  George  and  Messessagua,  and  partial  destruction  of 
the  town  of  Newark  by  the  enemy's  hot-shot  ;  assault  on  Sackett's  Harbour,  expulsion  of  the 
enemy's  army  from  Forty  Mile  Creek,  and  capture  of  his  army  material  with  many  prisoners  ; 
action  at  Chippawa,  covering  the  retirement  of  our  army  to  Fort  George  ;  also  its  retrograde 
in  presence  of  the  enemy  to  Twenty  ]Mile  Creek,  and  until  it  resumed  the  offensive  ;  night 
attack  on  the  enemy  during  his  investment  of  Fort  George,  when  tlie  American  General 
(Swift)  was  killed;  action  at  Lundy's  Lane,  repulse  of  the  enemy  with  severe  loss  by  the 
pickets  under  his  command  on  the  5th  and  12th  Aug.  1814,  before  i^ort  Erie  ;  assault  of 
Fort  Erie,  and  the  series  of  affairs  on  the  Niagara  Frontier.  Received  three  several  musket 
shot  wounds  at  Sackett's  Harbour,  viz.  severally  through  the  left  leg,  left  arm,  and  on  the 
right  hip.     Contused  and  horse  killed  at  Fort  Erie.     Medal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

General  Evans  has  been  present  in  about  forty-two  general  actions  and  minor  affairs ;  and 
honourable  testimony  has  been  borne  to  his  services'  for  distinguished  conduct  in  the  field, 
ia  military  and  civil  commands,  on  about  seventy  different  occasions. 
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148  Sir  Archibald  Maclaine's  services  ^—Mysore  campaign  of  1799  against  Tippoo  Sultan, 
including  the  battle  of  Mallavelly,  siege  and  storming  of  Seringapatam,  where  he  received 
three  wounds,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  was  confined  in  hospital  for  upwards  of  a  year. 
Capture  of  the  Danish  settlement  of  Tranquebar ;  and  the  Paligar  war  in  ISOl,  including 
the  battle  of  Ardingy,  and  affair  of  Serungapore,  where  lie  was  wounded.  Mahratta  war  of 
1802,  3,  and  4  against  Scindia,  Holkar,  and  the  Bera  Rajah,  including  the  storm  of  Jal- 
naghur,  siege  and  storming  of  Gawilghur,  siege  of  Asseerghur  (wounded),  and  battle  of 
Argaum.  Ordered  home  in  1804  in  consequence  of  severe  wounds  received  in  the  different 
actions  from  1799  to  1804.  Peninsular  campaigns  1810,  11,  1^2,  including  the  siege  of 
Cadiz,  the  defence  of  Matagorda  (an  outwork  of  Cadiz,  and  a  ruined  redoubt  when  taken 
possession  of  from  the  enemy)  from  '22nd  Feb.  to  22nd  April,  1810,  during  which  long  pe- 
riod Sir  Archibald  (then  a  captain  in  the  old  94th  regiment)  with  a  very  small  force  under 
his  command,  most  gallantly  kept  at  bay  8,000  of  the  enemy  under  Marshal  Soult,  who  con- 
ducted the  siege,  and  did  not  evacuate  until  ordered  to  do  so  by  Lieut. -General  Sir  i'hos. 
Graham,  his  men  being  nearly  all  either  killed  or  wounded.  Served  also  at  the  battle  of 
Barrosa  (dangerously  wounded,  and  his  horse  killed  ),  and  capture  of  Seville. 

149  Major  General  James  Hay  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  with  the 
I6th  Light  Dragoons,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo.  Medal  and  a  clasp  for  the 
battles  of  Vittoria  and  the  Nive. 

150  Sir  William  \Varre  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1808  to  1813.  including  the  battles 
of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  and  Corunna  ;  the  passage  of  the  Douro,  1st  siege  of  Badajoz,  sieges 
and  assaults  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  and  battle  of  Salamanca,  besides  various  minor 
affairs. 

151  Major  General  D' Aguilar  served  in  India  under  Lord  Lake,  and  was  present  at  the  re- 
duction of  several  forts,  and  at  the  assault  on  Bhurtpore.  Pioceeded  to  Walcheren  iu 
June,  1809.  Served  also  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Spain  under  Sir  John  Murray  and  Sir 
Henry  Clinton. 

152  Major  General  O'Malley  served  in  Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  iu  1798  ;  with  the 
expedition  to  the  Ferrol,  in  1800;  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  wounded  in  the  action 
of  the  13th  March.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  actions  at  Quatre  Bras 
and  Waterloo,  at  which  latter  he  was  twice  wounded,  and  had  two  horses  shot  under  him, 
but  did  not  quit  the  field. 

153  Major  General  Cotton  served  at  the  Helder,  including  the  actions  of  the  2nd  and  6th 
Oct.  1799.     Proceeded  to  the  Peninsula  in  1808,  and  served  with  the  Spanish  army. 

154  Major  GeneralTurner  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  including  the  actions 
of  the  8th  and  13th  March,  and  was  taken  prisoner  in  a  skirmish  near  Lake  Mareotis,  18th 
March.     Served  also  at  the  capture  of  Martinique,  in  1809.     Medal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

155  Major  General  Burrell  served  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1810  ;  and  the  cam- 
paign of  1814  in  Upper  Canada.  He  is  now  serving  in  China  and  commanded  the  land 
force  at  the  capture  of  Chusan,  and  a  brigade  at  the  attack  upon  Canton. 

156  Major  General  Ogilvie  served  in  the  American  war,  and  was  severely  wounded  at 
Stoney  Creek. 

157  Major  General  Aylmer  served  at  the  Helder  in  1799,  including  the  action  of  the 
18th  Sept.;  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801;  in  Spain  and  Portugal  in  1808 — 9,  including 
the  battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  and  Corunna ;  and  subsequently  with  the  expedition  to 
Walcheren. 

158  Major  General  EIrington's  services  : — Campaigns  in  Holland  from  1793  to  Feb.  1795, 
including  the  attack  on  Famars,  and  siege  of  Valenciennes.  Carribean  war  of  1795  and  6  in 
the  West  Indies;  siege  and  storming  of  Rlonte  Video  and  attack  on  Buenos  Ayres.  Attack 
and  capture  of  Ras-el-Kimah  in  the  Persian  Gulf,  in  1809.  Commanded  a  field  force  at  the 
reduction  of  Palampore,  Dresa,  Kirjah,  and  Virampore  in  1817;  and  a  brigade  during  the 
Pindarree  war.  Commanded  a  brigade  up  the  Persian  Gulf,  in  1819  ;  and  from  Dec.  1824, 
throughout  the  Burmese  war.  Shot  through  the  body  before  Dunkirk,  Sept.  1793,  and 
through  the  thigh  at  the  island  of  St.  Vincent  in  July,  1796. 

159  Major  General  Vernon  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Tala- 
vera,   siege  of  the  forts  and  battle  of  Salamanca  (severely  wounded),   and  siege  of  Burgos. 

160  Sir  James  A.  Hope  served  with  the  expedition  to  Hanover,  in  1805  ;  to  Zealand,  in 
1807,  including  the  siege  of  Copenhagen;  to  Sweden,  in  1808  ;  in  Portugal  and  Spain,  in 
1808—9,  including  the  action  at  Lugo  and  battle  of  Corunna  ;  with  the  expedition  to  Wal- 
cheren, in  1809  ;  the  Peninsular  campaigns  from  1810  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  includ- 
ing the  battle  of  Barrosa,  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  covering  the  siege  of  Badajoz,  affairs  in 
front  of  Salamanca  and  at  Osma,  battle  of  A^ittoria,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  passages  of  the 
Bidassoa,  Gave  d'Oleron,  and  Gave  de  Pau  :  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and 
Toulouse.  Sir  James  has  received  a  cross  and  a  clasp  for  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  Nivelle, 
Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 

161  Sir  Robert  Harvey  served  as  Assistant-Quarter-Master-General  of  the  British  and  of 
tlie  Portuguese  armies  in  Portugal,  Spain,  and  France,  from  1809  to  the  close  of  the  war  in 
1814,  and  was  present  at  tlie  battles  of  the  passage  of  the   Douro  and  Busaco,  second  siege 
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of  Badajoz,  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad  Eodrigo  and  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  siege  of- 
Burgos,  battles  of  Vittoria,  Pyrenees  (slightly  wounded),  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes  and  Tou- 
louse, besides  numerous  minor  affairs.  From  1809  to  1811  he  was  employed  in  procuring 
intelligence  of  the  enemy  in  advance  of  the  army,  in  organizing  nine  Portuguese  Guerilla 
Corps  (the  officers  of  which  presented  him  with  an  elegant  sword  in  testimony  of  his  services 
with  them),  and  in  resisting  the  attempt  of  the  enemy's  passage  of  the  Tagus  at  Chamusca. 
From  1811  to  1814  he  was  the  organ  of  communication  between  the  Duke  of  Wellington  and 
the  Portuguese  troops.     Medal  for  the  battle  of  Orthes. 

162  Sir  Dudley  Hill  served  with  the  expedition  to  South  America  in  1806,  including  the 
storming  of  Monte  Video  (with  the  Forlorn  Hope),  battle  of  Colonia,  and  attack  on  Buenos 
Ayres,  where  he  was  wounded  in  the  thigh,  and  taken  prisoner.  Served  afterwards  in  the 
Peninsula,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Roleia  (wounded  in  the  leg),  action  at  Benevente^ 
retreat  to  Cornuna,  battle  of  Talavera,  action  of  the  Coa,  battles  of  Busaco  and  Fuentes 
d'Onor,  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca  (severely  wounded  in  the  breast 
and  through  the  arm),  siege  of  Burgos,  defence  of  the  river  Carrion  (wounded  and  taken 
prisoner),  siege  of  San  Sebastian  (tvi-ice  wounded),  investment  of  Bavonne  and  repulse  of 
the  sortie.  Sir  Dudley  has  received  across  and  a  clasp  for  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Badajoz,  Sala- 
manca, Vittoria,  and  San  Sebastian. 

163  Sir  Edmund  Williams  served  the  campaign  of  1799  in  Holland,  including  the  actions 
of  the  2nd  and  6th  Oct.  (wounded)  ;  present  at  the  battle  of  Maida,  in  1806  ;  and  the  taking 
of  Ischia,  in  1809.  Served  throughout  the  war  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  followingibat- 
ties,  sieges,  &c.,  viz.  Busaco  (wounded),  Badajoz,  in  1811, Salamanca  (twice  wounded,  once 
severely),  Burgos,  Vittoria,  Tolosa,  St.  Sebastian  1st,  2nd  (wounded)  and  ord  assaults, 
Bidassoa,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Adour,  and  wounded  at  the  investment  of  Baj'onne. 

164  Sir  Richard  Armstrong  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  August  1808,  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  capture  of  Oporto,  battle  of  Busaco,  actions  at  Pombal  and  Re- 
dinha,  defence  of  Alba  de  Tornies,  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees  (severely  wounded 
tl'.rough  the  arm),  and  Toulouse,  besides  a  great  many  minor  actions  and  skirmishes.  Served 
also  the  campaigns  of  182j  and  26  inBurmab,  as  a  brigadier  :  stormed  and  carried  stockades 
near  Prome,  on  the  1st  and  5th  Dec.  1825.  Sir  Richard  has  received  a  medal  and  two 
clasps  for  the  battles  of  Busaco,  Vittoria,  and  the  Pyrenees. 

165  Sir  Frederick  Stovin  served  at  the  Ferrol,  in  1800;  in  Germany,  in  1805;  at  the 
siege  and  capture  of  Co]ienhagen  in  1807  ;  with  the  expedition  to  Sweden,  in  1808  ;  in 
Spain  and  Portugal,  in  1808 — 9,  including  the  retreat  and  battle  of  Corunna  ;  witli  the  ex- 
pedition to  Walcherenand  at  the  capture  of  Flushiui,  in  1809  ;  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula, 
including  the  sieges  and  capture  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  battles  of  Salamanca, 
Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  Served  also  at  New  Orleans,  where  he 
was  wounded.     Sir  Frederick  has  received  across  and  two  clasps. 

166  Sir  Guy  Campbell  commanded  the  6th  regimental  the  battle  of  the  Pyrenees,  for 
which  be  has  received  a  medal.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of 
Waterloo. 

167  Major  General  Richard  G.  Hare  served  in  the  Peninsula  as  an  Assistant-Adjutant- 
General,  and  has  received  a  medal  and  a  clasp  for  the  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive. 

168  IMajor  General  Thomson  served  as  an  assistant  engineer  at  San  Sebastian,  and  has 
received  a  medal. 

169  Major  General  Heriot  served  in  the  American  war,  and  commanded  the  Canadian 
Voltigeurs  in  the  action  at  Chrvstler's  Farm,  for  which  he  has  received  a  medal. 

170  Major  General  Crosse  accompanied  the  expedition  to  Hanover,  in  1805;  to  South 
America,  in  1806,  and  was  present  at  the  storming  of  Buenos  Ayres.  Served  also  in  the 
Peninsula  with  the  36th  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Fuentes  d'Onor, 
Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  besides  various  minor  actions  and  skirmishes.  He 
has  received  a  cross  for  the  four  last-mentioned  battles. 

171  Major  General  William  Napier  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  and  battle  of 
Kioge,  in  1807  ;  Sir  John  Moore's  campaign  of  1808—9  ;  the  subsequent  Peninsular  cam- 
paigns from  1809  to  the  end  of  the  war  in  1814,  and  was  present  in  many  of  the  soul-stirring 
scenes  which  he  has  described  with  so  much  ability  in  his  admirable  '"  History  of  the  Penin- 
sular War,"  including  the  action  of  the  Coa  (wounded),  battle  of  Busaco,  actions  of  Pombal, 
Redinha,  Casal  Nova — severely  wounded  at  the  head  of  six  companies  supporting  the  52d  ; 
action  of  Foz  d'Arouce,  battle  of  Salamanca,  passage  of  the  Huebra,  action  of  Vera  when 
Soult  attempted  to  relieve  San  Sebastian,  and  again  when  the  allies  passed  the  Bidassoa  ; 
battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  Nive — wounded  defending  the  churchyard  of  Arcangues;  battle  of 
Ortlies.  ISIedal  and  two  cla>ps  for  Salamanca,  Nivelle,  and  Nive,  at  which  battles  he  com- 
manded the  43rd  Light  Infantry,  and  also  in  many  minor  actions.  Served  also  in  the  cam- 
paign of  1815. 

172  Major  General  Duffy  served  in  the  campaign  of  1796  in  the  West  Indies  under  Sir 
Ralph  Abercromby  ;  on  an  expedition  to  the  Coast  of  Holland  in  the  winter  of  1796  ;  in  the 
East  Indies  in  1799,  and  with  the  force  under  Sir  David  Baird  from  thence  to  Egypt  ia 
1801  ;  at  the  siege  and  Capture  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807  ;  the  campaign  of  1808 — 9  in  Spain, 
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under  Sir  John  Moore,  in  the  Light  Brigade  ;  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  43rd  Light  Infantry, 
from  1810  to  the  end  of  1813,  including  the  buttle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  action  at  Sabugal, 
sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  battles  of  Vittoria  (wounded),  Nivelle,  and  Nive  : 
commanded  the  assaulting  party  at  the  capture  of  Fort  Reynard,  an  outwork  of  Ciudad 
Rodrigo.  Medal  for  the  assault  and  capture  of  Badajoz,  on  which  occasion  the  command  of 
the  regiment  devolved  on  him,  after  Colonel  Macleod  was  killed. 

173  Major  General  Daubeney  served  at  the  taking  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  capture 
of  the  Dutch  fleet  at  Saldanha  Bay  ;  subsequently  for  upwards  of  fourteen  years  in  the  East 
Indies,  including  the  campaign  of  1801 — 2  against  the  Mahratta  chieftains,  and  commanded 
the  Grenadiers  of  his  Regt.  fthe  84th)  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  Kurree  ;  also  in  the 
Guzeruts  in  1802,  3,  and  4,  at  the  reduction  of  other  forts  by  Sir  John  Murray's  army. 
Proceeded  to  Walcheren  in   1809,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  surrender  of  Flushing. 

174  ftlajor  General  Mercer  accompanied  the  exjjedition  to  Hanover,  in  1805  ;  and  that 
to  Walcheren,  in  1809.  Served  in  the  Peninsula  from  March  1810  to  May  1811,  and  again 
from  July  1811  to  March  1814,  including  the  affair  at  Sobral  (wounded),  battle  of  Barrosa 
(wounded),  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid,  siege  of  Bur- 
gos, passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  and  battle  of  the  Nivelle.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815, 
including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  and  capture  of  Paris. 

175  Major  General  Milman  was  appointed  Aide-de-Camp  to  Major  General  Catlin  Craw- 
furd,  in  1808,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera  ;  on  the  same  General's 
staff  in  the  retreat  of  Sir  John  Moore,  and  was  engaged  on  the  heights  of  Lugo,  and  at  the  battle 
of  Corunna.  He  subsequently  joined  his  Regt.,  the  Coldstream  Guards,  at  Lisbon,  and  was 
with  them  at  the  passage  of  the  JJouro  and  capture  of  Oporto,  as  also  at  the  battle  of  Talavera, 
where  he  was  most  severely  wounded,  and  saved  from  being  burnt  on  tlie  field  of  battle, 
by  a  private  soldier  of  the  Guards.  He  was  made  prisoner  in  the  Hospital  of  Talavera,  and 
detained  in  France  until  1814.  Major  General  Milman  was  latterly  in  command  of  the 
Coldstream  Guards. 

176  Major  General  Reeve  served  with  the  Grenadier  Guards  in  Sicily,  in  1806 — 7;  Sir 
Jolin  Moore's  Campaign  in  1808 — 9,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Corunna.  With  the 
expedition  to  Walcheren,  in  1809.  Went  to  Cadiz,  in  1811  ;  remained  in  the  Peninsula  until 
the  beginning  of  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  the  Nivelle 
and  Nive.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and 
Waterloo,  storming  of  Peronne,  and  capture  of  Paris.  Remained  with  the  Army  of  Occu- 
pation until  its  i-eturn  to  England  in  1818. 

177  Major  General  Tonson  served  at  the  capture  of  Martinique,  in  1794;  and  was  wounded 
and  taken  prisoner  at  St.  Vincent's  the  following  year.  Actively  employed  in  Ireland  during 
the  rebellion,  in  1798  ;  in  Holland,  in  1799  ;  and  at  Walcheren,  in  1809.  Served  in  the 
Peninsula  from  July  1813,  including  the  battle  of  the  Nive,  for  which  he  has  received  a 
medal. 

178  Major  General  Gordon  served  in  Holland,  in  1799  ;  at  Walcheren,  in  1809 ;  and  in 
tlie  Peninsula  from  1810  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Fuentes 
d'Onor,  action  at  Aroya  de  Molino,  battles  of  Vittoria  aud  the  Nive,  besides  various  minor 
affairs.  Severely  wounded  in  the  left  arm  at  Vittoria,  and  again  in  the  right  foot  in  forcing 
the  enemy's  lines  at  Haspaine,  14th  Feb.  1814.     Medal  for  the  Nive. 

179  Major  General  Lambert  served  the  campaign  under  Sir  John  Moore,  in  1808 — 9; 
exi)edition  to  Walcheren,  in  1809  ;  defence  of  Cadiz,  in  1810  and  11 ;  Peninsular  campaigns 
of  1812,  13,  and  14.     Was  Adjutant  at  Corunna  and  Barrosa. 

180  Major  General  Fremantle  served  in  Germany  under  Lord  Cathcart,  in  1806;  in  South 
America  under  General  Whitelock,  in  1807;  afterwards  throughout  the  Peninsular  war; 
also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  Medal  for  the  battle  of 
Orthes. 

181  Lord  George  W^m.  Russell  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807;  and  subse- 
quently in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  battles  of  Talavera  (wounded),  Barrosa,  and  Tou- 
louse, for  which  last  he  has  received  a  medal. 

182  Major  General  Wynyard  served  with  the  army  in  Sicily  from  1808  to  March  1810, 
when  he  was  severely  wounded  at  the  attack  on  Santa  Maura,  for  which  he  subsequently 
obtained  the  Brevet  rank  of  Major  ;  he  was  also  present  and  on  the  staff  with  the  force  that 
occupied  Ischia  and  Procida. 

183  Major  General  Fergusson's  services  : — Campaigns  in  Portugal  and  Spain  in  1808 — 9, 
including  the  battles  of  Vimiera  and  Corunna  ;  expedition  to  Walcheren,  in  1809  ;  Penin- 
sular campaigns  from  March  1810  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  passage  of 
the  Coa  near  Almeida,  battle  of  Busaco,  actions  at  Pombal,  Redinha,  Miranda  de  Corva, 
Foz  d'Arouce,  and  Sabugal;  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  sieges  and  assaults  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo 
aud  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  affair  of  San  Munos,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  the 
Nivelle  and  Nive,  and  investment  of  Bayonne.  Major  General  Ferguson  has  received  five 
wounds,  viz,  :  at  Vimiera,  slightly  ;  at  the  storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  severely  in  the  body, 
and  slightly  in  the  foot ;  at  Badajoz,  slightly  in  the  side  by  a  splinter  of  a  shell  in  the 
trenches,  and  in  the  head  at  the  assault.    Medal  for  Badajoz. 
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184  Major  General  Brotherton  serred  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of 
Salamanca. 

185  Sir  James  H.  Reynett  served  on  tbe  expedition  ao;ainst  Ferrol  in  1800,  and  was  pre- 
sent at  the  action  before  Ibat  place.  Appointed  to  the  Quarter- Master-General's  staff"  upon 
the  army  entering  Spain  in  Nov.  1808,  and  was  present  at  Lugo,  the  affairs  upon  the  retreat 
to,  and  at  the  battle  of  Corunna.  Re-appointed  to  the  Quarter-lMaster-General's  staff"  in 
Portugal,  in  April,  1809  ;  present  at  the  affairs  previous  to,  and  at  the  passage  of  the  Douro 
and  capture  of  Oporto,  affair  of  Salamonde,  battles  of  Tala^era  and  Busaco,  affairs  upon  the 
retreat  to  the  lines  before  Lisbon,  and  subsequently  in  1811  at  those  upon  the  advance 
from  thence,  at  Pombal,  Rediuha,  Sabugal,  and  Foz  d'Arouce  ;  also  at  the  battle  of  Fuentes 
d'Onor. 

186  Blajor-General  Smelt  served  in  the  American  war,  and  was  present  at  the  taking  of 
Plattsburg,  storm  and  capture  of  Oswego,  action  of  Lundy's  Lane,  storming  of  Fort  Erie, 
13th  Aug.  1814,  where  be  was  severely  and  dangerously  wounded.  Served  also  during  the 
Burmese  war,  in  1824,  25,  and  part  of  1826,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Rangoon, 
and  other  actions  in  Ava. 

18r  Lord  Munster  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of 
Toulouse. 

188  Major-General  Bell  served  in  Sicily,  in  1806  and  7  ;  in  the  Peninsula  and  France, 
from  July  1808  to  Feb.  1809,  and  again  from  May  1809  to  July  1814,  including  the  battle 
of  Vimiera,  action  at  the  bridge  of  Almeida,  battle  of  Busaco,  all  the  actions  during  the  re- 
treat of  the  French  from  Portugal,  siege  and  storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  storm- 
ing of  Badajoz,  action  of  the  heights  of  Castrillos,  battle  of  Salamanca,  action  of  Sabijana 
de  Morillos,  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Ortlies,  and  Toulouse.  Served  after- 
wards with  the  armv  employed  against  Louisiana,  from  Dec.  1814,  to  June  1815.  He  has 
received  a  cross  for  the  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Ortbes,  and  Toulouse. 

189  Major-Geneial  Auchmuty  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  a  medal  and  a 
clasp  for  the  battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse. 

190  jMajor-General  Lightfoot  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  45th,  and  was  present  at 
the  battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Talavera,  Busaco,  and  Fuentes  d'Onor  ;  first  siege  of  Bada- 
joz, siege  and  assault  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  assault  of  Badajoz  (slightly  wounded), 
storming  of  Fort  Picurina  (slightly  wounde;!),  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees, 
Orthes,  and  Toulouse  (severely  wounded),  besides  various  minor  actions  and  skirmishes. 
Medal  and  two  clasps  for  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  and  Toulouse. 

191  Major-General  Faunce  served  in  Holland,  in  J799,  including  the  actions  of  the  2nd  and 
6th  Oct.;  with  the  array  in  Hanover,  in  1805  ;  in  Zealand,  including  the  siege  and  capture 
of  Copenhagen,  in  1807  ;  with  the  army  under  Sir  John  ]Moore,  first  at  Gottenburgh, 
and  afterwards  throughout  the  operations  in  Portugal  and  Spain,  in  1808 — 9  ;  with  the 
army  in  the  Scheldt,  in  1809;  iu  the  Peninsula  from  iS'ov.  1810  to  Feb.  1813,  including 
the  storm  and  capture  of  Badajoz  (wounded  in  the  thigh),  and  battle  of  Salamanca. 
Served  also  in  the  American  war,  including  the  battle  of  Bladensburgh  and  capture  of 
Washington,  action  near  Baltimore,  and  operations  before  New  Orleans,  in  1814  and  15; 
severely  wounded  8th  Jan.  1815.     JNIedal  for  Salamanca. 

192  Major-General  Brown  served  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807;  in 
the  Peninsula,  from  Aug.  1808  to  July  1811,  and  again  from  July  1813  to  May  1814,  in- 
cluding the  battle  of  Vimiera,  passage  of  the  Douro  and  capture  of  Oporto,  with  the  pre- 
vious and  subsequent  actions;  battle  of  Talavera  (  severely  wounded  through  both  thighs), 
action  of  the  Light  Division  at  the  bridge  of  Almeida,  battle  of  Busaco,  the  different 
actions  during  the  retreat  of  the  French  army  from  Portugal,  action  at  Sabugal,  battle  of  Fuen- 
tes d'Onor,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  Nive,  and  the  investment  of 
Bavonne.  Served  afterwards  in  the  American  war,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Bla- 
densburg  and  capture  of  Washington.  Slightly  wounded  in  the  head  and  very  severely  in 
the  groin  at  Bladensburg. 

193  Major-General  Wingrove  served  at  the  taking  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in  1795 ; 
at  the  battle  of  Trafalgar  ;  the  taking  of  Genoa,  in  1814;  on  board  the  Boyne  when  that 
ship  singly  engaged  three  French  ships  of  the  line  and  three  frigates  off"  Toulon,  in  1814; 
and  on  board  the  Hercule  in  a  single  action  off  Cape  Nichola  Mole. 

194  Major-General  Aitchison  accompanied  the  expedition  to  Copenhagen,  in  1807.  la 
1808  he  proceeded  with  the  army  under  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley  to  the  Peninsula,  and  in  1809 
was  present  at  the  passage  of  the  Douro,  taking  of  Oporto,  and  subsequent  {)ursuit  of  Soult's 
army.  At  the  battle  of  Talavera  he  was  wounded  in  the  arm  while  carrying  the  King's 
colour,  which  was  also  shot  through.  He  served  in  the  campaigns  of  1810,  12,  13,  and  14, 
and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Busaco,  and  retreat  to  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  battle  of 
Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid,  siege  of  Burgos,  and  retreat  from  thence,  affair  at  Osma, 
battle  of  Vittoria,  aft'air  at  Tolosa,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  attack  on  the  lines  at  St.  Jean  de 
Luz,  battle  of  the  Nive,  passage  of  the  Adour,  investment  of  Bayonne,  siege  of  the  citadel, 
and  repulse  of  the  sortie. 
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1  Sir  David  Cunyngrhaine  served  the  campaign  of  1793,  including  the  actions  at  Famars, 
St.  Amand,  and  Lincelles  (severely  wounded)  ;  also  the  siege  of  Valenciennes.  Taken 
prisoner  in  tlie  action  at  Ostend  in  Maj  1798. 

2  Sir  Arcliihald  Christie  served  the  campaigns  of  1793,  94,  and  95  on  the  Continent,  and 
was  present  at  Dunkirk,  aud  the  siege  of  Nevrport.  In  1794  accompanied  the  expedition 
under  Lord  Moira,  to  the  coast  of  France,  and  returned  to  Flanders — was  present  at  the 
forcing  of  the  enemy  from  St.  Andree,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Bommell  in  Holland. 

3  Colonel  the  Honourahle  Alex.  Abercromby  served  in  Holland,  in  1799 ;  with  the  ex- 
pedition to  the  Ferrol,  in  1800  ;  and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  battles  of 
Albuhera,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  and  Orthes,  for  which  he  has  received  a  cross.  Served  also 
the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

4  Colonel  Sherlock  served  the  campaign  of  1794  and  95  in  Flanders,  Holland,  and  Ger- 
many, with  the  8th  Light  Dragoons,  including  the  attack  of  Bousbeque,  all  the  outpost 
affairs  on  the  retreat  from  Ostend,  particularly  at  Alost  and  at  Duffeldt ;  action  at  Boxtel, 
where  his  horse  was  killed  under  him,  and  the  retreat  from  the  Rhine.  Proceeded  to  the 
Peninsula  in  command  of  the  4th  Dragoon  Guards,  in  August  1811,  and  served  there  until 
that  regiment  returned  to  England,  in  IMay  1813. 

5  Lord  Portarlington  served  in  Holland,  in  1799  ;  with  the  expedition  to  Hanover,  in 
1805  ;  the  Peninsular  campaign  of  1809,  including  the  battle  of  Talavera  ;  the  campaign  of 
1815,  including  the  actions  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo. 

6  Sir  Robert  Chambre  Hill  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  commanded  a  brigade  of  cavalry 
at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  for  which  he  has  received  a  medal.  Served  also  the  campaign  of 
1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

7  Sir  Wm.  Cox  served  at  the  retaking  of  Grenada,  in  1796  ;  in  Egypt,  in  1801  ;  em- 
ployed on  a  particular  service  in  Sj)ain  iu  1808,  aud  was  present  in  the  action  at  Lugo,  and 
battle  of  Corunna.  Commanded  the  fortress  of  Almeida,  from  April  1809  to  the  27th  Aug. 
1810,  when,  by  the  unfortunate  explosion  of  its  magazines,  he  was  obliged  to  surrender  it 
to  the  army  under  Massena. 

8  Sir  Horatio  Townshend  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  with  the  Grena- 
dier Guards,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Quatre  Bras. 

9  Colonel  John  Frederick  Browne  served  in  Flanders  in  1793,  94,  and  95,  including  the 
siege  of  Nimeguen  and  sortie  from  thence  ;  at  the  taking  of  St.  Lucia,  in  1796  ;  the  Egyptian 
campaign  of  1801,  including  the  actions  of  the  8th,  loth,  and  21st  March  ;  with  the  expe- 
dition to  Hanover,  in  1805;  the  campaign  in  Zealand,  in  1807  ;  expedition  to  Sweden,  in 
1808  ;  and  to  Walcheren,  in  1809.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula,  and  commanded 
the  28th  regiment  at  the  battle  of  Barrosa,  for  which  he  has  received  a  medal. 

10.  Colonel  Burslem  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France  j  also  at  the  attack  and 
conquest  of  Java,  for  which  he  has  received  a  medal. 

11  Colonel  Ansley  served  the  Egyptian  camjiaign  of  1801,  and  was  severely  wounded  at 
the  battle  of  Alexandria.     Medal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

12  Colonel  Gauntlett,  was  actively  employed  against  the  Maroons  in  the  W^est  Indies. 
Served  also  in  Egypt. 

13  Colonel  Woodgate  has  received  a  medal  for  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  was 
wounded  iu  that  action. 

14  Colonel  Patrickson  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  43d  Light  Infantry,  and  has 
received  a  medal  for  the  battle  of  Toulouse,  on  which  occasion  he  commanded  the 
regiment. 

15  Colonel  Thornton  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  commanded  the  40th  regiment  at  the 
battles  of  Talavera,  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  a  cross. 

16  Sir  John  Milley  Doyle  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  including  the  actions 
of  the  8th,  13th,  and  21st  March.  Served  also  in  the  Peninsula,  and  commanded  the  19th 
Portuguese  at  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  and  Orthes,  for 
which  he  has  received  a  cross  and  a  clasp.  He  has  also  received  a  medal  for  services  in 
Egypt. 

17  Colonel  Gold  proceeded  to  India  with  a  detachment  of  volunteers  from  the  Royal 
Artillery,  which  landed  at  ttladras  10th  Oct.  1791,  and  served  under  Earl  Cornwallis  at  his 
defeat  of  Tippoo  Sultan's  Army  6th  Feb.  1792,  and  subsequent  siege  of  Seringapatam. 
Served  at  the  siege  and  capture' of  Pondicherry  from  the  French,  in  Aug.  1793;  against  the 
Poligar  Chief  of  ftlanapar,  in  1795  ;  and  at  the  first  conquest  of  Ceylon  and  capture  of  Co- 
lombo in  the  same  year.  Went  with  reinforcement  to  the  Walcheren  expedition,  in  Dec. 
1809.  Accompanied  the  expedition  to  Holland  under  Sir  Tho.  Graham,  in  Nov.  1813,  and 
was  present  at  the  attack  on  Merxem,  and  bombardment  of  Antwerp.  Served  also  the  cam- 
paign of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo  and  cajjture  of  Paris. 

18  Colonel  Keate  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Dec.  1808  to  Jan.  1813,  including  the 
passage  of  the  Douro,  battle  of  Busaco,  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  battle  of  Salamanca  and 
siege  of  Burgos. 

19  Colonel  Ward  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  a  medal  and  two  clasps  for 
Salamanca,  Badajoz,  aud  the  Pyrenees. 
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20  Colonel  Wm.  W.  Blake  served  at  the  taking  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in  1806  ;  and 
afterwards  in  South  America,  including  the  affair  of  San  Carlos,  and  siege  of  Monte  Video. 
Served  also  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  the  passage 
of  the  Douro,  battle  of  Castalla,  and  the  affair  of  Villa  Franca.  Medal  for  Roleia  and 
Vimiera. 

21  Sir  Edward  Miles  served  on  the  Continent  in  1794  and  95,  including  the  battle  of 
Lincelles,  action  at  the  bridge  of  Wallam,  storming  of  Fort  Nook,  siege  of  Nimegiien,  and 
defence  of  the  Ems  River.  Actively  employed  in  the  West  Indies  in  1796  and  97,  and 
was  present  at  the  sieges  of  St.  Lucia  and  Grenada,  and  capture  of  Trinidad.  Served  in 
Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  in  1798.  Embarked  for  the  Peninsula  in  1808,  and  was  present 
at  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  action  at  Lugo,  and  battle  of  Corunna.  Proceeded 
with  the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  in  1809.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula,  from  June, 
1812,  to  the  end  of  the  war,  including  the  battle  of  Salamanca  (severely  and  dangerously 
wounded),  action  at  Villa  Moriel,  battles  of  Vittoria  and  the  Pyrenees,  siege  and  storming  of 
San  Sebastian  (dangerously  wounded  at  the  assault),  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of 
Nivelle,  and  Nive  (9th  to  13th  Dec).  Proceeded  to  Ava  in  command  of  abrigade,  and  was 
engaged  in  all  the  operations  against  the  enemy  in  that  country  from  June  to  17th  Aug. 
1824  ;  embarked  for  the  eastward,  and  commanded  the  force  at  the  storm  and  capture  of 
Mergui,  6th  Oct.  ;  returned  to  Rangoon  in  Nov.,  served  there  during  its  investment  in  Dec. 
1824,  and  commanded  the  Madras  force  in  several  assaults  on  the  enemy.  Sir  Edward  has 
received  a  medal  and  a  clasp  for  Salamanca  and  San  Sebastian. 

22  Col.  Knight  Erskine  commanded  tlie  27th  regt.  at  i5adajoz,  and  has  received  a  medal. 
22*  Colonel  Martin  Lindsay  served  the  campaign  in  Java  in  1811,  including  the  actions  of 

the  22nd  August  and  16th  Sept.,  in  which  latter  he  commanded  eight  companies  of  the  78th 
Highlanders,  and  has  received  the  medal.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland, 
including  the  actions  at  Merxem,  and  bombardment  of  Antwerp. 

23  Colonel  Creagh  was  actively  employed  in  St.  Domingo  in  1797  and  98  ;  in  Holland  in 
1799,  including  the  actions  of  the  27th  Aug.,  19th  Sept.,  2nd  and  6th  Oct.  Served  in  Por- 
tugal and  Spain  in  1808,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  V^imiera,  for  which  he 
Las  received  a  medal.  Also  at  New  Orleans,  including  the  engagements  of  the  25th  Dec* 
1814,  and  1st  and  8th  Jan.  1815.     Severely  wounded  at  Vimiera. 

24  Colonel  Conyers  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  a  medal  for  Orthes. 

25  Colonel  Henderson  served  in  Ireland  during  the  rebellion,  in  1798  ;  at  the  Holder,  in 
1799,  and  was  present  at  the  first  landing,  and  battles  of  the  19th  Sept.,  2nd  and  6th  Oct. 
Expedition  to  Egypt  under  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby  in  1801.  Landed  in  Portugal  in  1808, 
and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vimiera,  retreat  to,  and  battle  of  Corunna.  Expedition  to 
the  Scheldt  and  siege  of  Flushing,  in  1809.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  from  1811, 
to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  commanded  the  Queen's  at  the  battle  of  Toulouse. 

26  Colonel  Roberts  embarked  with  the  expedition  to  Ostend  under  Major-Geueral  Coote  ; 
landed  in  command  of  the  left  advanced  guard,  and  was  taken  prisoner  the  following  day. 
Served  in  Egypt,  in  1807;  with  the  expedition  to  the  Bay  of  Naples,  including  the  capture  of 
the  Islands  of  Ischia  and  Procida  ;  with  that  to  the  Island  of  Lissa  in  the  Adriatic,  in  1812  ; 
storming  the  heights  and  capture  of  Genoa,  in  1814.  Served  afterwards  in  the  American 
war,  aud  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Castine  and  Buckstown  on  the  Penobscot. 

26*  Colonel  Newhouse  served  at  Toulon  in  1794  ;  at  Corsica  in  1795,  including  the 
several  operations  at  St.  Fioreuzo,  Bastia,  andCalvi.  Commanded  a  detachment  of  artillery 
in  the  successful  operation  against  the  Isle  of  Caprarjo.  Served  also  the  Egyptian  campaign 
of  1801 ;  with  the  expedition  to  Copenhagen  in  1807,  and  was  present  in  the  battle  of 
Kioge.     Medal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

27  Colonel  Roger  Park  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  39th,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Aibuhera  and  Barrosa. 

28  Colonel  Macpherson  commanded  the  88th  at  the  battles  of  Vittoria  and  Orthes,  for 
which  he  has  received  a  medal  and  a  clasp. 

29  Colonel  de  Bosset  served  with  the  expedition  to  Hanover,  in  1805 ;  expedition  to 
Zealand,  siege  and  surrender  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807  ;  expedition  to  Sweden,  and  subse- 
quently to  Portugal,  in  1808  ;  siege  of  Santa  Maura,  in  1810. 

30  Colonel  Money  served  25  years  in  the  11th  dragoons, — in  Flanders  and  Holland  in 
1794  and  95,  also  in  Germany  the  latter  year,  and  again  in  North  Holland,  in  1799.  As 
Captain  commanding  a  detachment  of  his  regiment  with  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby  in  the 
Mediterranean,  in  1800;  and  in  Egypt,  in  1801.  Served  the  Peninsular  campaigns  of 
1811  and  12,  including  the  battle  of  Salamanca;  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including 
the  battle  of  Waterloo,  towards  the  close  of  which  the  command  of  the  11th  diagoons  de- 
volved on  him. 

31  Colonel  Henry  Dawkins  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1810  to  the  end  of  that  war 
in  1814,  including  the  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Burgos,  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Onor, 
Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive  ;  jiassage  of  the  Adour,  blockade  of  Bayonne  and  re- 
jiulse  of  tiie  sortie,  on  which  occasion  he  was  severely  wounded.  Served  also  the  campaign 
of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 
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32  Colonel  Forbes  served  in  Holland  in  1794  and  95,  including  the  sortie  from  Nimeguen 
against  the  French  lines,  action  in  driving  the  French  across  the  Waal  at  Bommel,  and  at 
Geldermansel.  Accompanied  his  regiment,  the  78th,  to  Quiberon  Bay,  and  was  at  the 
taking  of  Isle  Dieu,  in  1795  ;  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in  1796,  and  capture  of  the  Dutch 
fleet  in  Saldanha  Bay.  Proceeded  with  his  regiment  to  India  in  Nov.  followiug,  and  served 
with  it  during  the  campaign  in  Oude,  in  1798  and  99  ;  also  in  part  of  the  ^lahratta  campaign 
in  1803,  including  the  storm  of  the  Petah  of  Ahmednughur,  and  during  the  siege  of  the  Fort. 
Present  in  every  action  in  which  his  regiment  was  engaged  in  Java  during  1811,  12,  and  13, 
including  the  forcing  of  the  enemy's  position  at  Weltevreden,  storm  of  the  lines  of  Cornelis, 
the  heights  of  Serandole,  and  Djocjocarta.  Quelled  an  insurrection  which  broke  out  in  the 
east  end  of  Java  in  Jlay  1813,  Vihen  Lieut. -Colonel  Fraser  and  Captain  Macpherson  of  the 
78tb,  were  murdered  by  the  insurgents.  Medal  for  services  in  Java,  and  five  times  thanked 
in  general  orders. 

33  Colonel  Proctor  served  with  the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  in  1809,  and  was  present  at 
the  siege  of  Flushing.  Served  also  at  Gibraltar,  Tarifa,  and  in  the  Peninsula,  from  1810  to 
Dec.  1812,  and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula  and  South  of  France,  from  April  to  July 
1814,  including  the  aifair  of  Posts  near  Malaga,  battle  of  Barrosa  (contusion  on  the  bodv), 
and  retreat  from  JMadrid.  Embarked  from  Bourdeaux  for  Canada,  and  commanded  the  82nd 
before   Fort    Erie,  from    2nd  Sept.,  and  throughout  the  successive   operations  of  that  war. 

31  Colonel  \Vm.  Riddall  was  actively  employed  with  the  62nd  in  Sicily,  Egypt,  Calabria, 
Italy,  Spain,  and  America,  from  1806  to  the  end  of  the  war. 

35  Colonel  Addison  served  in  the  American  war,  on  the  staff  of  Sir  J.  Sherbrooke. 

36  Colonel  C.  J.  Doyle  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present  at  the  passage  of  the 
Douro  and  capture  of  Oporto,  battle  of  Talavera,  action  at  Campo  Mayor,  and  battle  of 
Fuentes  d'Onor. 

37  Colonel  Charretie  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  battles  of  Vittoria  and  Toulouse. 

37*  Colonel  Patrick  Campbell  (R.  Artillery)  was  at  the  capture  of  St.  Lucia  in  1796,  and 
subsequently  in  the  Carib  war  in  St.  Vincent.  Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1809 
to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Talavera  and  Castalla. 

38  Colonel  Parkinson  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Island  of  Bourbon,  as  Deputy  Adjutant 
General.  Proceeded  with  the  33rd  to  Stralsund  in  Pomerania,  in  1813  ;  and  from  thence  to 
Holland,  in  1814  ;  was  present  at  the  attack  on  Merxem  and  bombardment  of  Antwerp,  and 
commanded  the  Regt.  at  the  storming  of  Bergen-op-Zoom,  where  he  received  a  severe  con- 
tusion.    Served  also  the  campaign  of  181,5,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Quatre  Bras. 

39  Colonel  Tho.  Hunter  Blair  served  in  Portugal  and  Spain  from  August  1808  to  Jan. 
1809,  including  the  affair  of  Obidos,  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  action  at  Lugo,  and 
battle  of  Corunna.  Proceeded  again  to  the  Peninsula  in  August  1809,  and  was  present  at 
the  capture  of  Oporto,  affair  of  Salamonde,  and  battle  of  Talavera,  at  which  last  he  was 
severely  wounded  and  made  prisoner  in  hospital.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and 
was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo.  Commanded  a  brigade  in  Ava,  and  was  present  at  the 
capture  of  jNIelloon. 

40  Colonel  Lluellyn  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  28th,  from  1809  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814 ;  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo, 
at  which  latter  he  was  severely  wounded. 

41  Colonel  John  Hare's  services: — Landing  at  the  Helder  and  campaign  under  the  Duke 
of  York,  Aug.  1799  ;  landing  and  advance  upon  Ferrol,  25th  and  26th  Aug.  1800  ;  Egyp- 
tian campaign  of  1801:  capture  of  the  Islands  of  Ischia  and  Procida,  in  1809;  campaigns 
on  the  eastern  coast  of  Spain  from  Aug.  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the 
taking  of  Alcoy,  battles  of  Biar  and  Castalla,  siege  of  and  operations  before  Tarragona,  and 
blockade  of  Barcelona.  Campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo  (wounded), 
and  capture  of  Paris.     Medal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

42  Colonel  Wade  served  in  the  Peninsula  as  aid- de-camp  to  Sir  Lowry  Cole,  and  was 
severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Albuhera. 

43  Colonel  Egerton,  after  serving  as  a  subaltern  with  the  29th  in  North  America,  and  pro- 
ceeding as  a  Captain  with  the  89th  to  South  America,  accompanied  the  2ud  battalion  of  the 
34th  to  the  Peninsula,  in  1809.  In  the  following  year  was  appointed  to  the  staff  as  Deputv- 
Assistant-Adjutant-General,  and  attached  to  the  second  division,  in  which  capacity  he 
served  at  the  battle  of  Busaco,  and  on  the  retreat  to  and  during  the  subsequent  occupation 
of  the  lines  before  Lisbon.  He  was  then  removed  as  senior  of  the  Adjutant  General's  De- 
partment to  the  fourth  division  ;  was  present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Olivenf  a,  the  first 
siege  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Albuhera  (wounded),  and  action  of  Aldea  de  Ponte.  Relin- 
quished his  staff  appointment  and  rejoined  his  regiment  in  the  winter  of  1811,  and  continued 
to  serve  with  it  until  appointed  aide-de-camp  to  Sir  Rowland  Hill  in  1812,  on  whose  per- 
sonal staff  he  remained  until  the  termination  of  the  war,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of 
Vittoria,  Pyrenees — for  which  he  obtained  the  brevet  rank  of  Major, — Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes, 
and  Toulouse.  On  Lord  Hill's  appointment  to  a  command  with  the  army  in  Flanders  in  the 
spring  of  1815,  he  selected  Colonel  Egerton  as  his  first  aide-de-camp,  who  served  as  such 
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at  the  battle  of  Waterloo — where  he  obtained  the  brevet  of  Lieut.  Colonel — and  continued 
in  the  same  capacity  until  tlie  return  of  the  army  of  occupation  from  France  iu  1818.  When 
Lord  Hill  assumed  the  command  of  the  army  iu  chief  in  1828  he  was  pleased  to  name  Colo- 
nel Egerton  for  the  confidential  appointment  of  first  aide-de-camp  and  private  Secretary, 
which  he  has  held  during  the  whole  period  of  his  Lordship's  continuance  at  the  bead  of  the 
army. 

44  Colonel  Chalmers  served  in  Sicily,  in  1807;  campaigns  of  1808 — 9  in  Portugal  and 
Spain  ;  expedition  to  Walcheren,  including  bombardment  of  Flushing  ;  at  Cadiz,  in  1810 
and  11  ;  and  all  the  succeeding  Peninsular  campaigns,  including  tlie  b;ittle  of  Barrosa, 
attack  of  the  enemy  on  the  heights  near  Moresco,  battles  of  Salamanca,  action  of  the  Huebra 
(San  Munoz),  battle  of  Vittoria,  attack  at  Maya,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees  on  the  30th  and  31st 
July,  and  three  subsequent  actions  between  the  Pyrenees  and  Nivelle, besides  a  great  many 
minor  affairs  and  skirmishes  on  the  advance  to  Madrid  and  capture  of  the  Retire,  on  the 
retreat  from  P>urgos,  and  in  covering  four  sieges.  Served  also  in  the  Netherlands  in  1814 
and  15,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  posterior  operations  in  France  to  Aug.  1817. 
He  was  severely  wounded  in  assault  of  the  entrenchments  at  Sarre,  and  has  had  nine  horses 
killed  or  wounded  under  him  in  action,  three  of  tliem  at  Waterloo.  Subsequently  to  his 
services  in  Sir  John  Moore's  campaign  and  Lord  Chatham's  expedition,  he  was,  in  the  course 
of  about  four  years  (from  5th  March  1811  to  18th  June  1815),  in  seventeen  engagements, 
six  of  them  general  actions — exclusive  of  sieges;  and  for  his  conduct  in  action  he  was  twice 
promoted,  viz.  to  the  brevet  rank  of  Major  at  the  battle  of  the  Pyrenees,  and  of  Lieut.-Col. 
at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

45  Colonel  John  Boteler  Parker  served  at  Walcheren  in  1809,  and  was  employed  in  the 
operations  previous  to  and  at  the  siege  of  Flushing.  Embarked  for  Lisbon  in  Feb.  1812, 
and  remained  with  the  Duke  of  Wellington's  army  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war  in  1814  ; 
was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  both  the  sieges  of  San  Sebastian,  battle  of  Orthes,  action 
of  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  lost  his  left  leg 
at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  Medal  for  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  where  he  commanded  a  brigade 
of  artillery. 

46  Colonel  iMiller  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  with  the  Rifle  Brigade, 
and  has  received  a  medal  for  the  battle  of  the  Nivelle. 

47  Colonel  Beckwith  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  and  has  received  a 
medal  for  the  battle  of  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely 
wounded  at  Waterloo. 

48  Colonel  Fielding  Browne  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  40th,  and  has  received  a 
medal  for  the  assault  and  capture  of  Badajoz. 

49  Colonel  T.  W.  Taylor  served  at  the  capture  of  Java,  including  the  attack  of  the  out- 
post near  Weltevreden,  and  the  storming  of  the  lines  of  Cornelis.  Served  also  the  campaign 
of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

50  Colonel  Arguimbau  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  3rd  battalion  of  the  Royals,  and 
lost  an  arm  at  San  Sebastian.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  slightly  wounded 
at  Quatre  Bras,  and  also  at  Waterloo. 

51  Colonel  Childers  served  at  the  Helder,  in  1799 ;  the  Peninsular  campaigns  from 
May  1811  to  the  end  of  that  war,  in  1814 ,  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle 
of  Waterloo.  Commanded  a  brigade  of  Cavalry  at  the  siege  of  Bhurtpore,  under  Lord 
Combermere. 

52  Colonel  H.  G.  Smith  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Rifle  Brigade,  and  on  the  staff 
of  Major-General  Skerrett.  Served  afterwards  at  New  Orleans  and  the  subsequent  cam- 
paign in  Flanders  and  France,  on  the  staff  of  Major-General  Lambert. 

53  Sir  De  Lacy  Evans  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
and  subsequently  in  the  American  war,  including  the  operations  against  Washington,  Balti- 
more, and  New  Orleans,  where  he  was  wounded.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  in- 
cluding the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

54  Colonel  Alexander  Higginson  served  the  campaign  of  1808 — 9,  including  the  battle 
of  Corunna ;  with  the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  in  1809  ;  and  the  Peninsular  campaigns  of 
1812,  13,  and  14, 

55  Colonel  Wm.  H.  Scott  proceeded  to  the  Peninsula  in  1809,  and  was  present  at  the 
capture  of  Oporto,  subsequent  pursuit  of  Soult's  army,  and  battle  of  Talavera,  where  he 
was  wounded  through  the  body,  and  afterwards  made  prisoner,  being  left  in  hospital  upon 
the  retreat  of  the  army. 

56  Sir  Thomas  Reade  served  in  Sicily  as  an  Assistant-Quarter-Master-General,  and  com- 
manded a  flotilla  of  gun-boats  in  and  near  the  straits  of  Messina  during  the  attempted  in- 
vasion of  Sicilj'  by  the  French  forces  in  1810. 

57  Sir  John  Morillyon  Wilson  was  six  years  in  the  navy,  in  which  service  he  received 
three  wounds.  He  was  in  the  expeditions  to  the  Helder,  in  1799  ;  and  Egypt  in  1801,  when 
he  received  a  medal  and  the  thanks  of  the  Captain  Pasha  for  saving  the  crew  of  a  Turkish 
man-of-war's  boat.  He  accompanied  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  and  was  twice  wounded 
during-  the  siege  of  Flushing,     From  the  latter  end  of  1809  to  1812,  he  was  present  with  his 
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regiment  at  the  battles  ofBusaco,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  the  various  actions  fought  in  the 
Peninsula  within  those  periods.  In  the  winter  of  1812  he  joined  the  1st  battalion  Royal 
Scots  in  Canada,  and  was  in  the  different  attacks  made  on  Sackett's  Harbour,  Great  Sodus, 
(where  he  received  a  severe  bayonet  wound  during  a  night  attack),  Black  Rock,  Buffaloe, 
and  the  battle  of  Chi])pewa,  where  he  received  seven  wounds  ;  he  was  left  for  dead  on  the 
field  of  battle,  and  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  The  armv  medical  board,  in  its  offi- 
cial report  to  the  Secretary  at  War  in  1825,  states  that  ''  few  cases  of  more  aggravated  dis- 
tress from  severe  wounds  have  come  before  us ;  and  we  have  no  doubt  the  lite  of  this 
officer  will  be  shortened  by  their  results,  and  we  see  not  the  least  prospect  of  permanent 
recovery.''  Sir  John  has  received  thirteen  wounds,  and  has  two  musket  balls  still  lodged  in 
his  body.  He  received  the  brevet  rank  of  Major  and  Lieutenant-Colonel,  for  his  conduct 
before  the  enemy. 

58  Sir  Thomas  Willshire's  services  :  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  retreat  to  and  battle 
of  Corunna  ;  expedition  to  Walcheren  ;  Peninsula  from  June,  1812  to  May  1814,  including 
the  battle  of  Salamanca  (twice  wounded),  retreat  from  Burgos,  action  at  Villa  Murilla, 
battle  of  Vittoria,  first  assault  of  San  Sebastian,  also  second  assault  and  capture,  crossing 
the  Bidassoa,  Nivelle,  and  Nive — 9th,  10th,  and  11th  Dec.  1813.  Repulsed  with  300  men 
the  attack  of  10,000  CafTres  upon  the  open  village  of  Graham's  town,  on  the  frontiers  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  22d  April,  1819.  Capture  of  Kittoor,  in  the  Docab,  E.  InJies,  Dec. 
1824.  The  whole  of  the  caraiiaign  in  Aifglianistan  ;  was  present  at  the  capture  of  the  for- 
tress of  Gliuznee  ;  and  while  in  command  of  the  Bombay  column  of  the  army  of  the  Indus, 
captured  the  fortress  of  Khelat. 

59  Colonel  the  Hon.  H.  E.  Butler  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  with  the  2nd 
battalion  of  the  27  th,  including  the  battles  of  the  13th  and  21st  March,  and  has  received  the 
medal.  Served  also  with  the  Portuguese  army,  in  1810  and  1811,  and  was  wounded  at  the 
batile  ofBusaco. 

60  Sir  Alexander  Anderson  served  on  the  expedition  against  Quiberon,  in  1800  ;  at  Cadiz 
and  in  Egypt,  in  1801  ;  iu  Spain,  under  Sir  John  Moore,  including  the  retreat  to  and  battle 
of  Corunna,  where  he  was  severely  wounded.  Accompanied  the  2nd  battalion  of  the  42d  to 
the  Peninsula  in  1809,  and  served  with  it  during  the  retreat  from  Talavera.  In  April  1810 
he  was  appointed  to  a  majority  in  the  11th  Portuguese  Infantry,  and  commanded  the  2nd 
battalion  during  the  retreat  to  the  lines  of  Lisbon,  at  the  battle  ofBusaco,  actions  at  Pom- 
bal,  Redinha,  and  Campo  Mayor  ;  capture  of  Oliven^a,  first  siege  of  Badajoz,  battle  of 
Albuhera,  actions  of  Guinaldo  and  Sacaparto,  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  assault 
of  Badajoz  (wounded),  bat:les  of  Salamanca  (wounded)  and  Vittoria,  defence  of  Alba  de 
Tornies,  blockade  of  Fampeluna,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle  (wounded),  IS'ive,  Orthes, 
and  Toulousf,  at  which  last  he  had  two  horses  killed  under  him  by  cannon  shot.  Sir  Alex- 
ander has  received  a  medal  for  services  in  Egypt,  and  a  cross  and  three  clasps  for  the  actions 
in  the  Peninsula. 

61  Colonel  Rolt  served  in  Egypt  in  1801,  and  was  wounded  through  the  body  iu  the 
action  at  the  landing.  Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  from  1809  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  and  commanded  the  17th  Portuguese  Infantry  at  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  Nivelle, 
Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  a  cross  and  one  clasp.  Medal  for 
services  in  Egypt. 

62  Sir  Charles  Webb  Dance  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  and  was 
slightly  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

63  Colonel  Hughes  served  in  Portugal  and  Spain  under  Sir  John  Moore,  and  was  present 
in  the  cavalry  actions  at  Mayorga  and  Benevente.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  from 
Feb.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  action  at  Morales,  and  battles  of 
Vittoria,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  a  medal  and  two  clasps.  Severely 
wounded  near  Ellile  in  the  south  of  France. 

64  Colonel  Bainbrigge  served  in  the  Peninsula  as  an  Assistant-Quarter-Master-General, 
from  1810  to  the  end  of"  that  war  in  1814. 

65  Colonel  Snodgrass  served  in  Portugal  and  Spain  under  Sir  John  Moore,  including 
the  retreat  to  and  battle  of  Corunna.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the 
assaults  and  captures  of  Badajoz  and  San  Sebastian,  and  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Onor, 
Vittoria,  Nivelle,  Kive,  and  Orthes,  besides  various  minor  actions  and  other  desultory 
services.  Wounded  at  San  Sebastian,  the  Nive,  and  at  Orthes  very  severely  in  the 
head.  Colonel  Snodgrass  has  received  a  cross  for  San  Sebastian,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and 
Orthes. 

66  Colonel  Balvaird  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Rifle  Brigade,  and  has  received  a 
medal  and  a  clasp  for  the  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  Nive. 

67  Colonel  Stretton  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  iu  1814, 
including  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  investment  of  Pampeluna,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees  at  the 
Heights  of  Roncesvalles,  Linzoain,  Heights  above  Pampeluna,  storming  the  French  posi- 
tion 30tli  July,  and  pursuit  of  the  enemy  until  the  6th  August;  passage  of  the  Bidassoa, 
Heights  above  Vera,  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  Nive,  ailairs  near  Bayonne  (10th  to  13th 
Dec),  battle  of  Orthes,  taking  the  bridges  over  the  Ers  river,  and  battleof  Toulouse,     Served 
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afterwards  at  New  Orleans  and  the  subsequent  campaign  of  1815, in  the  Netherlands,  includ- 
ng  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  Medal  for  the  battle  of  the  Pyrenees  where  he  commanded  the 
40th  regiment. 

68  Colonel  Darling  served  at  the  reduction  of  Guadaloupe  in  1810,  and  was  severely 
wounded  in  the  left  knee  by  a  musket-shot  in  storming  the  heights  of  Matauba.  Proceeded 
to  the  Peninsula,  and  joined  the  51st  Light  Infantry  in  May  1812,  at  Castallo  Branco  ; 
engaged  on  the  heights  of  San  Cbristoval,  the  battle  of  Salamanca,  and  surrender  of  the 
Retiro,  Rladrid  ;  employed  with  hisRegt.  before  Burgos;  and  after  the  retreat  from  thence 
he  was  attacked  by  typhus  fever,  and  sent  to  England  for  recovery,  in  May  1812.  Rejoined 
the  army  on  the  heights  of  Echallar  in  September  following,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Nivelle,  and  the  subsequent  attack  of  the  heights  of  St.  P6.  Appointed  Major  of  Brigade 
December  1813,  and  attached  to  IMajor-General  Hay's  brigade  in  the  5th  division,  and  was 
employed  throughout  the  blockade  and  operations  before  Bayonne.  Appointed  Assistant- 
Adjutant-General  to  the  5th  division  in  April  1814,  and  remained  in  charge  of  that  de- 
partment until  the  embarkation  of  the  division  in  August  1814.  On  the  renewal  of 
the  war  in  1815,  he  was  re-appointed  to  the  staff  as  Assistant-Adjutant-Geueral,  and  at- 
tached to  the  4th  division,  under  Sir  Charles  Colville  :  employed  with  his  division  in  the 
operations  connected  with  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  the  storming  of  Cambray,  and  capitulation 
of  Paris. 

69  Sir  Wm.  Lewis  Herries  proceeded  with  the  expedition  to  South  America,  in  1807" ;  to 
Walcheren,  in  1809,  including  the  siege  and  capture  of  Flushing.  Served  also  in  the  Penin- 
sula from  1812  to  the  end  of  the  war,  and  was  severely  wounded  (leg  amputated)  and  taken 
prisoner  at  the  repulse  of  the  sortie  from  Bayonne. 

70  Colonel  St,  Clair  attended  the  Governor  of  Demerara  nearly  400  miles  up  the  Essequibo 
River,  in  1807,  to  disperse  the  Indians  who  had  collected  there  in  great  numbers  to  attack 
those  Colonies.  In  1809  he  was  employed  on  the  expedition  to  the  Scheldt,  landed  on 
Walcheren  and  engaged  in  several  affairs  with  the  enemy  ;  also  present  at  the  siege  and 
capture  of  Flushing  with  the  Royals,  which  was  the  first  Ilegt.  that  took  possession  of  the 
Town.  In  March  1810  landed  in  Portugal,  and  served  in  the  third  division  at  the  battle  of 
Busaco.  Commanded  four  flank  companies  on  the  retreat  to  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  in 
the  actions  of  Pombal,  Redinba,  Ponte  de  Murcello,  Sabugal,  and  the  celebrated  movement 
upon  Guarda  ;  also  in  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  siege  of  Badajoz.  In  1812,  he  was 
employed  organizing  and  drilling  recruits  for  the  Portuguese  army  in  Coimbra.  In  1813 — 
14  he  commanded  the  5th  Ca^adores,  and  was  engaged  after  several  hot  skirmishes,  in  the 
battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  Nive,  passage  of  the  Adour,  and  investment  of  Bayonne,  in  which 
he  successfully  kept  possession  of  a  garden  on  the  left  of  the  position  occupied  by  the  allied 
army  during  the  sortie.     Medal  for  the  Nive. 

71  Colonel  Zuhlcke  served  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Peninsular  war,  including  the 
battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  capture  of  Oporto,  battles  of  Talavera  (severely  wounded) 
and  Fuentes  d'Onor,  sieges  of  Badajoz  and  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria, 
the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Orthes,  besides  various  minor  actions  and  skirmishes. 
Medal  and  two  clasps. 

72  Colonel  Thomas  joined  the  3rd  Battalion  of  the  27th  in  Portugal  in  April  1813  and 
was  present  with  it  at  the  battles  of  Vittoria  and  the  Pyrenees.  Commanded  the  Light 
Companies  of  the  right  brigade,  4th  division  at  the  battles  of  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse, 
for  which  he  has  received  a  medal  and  two  clasps.  Served  afterwards  in  the  American  war; 
also,  at  the  capture  of  Paris. 

73  Colonel  Wm.  Rowan  served  in  Portugal  and  Spain  under  Sir  John  Moore  ;  with  the 
expedition  to  Walcheren,  in  1809;  in  the  Peninsula  from  Januar}^  to  June  1811,  and  again 
from  January  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  the 
Bidassoa,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  includ- 
ing the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

74  Lord  Sandys  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  from  1812  to  the  end 
of  that  war,  including  the  action  at  Morales,  and  battles  of  Vittoria,  Pampeluna,  and 
Waterloo, 

75  Sir  Thomas  Henry  Browne  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807  ;  at  the  cap- 
ture of  Martinique,  in  1809  (wounded).  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  as  a  Deputy- 
Assistant-Adjutant-General  at  tlie  head-quarters  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington  ;  and,  sub- 
sequently, at  the  head-quarters  of  the  Austrian,  Russian,  and  Prussian  armies,  as  aid-de- 
camp to  Lord  Stewart.  During  the  Peninsular  war  he  was  present  in  every  action,  from  the 
battle  of  Salaaianca  to  that  of  Toulouse,  and  received  a  sabre  cut  on  the  head  at  the  battle 
of  Vittoria. 

75*  Colonel  Nathan  Wilson  served  the  campaign  of  1799  in  INIysore,  including  the  battle 
of  IMalavelly  and  siege  of  Seringapatam.  Campaign  of  1800  in  pursuit  of  Dhoondia  Waugh  ; 
campaign  of  1803  against  the  Mahrattas.  Present  at  the  quelling  of  the  mutiny  at  Vellore. 
Severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Assaye,  right  arm  shattered  by  a  grape-shot,  and  two 
slighter  wounds.     Medal  for  Seringapatam. 

76  Colonel  The.  W.  Forster  acted  as  major  of  brigade  at  the  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good 
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Hope,  in  1806.     Senior  officer  on  board  the  Astell,  Indiaman,  when  that  ship  and  two  others 
were  for  some  hours  engaged  with  two  French  frigates  and  a  corvette,  in  July  1810. 

77  Colonel  Howard  served  on  the  Continent,  in  1793  and  94  ;  in  St.  Domingo  and  the 
West  India  Islands,  from  179.5  to  179  9.  Served  also  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  most  se- 
verely wounded  at  the  battle  of  Talavera,  27th  July,  1809,  and  made  prisoner. 

78  Colonel  ^laclachlan  was  honourably  mentioned  in  Colonel  Gillespie's  dispatch,  for  his 
conduct  at  the  supjiression  of  the  mutiny  at  Vellore,  in  1806,  on  which  occasion  he  was  the 
senior  officer  present,  and  was  severely  wounded. 

79  Colonel  Nicolls  has  served  in  every  quarter  of  the  globe,  and  has  been  several  times 
severely  wounded. 

80  Colonel  Whetham  served  with  the  expedition  to  South  America,  and  was  severely 
wounded  (right  leg  amputated)  at  the  assault  of  Monte  Video. 

81  Colonel  Thomas  Wildman  served  with  the  7th  Hussars  in  the  campaign  of  1808 — 9 
under  Sir  John  INIoore,  and  was  present  in  the  cavalrv  engagements  at  Mayorga,  Benevente, 
and  throughout  the  retreat  to  Coruima.  Served  also  the  Peninsular  campaigns  of  1813  and 
14,  including  the  investment  and  surrender  of  Pampeluna,  the  battle  of  Orthes,  and  inter- 
mediate affairs.  Served  also  the  caraj)aign  of  1815  as  aide-de-camp  to  the  Earl  of  Uxbridge, 
including  the  action  at  Quatre  Bras,  retreat  on  the  17th,  and  battle  of  Waterloo,  at  which 
last  he  was  slightly  wounded. 

82  Colonel  Robbins  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  with  the  7th  Hussars, 
and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

83  Colonel  George  Lewis  served  in  Sir  Richard  Strachan's  action,  4th  Nov.  1805.  Com- 
manded a  Battalion  of  JMarines  in  the  American  war,  including  the  action  at  Bladensburg, 
attack  on  Baltimore,  and  various  skirmishes  in  the  Chesapeake. 

84  Colonel  Dumas  served  at  the  blockade  of  ^Nlalta,  in  1799;  in  Egypt  in  1801,  and  again 
in  1807  ;  and  at  the  battle  of  Alaida.     INIedal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

85  Colonel  Payler  served  in  the  Peninsula  under  Sir  John  IMoore,  and  subsequently  under 
the  Duke  of  Wellington,  including  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo, 
and  battles  of  the  ]Sivelle  and  Nive. 

86  Sir  Maxwell  Wallace  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  in  the  action  at 
Quatre  Bras,  the  retreat  on  the  17th  June,  andbattle  of  Waterloo.  On  the  16th  June  1815, 
he  was  appointed,  by  iMajor-Geueral  Baron  Dornberg,  Orderly  Officer,  to  assist  bis  Brigade- 
Major  Captain  Robais  ;  the  General's  Aide-de-Camp  Captain  Krauchenburg  being  taken 
prisoner  the  following  dav,  he  took  Robais  as  Aid-de-Camp,  and  named  Capt.  Wallace  act- 
ing Brigade-I^Iajor  ;  and,  Robais  being  killed  on  the  18th,  the  Duke  of  Wellington  confirmed 
Capt.  Wallace  on  the  Major-General's  recommendation. 

87  Colonel  Edward  Wildman  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  April  1809  to  Sept.  11,  and 
again  from  July  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Talavera  and 
Busaco,  action  at  Redinha,  battle  of  Albuhera,  retreat  from  Salamanca  to  Portugal,  battles  of 
Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Tarbes,  and  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  had  three 
horses  killed  under  him  at  Waterloo.  Received  two  severe  sabre  wounds  in  the  head  and 
arm,  and  made  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Albuhera. 

88  Colonel  the  Hon.  John  Finch  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Nov.  1812  to  the  end  of 
that  war  in  1814,  and  received  a  sabre  wound  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria. 

89  Sir  Augustus  d'Este  served  at  New  Orleans  on  the  staff  of  Sir  John  Lambert,  and 
behaved  with  great  gallantry. 

90  Colonel  Cochrane  landed  with  the  first  army  in  Portugal  on  the  3d.  Aug.  1808,  and 
served  in  the  Peninsula  during  the  campaigns  of  1808,  9,  10,  11 ,  and  part  of  1812,  including 
the  battles  and  sieges  of  Roliya,  Vimiera,  Talavera,  Busaco,  Redinha,  Olivenca,  Badajoz 
(1st  siege),  and  Ciudad  Rodrigo.  Served  nearly  two  years  in  Canada  during  the  American 
war,  as  aid-de-camp  to  the  Governor-General  and  Commander  of  the  Forces,  Lieut. -General 
Sir  George  Prevost. 

91  Colonel  Hector  Maclaine  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  a  medal  for  the 
battle  of  Nivelle. 

92  Colonel  Simpson  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  May  1812  to  May  1813,  including  the 
latter  part  of  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  and  the  attack  on  Seville.  Served  also  the  campaign  of 
1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Quatre  Bras. 

93  Colonel  M'Gregor  was  actively  employed  in  Sicily  and  Italy  in  1806,  including  the 
skirmish  at  St.  Euphemie,  battle  of  Rlaida,  attack  on  Scylla  Castle,  and  capture  of  Catrone. 
Campaign  of  1807  in  Egypt,  including  the  attacks  in  the  Desert,  and  siege  of  Rosetta. 
Campaign  in  Holland  in  1809,  including  the  attacks  and  captures  of  Ter  Vere,  and  Flushing. 
Campaigns  in  the  Peninsula  during  part  of  1813  and  14.  Capture  of  Corsica  in  May  1814. 
Wounded  through  the  right  shoulder  by  a  musket-shot  at  the  battle  of  iMaida. 

94  Colonel  Seton  served  in  India,  and  crossed  the  Desert  with  Sir  David  Baird's  army 
to  Egypt  in  1801,  for  which  he  has  received  the  medal.  Next  served  in  South  America  in 
1807,  and  was  present  at  the  attack  on  Buenos  Ayres,  where  he  was  wounded.  Subse- 
quently in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  following  battles  and  sieges,  besides  numerous  affairs 
of  minor  importance,  viz,  Talavera,  Busaco,  Sabugal,  first  investment  of  Badajoz,  Fuentes 
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d'Onor,  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz,  and  Salamanca,  at  the  last  be  commanded  the  88th,  and 
has  received  a  medal  and  a  clasp. 

95  Colonel  Nickle  served  in  the  action  of  the  2nc]  July  1807,  before  Buenos  Ayres;  volun- 
teered and  led  the  Forlorn  Hope  on  the  5tb  July,  and  was  very  severely  wounded,  and  his 
party  all  either  killed  or  wounded.  Served,  with  the  exception  of  about  live  months,  during- 
the  whole  of  the  Peninsular  war  from  1809  to  tlje  embarkation  of  his  regt.  the  88th,  in  1814 
at  Bordeaux  for  North  America,  including  the  passage  of  the  Douro,  battles  of  I'alavera  and 
Busaco,  second  siege  of  Badajoz,  the  retreat  and  advance  of  the  armv  to  and  from  the  Lines 
at  Torres  Vedras,  battle  of  Vittoria,  sortie  from  Pampeluna,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle, 
Nive,  and  Orthes,  actions  of  Vic  Bigorre  and  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse  (very  severely 
wounded),  independent  of  a  great  many  skirmishes  of  advanced  and  out-posts.  Served 
afterwards  in  the  American  war  in  the  affair  of  Plattsburg,  where  he  led  the  advance  across 
the  Sarinac  River  and  was  wounded.  Upon  the  breaking  out  of  the  Insurrection  in  British 
North  America  in  the  winter  of  1837,  Colonel  Nickle  volunteered  his  services,  and  he  is 
still  employed  there.     Medal  for  the  battle  of  Nivelle. 

96  Colonel  Rlacintosh  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  August  1812  to  tlie  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  including  the  actions  at  Alba  de  Tormes  and  San  Munos,  passage  of  the  Tormes  above 
Salamanca,  and  attack  on  the  French  rear-guard  under  General  Villate  ;  battle  of  Vittoria, 
investment  of  Pampeluna,  action  of  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse. 

97  Colonel  C.  P.  Ellis  served  the  campaigns  of  1812,  13, 14,  and  15,  including  the  passage 
of  the  Bidassoa,  and  battles  of  Nivelle,  Nive,  before  Bayonne,  Quatre  Bras,  and  Waterloo, 
at  which  last  he  was  slightly  wounded. 

98  Colonel  Higgins  served  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion,  in  1798.  In  1806  he  was  at 
the  landing  and  taking  of  Maldonado,  in  South  America,  at  the  affair  at  San  Carlos, in  which 
he  was  slightly  wounded,  and  had  his  horse  shot,  and  at  the  siege  and  storming  of  Monte 
Video. 

99  Sir  Wm.  Robert  Clayton  accompanied  his  regiment,  the  Royal  Horse  Guards,  to  the 
Peninsula,  in  Oct.  1812,  and  commanded  a  squadron  at  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees, 
and  at  the  period  when  Marshal  Soult  attempted  to  relieve  Pampeluna.  In  1813  again 
accompanied  his  regiment  to  the  Netherlands,  and  was  at  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras, 
Genappe,  and  Waterloo. 

100  Colonel  Macadam  landed  in  Portugal  1st  Aug.  1808,  with  the  9th,  and  served 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  Peninsular  war,  including  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera, 
passage  of  the  Uouro,  defence  of  Tarifa,  affairs  on  the  retreat  from  Burgos  in  1812,  siege 
and  storming  of  San  Sebastian  (twice  wounded,  and  commanded  the  false  attack  on  the 
breach  on  the  night  of  the  29th  of  Aug.),  passages  of  the  Bidassoa  (shot  through  the  body) 
and  Adour,  several  affairs  connected  with  the  investment  of  Bavonne,  "and  also  tlie 
repulse  of  the  sortie,  besides  a  variety  of  minor  affairs,  and  other  desultory  services  during 
the  Peniusular  war.  Proceeded  to  Canada  with  his  regiment  and  served  the  campaion 
of  1814. 

101  Colonel  Spink  served  with  the  Light  Company  of  the  12th  in  several  actions  in  the 
Travancore  war.  East  Indies.  Severely  wounded  through  the  leg  when  leading  a  night 
attack  against  the  enemy's  position  at  St.  Mary  in  the  island  of  Bourbon.  Present  also  at  the 
capture  of  the  Isle  of  France,  his  company  forming  the  advance  on  landing,  and  repeatedly 
engaged  previous  to  its  capture. 

102  Colonel  R.  F.  Melville  Browne  served  as  aide-de-camp  to  Sir  Brent  Spencer  in  the 
battles  of  Rolifa,  Vimiera,  Busaco,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  the  different  affairs  during  the  retreat 
of  Massena  from  Portugal.  Served  also  at  the  siege  of  Flushing  in  1809,  as  aide-de-camp  to 
General  Gore  Browne. 

103  Colonel  James  Fleming  served  in  India,  Bourbon,  and  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of 
France. 

104  Colonel  Buckley  served  with  the  Grenadier  Guards,  in  the  Peninsula,  from  March 
1813,  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battle  ot  the 
Nivelle,  and  investment  of  Bayonne.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at 
the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  and  taking  of  Peronne. 

105  Colonel  Byam  served  the  campaigns  of  1812,  13,  14,  and  13,  including  the  battles 
of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Orthes,  and  Waterloo,  besides  minor  affairs.  Severely  wounded 
by  a  grape-shot  while  carrying  the  regimental  colour  of  the  38th  at  Salamanca,  and  slightly 
wounded  at  Waterloo. 

106  Colonel  Prendergast  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Dec.  1811  to  March  1814,  including 
the  battles  of  Salamanca  and  V^ittoria,  and  sieges  of  Badajoz  and  San  Sebastian. 

107  Colonel  Drake  served  with  the  army  on  the  Elbe,  under  Loid  Cathcart,  in  1805  and 
6  ;  in  Portugal  and  Spain,  under  Sir  John  Moore,  1808—9 ;  with  the  expedition  to 
Walcheren,inl809  ;  in  the  Peninsula  in  1810  and  11,  as  aide-de  camp  to  Sir  Brent  Spencer; 
and  in  1812  and  13  on  the  staff  of  the  Quarter-Master  General  in  the  Peninsula. 

108  Colonel  Henry  Stisted  served  with  the  1st  Royal  Dragoons,  in  the  Peninsula,  from 
June  1811  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814. 

109  Colonel  Salwey  served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14,  with  the  Coldstream  Guards, 
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and  was  present  at  nearly  all  tlie  actions  in  the  Pyrenees,  tlie  crossing  of  the  Bidassoa,  capture 
of  St.  Jean  de  Luz,  battle  of  the  Nivelle,  Heights  of  Bidart,  crossing  the  Adour,  investment 
of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie. 

110  Colonel  Gurwood  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  52d,  from  Aug.  1808  to  Jan. 
1812,  and  subsequently  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  181-4  as  Major  of  Brigade  to  the  Household 
Cavah-y,  and  to  Major  General  l^ambert's  Brii^ade  in  the  6th  division  of  Infantry,  including 
the  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  led  the  forlorn  hope  of  the  light  division,  as  also  at 
tlie  storming  of  Fort  Renaud  ;  battles  of  Vittoria,  Salamanca,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and 
Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of 
Waterloo  ;  slightly  wounded  also  at  the  storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo. 

111  Sir  Henr}"^  R.  Wyatt  served  the  campaign  of  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Toulouse. 

112  Colonel  Jolin  Fraser  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  June  1809  to  June  1813,  including 
the  battles  of  Busaco  aud  Fuentes  d'Onor;  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  battle  of  Salamanca, 
and  siege  of  Burgos,  where  he  was  at  the  taking  of  the  Horn  Work,  19th  Sept.  and  led  the 
storming  party  to  the  breach  formed  by  the  mine  on  the  lith  Oct.  Employed  in  the  field 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  Kandian  rebellion  in  Ceylon,  in  1817  and  18. 

113  Colonel  Wm.  Roberts  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  May  1810  to  Oct.  1812,  and 
again  from  May  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  battle 
of  Barrosa,  and  capture  of  Seville.     Medal  for  Barrosa. 

114  Sir  Henry  Fairfax  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Rifle  Brigade,  in  1812,  on  the 
retreat  from  Madrid,  and  in  the  affair  of  San  Munos. 

115  Lord  Howden  served  as  Aide-de-camp  to  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Wellington  during 
the  years  1817  and  18,  to  the  close  of  the  occupation  in  France.  Employed  by  Government 
on  a  special  mission,  and  present  at  the  battle  of  Navarin,  in  1827  (wounded  and  mentioned 
in  Commander-in-Chief's  despatch)  ;  siege  of  Antwerp,  in  1832  (wounded)  ;  campaign  in 
Spain,  in  Navarre  and  Basque  Provinces,  in  1834. 

116  Colonel  Robert  Douglas  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Danish  and  Swedish  West 
India  Islands,  in  1801  ;  the  expedition  to  the  north  of  Germany,  in  1805  and  6.  Peninsular 
campaigns  from  Feb.  1812  to  Rlarch  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and 
the  Pyrenees  (27 tb  to  31st  July)  ;  siege  of  San  Sebastian  (24th  Aug.  to  the  Bth  Sept.)  and 
battle  of  Nivelle.     He  has  received  a  cross  for  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees  and  Nivelle. 

117  Colonel  Chas.  Stuart  Campbell  served  in  Egypt,  in  1801 ;  in  Portugal  and  Spain  in 
1808 — 9,  including  the  battle  of  Corunna  ;  expedition  to  Walcheren,  and  siege  of  Flushing, 
in  1809  ;  the  Peninsular  campaigns  from  1811  to  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Vittoria, 
siege  and  assault  of  San  Sebastian,  at  which  latter  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  thigh, 
and  where  the  ball  still  remains.     Medal  and  a  clasp. 

118  Colonel  Dugald  Campbell  served  at  the  Ferrol,  in  1800 ;  in  Egypt,  in  1801,  including 
the  battles  of  the  8th,  13th  and  21st  March  ;  and  again,  in  1807,  including  the  bombardment 
of  Rosetta.  Present  at  the  battle  of  Rlaida,  4th  July  1806 ;  and  at  the  capture  of  the 
islands  of  Ischia  and  Procida  in  1809.  Severely  wounded  in  the  battle  of  the  2lst  March 
1801,  in  Egypt.     Medal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

119  Colonel  Considine  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  May  1810  to  Feb.  1814,  including 
the  action  of  the  Coa,  battle  of  Busaco,  actions  of  Redinha,  Condeixa,  and  Sabugal ;  sieges 
and  assaults  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa, 
battle  of  Nivelle,  besides  various  skirmishes.  Served  also  at  the  attack  on  New  Orleans, 
8th  Jan.  1815.  Severely  wounded  at  the  assault  of  Badajoz,  and  again  at  the  battle  of 
Nivelle. 

120  Colonel  Gierke  served  with  the  late  94th  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  and  also  until  the 
retreat  from  Santarem  was  closed  at  Fueutes  d'Onor,  having  been  present  in  the  actions  of 
Redinha,  Foz  d'Arouce,  and  Sabugal.  Joined  the  77tb  (also  in  the  Peninsula)  on  promotion, 
and  served  with  it  in  the  action  of  El  Bodon,  sieges  and  assaults  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and 
Badajoz,  including  the  storming  of  Fort  Picurina.  Severely  wounded  in  the  leg  at  the 
storming  of  the  castle  of  Badajoz, 
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War  Services  of  the  Lieuleiiant-Colonels. 

1  Lieut. -Col.  Drinkwater  Bethuae  served  at  Gibraltar  during  the  memorable  siege. 

2  Lieut. -Col.  West  served  in  Holland  from  Nov.  1794  to  Maj  1796,  and  was  present 
when  the  French  attacked  the  British  after  crossing  the  Waal,  and  the  different  affairs  in 
which  his  regiment  (the  3rd  Guards)  was  engaged;  also  the  cam])aign  of  1799  in  Holland, 
including  the  action  at  the  landing,  and  those  of  the  27th  Aug.,  lOtb  and  19th  Sept.,  and  2d 
of  Oct.  Served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  and  was  employed  in  all  the  affairs  after 
the  landing,  up  to  the  surrender  of  Alexandria.  Proceeded  with  the  expedition  to  Hanover, 
in  180,5  ;  to  Zealand,  in  1807  ;  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  surrender  of  Copenhagen. 
Embarked  for  tlie  Peninsula  in  1803,  and  was  present  at  the  passage  of  the  Douro  and  cap- 
ture of  Oporto,  action  at  Salamonde,  battle  of  Talavera,  and  various  minor  affairs.  Received 
a  bayonet  wound  in  the  thigh  in  a  skirmish,  on  the  2d  October  1799  ;  and  in  a  subsequent 
affair  he  was  twice  severely  wounded,  on  the  left  shoulder  joint  by  a  sabre  cut,  and  on  the 
right  side  by  slug  shots. 

3  Lieut. -Col.  Henry  Le  Blanc  served  in  South  America,  in  1806,  and  lost  a  leg. 

4  Lieut. -Col.  Dales  was  at  the  taking  of  the  French  Islands  of  St.  Pierre  and  Miguelon, 
near  Newfoundland,  in  1793.  Served  under  the  Duke  of  York  in  Holland  in  1799,  includ- 
ing the  taking  of  Hoorn,  and  actions  of  the  2nd  and  6th  Oct.  Severely  contused  on  the 
shoulder  by  a  musket-shot,  in  the  action  on  the  Sand  Hills  on  the  2nd  Oct. 

.5  ]5aron  Bulow  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  and  has  received  a  medal 
and  two  clasps  for  the  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and  Toulouse. 

6  Lieut. -Col.  R.  H.  Cooke  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  and  was  se- 
verely wounded  at  Waterloo.     Medal  for  the  assault  and  capture  of  San  Sebastian. 

7  Lieut. -Col.  .lohn  Mansel  has  seen  a  great  deal  of  active  service  in  the  West  Indies, 
including  the  captures  of  St.  Lucia  and  Trinidad.  Served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Aug.  1811 
to  Nov.  1812,  and  again  from  March  1814  to  the  end  of  that  war,  including  the  reduction  of 
the  Forts  at  Salamanca,  and  battles  of  Salamanca  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  a 
medal  and  a  clasp. 

8  Lieut. -Col.  Halkett  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  and  has  received  a 
medal  and  a  clasp  for  the  battles  of  Albuhera  and  Salamanca. 

9  Lieut. -Col.  Russell  Manners  served  the  second  Mysore  camjiaign,  including  Seringapa- 
tam  and  siege  of  Pondicherry.  Served  also  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  a  cross  for 
Fuentes  d'Onor,  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz,  and  Orthes. 

10  Lieut. -Col.  Pelly  served  tlie  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  including  actions  of  the  8th, 
13th,  and  21st  March.  Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  during  the  camjiaigns  of  1809,  10,  11, 
and  12,  including  the  battles  of  Oporto,  Talavera,  Busaco,  and  Fuentes  d'Onor,  besides 
various  skirmishes.     Wounded  and  taken  prisoner  on  the  retreat  from  Burgos. 

11  Lieut. -Col.  J.  P.  Hunt  served  with  the  expedition  1o  the  Ferrol,  in  1800  ;  in  Sweden, 
Portugal,  and  Sjiain,  in  1808 — 9,  under  Sir  John  Moore;  with  the  expedition  to  Walcheren, 
in  1809  ;  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1811,  until  disabled  by  severe  wounds  at  the  assault  of 
San  Sebastian,  and  was  present  in  the  action  of  Sabugal,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  siege  and 
assault  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  action  of  San  ftlunos,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  siege 
and  assault  of  San  Sebastian,  where  he  received  two  severe  wounds.  Medal  and  two  clasps 
for  Badajoz,  Salamanca,  and  San  Sebastian. 

12  Lieut. -Col.  Charles  Rowan  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  and  was 
slightly  wounded  at  Waterloo.  Medal  and  two  clasps  for  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz,  and 
Salamanca. 

13  Lieut.-Col.  Holcombe  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  a  medal  for  the  assault 
and  capture  of  Badajoz. 

14  Lieut.-Col.  J.  B.  Harrison  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  a  medal  and  two 
clasps  for  the  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nive,  and  Orthes. 

13  Sir  Julius  Hartmann  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  and  has  received 
a  cross  and  two  clasps  for  Talavera,  Albuhera,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  San  Sebastian,  and  the 
Nive. 

16  Lieut.-Col.  Gustavus  Brown  has  seen  a  great  deal  of  active  service  in  the  West  Indies 
from  1796  to  1804  inclusive,  and  was  present  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  several  islands. 
Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  from  1809  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  has  received  a 
cross  for  the  battles  of  Salamanca,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  and  Nive. 

17  Sir  Richard  Church  served  at  the  Ferrol,  in  1800  ;  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801, 
including  the  actions  of  the  8tb,  IStli,  and  21st  March,  and  taking  of  Alexandria;  at  the 
battle  of  JMaida,  aud  defence  of  Capri,  at  which  last  he  was  wounded  in  the  head  ;  also 
at  the  capture  of  Ischia,  in  1809  ;  on  the  esjjediiion  to  the  Ionian  Isles,  and  at  the  taking  of 
Zante  and  Cephalonia.     Severely  wounded  in  the  arm  in  an  attack  on  Stellaura. 
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18  Lieut.-Col.  Plendeileatb  served  with  the  49th  in  the  American  war,  and  was  severelv 
wounded  in  action  with  the  enemy  near  Lake  Ontario,  6th  June,  1813.  Medal  for  the  action 
at  Chrystler's  farm. 

19  Lieut.-Col.  J.  P,  Hawkins  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  68th,  and  has  received  a 
medal  and  two  clas))S  for  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  and  Nivelle. 

20  Lieut.-Col.  Wm.  G.  White  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  48th,  and  has  received  a 
medal  and  a  clasp  for  the  battles  of  Vittoria  and  the  Pyrenees. 

21  Lieut.-Col.  George  Macdonnell  served  in  the  American  war,  and  has  received  a  medal 
for  the  action  at  Chateauguay. 

22  Lieut.-Col.  GalifFe  served  in  the  Peninsula ;  was  slightly  wounded  at  the  battle  of 
Talavera,  and  has  received  a  cross  for  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and 
Toulouse. 

23  Lieut.-Col.  Herford  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  23rd  Fusiliers,  and  has  received 
a  medal  and  a  clasp  for  the  battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse. 

25  Lieut.-Col.  Wilkins  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  with  the  Rifle 
Brigade,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo.     ]\Iedal  for  the  battle  of  Salamanca. 

26  Lieut.-Col.  M.  Wm.  Bailey  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

27  Lieut.-Col.  F.  S.  Miller  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

28  Sir  Henry  Pynn  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  severely  wounded  in  the  Pyrenees. 
Medal  and  two  clasps  for  the  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  the  Pyrenees,  and  Orthes. 

29  Lieut.-Col.  Von  Robertson  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

30  Lieut.-Col.  Leach  served  in  the  expedition  against  Copenhagen,  in  1807  ;  and  subse- 
quently in  the  Peninsula  from  1808  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of 
Roleia,  Vimiera,  and  Busaco  ;  retreat  to  the  lines  of  Torres  \"edras,  battle  of  Fuentes 
d'Onor,  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  retreat  from  Madrid, 
battles  of  \  ittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Toulouse,  besides  numerous  affairs  of 
van  and  rear  guards  and  skirmishes.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  bat- 
tles of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo.  Colonel  Leach  received  several  contusions,  the  first  at 
Roleia,  the  next  at  the  Coa,  and  again  by  a  fragment  of  a  shell  at  Waterloo. 

31  Lieut. -Col.  G.  D.  Wilson  served  in  Holland,  in  1799;  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen,  in 
1807  ;  expedition  to  Sweden,  and  afterwards  to  Portugal  and  Spain  under  Sir  .lohn  Rloore; 
expedition  to  Walcheren,  in  1809  ;  Peninsular  campaigns  from  1810  to  the  end  of  that  war, 
in  1814;  also  the  campaign  of  1815.  Slightly  wounded  at  Corunna,  severely  at  Badajoz, 
and  slightly  at  Waterloo.     JMedal  for  the  assault  and  capture  of  Badajoz. 

32  Lieut.-Col.  John  Wm.  O'Donoghue  served  at  the  attack  on  Ferrol,  in  1800;  in  South 
America,  in  1807,  including  the  capture  of  Maldonado,  siege  and  reduction  of  jMonte  Video; 
at  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  and  Tarifa,  in  1810  and  11,  including  the  defeat  of  the  French  in 
the  assault  on  Tarifa  in  December  1811  ;  returned  to  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  in  1812,  and 
after  the  French  were  compelled  to  raise  the  siege,  he  joined  the  Duke  of  Wellington's 
army  then  retiring  from  the  siege  of  Burgos.  Served  the  Mahratta  campaigns  of  1817 — 18  ; 
and,  in  the  Burmese  war  in  1824  and  25.  Wounded  in  the  right  leg  during  the  siege  of 
Tarifa. 

33  Lieut.-Col.  Barlow  served  in  India  under  Lord  Lake  during  the  campaigns  of  1803 
4  and  5,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  ofDeig,  battle  of  Futtyghur,  siege  of  Bhurtpore,  and 
battle  of  Afzalghur.  Served  also  at  the  captures  of  Bourbon  and  the  Isle  of  France, 
in  1810. 

34  Lieut.-Col.  the  Honourable  Robert  Moore  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo, 

35  Sir  Henry  Floyd  served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  in  the  Peninsula,  as  Aide-de- 
Camp  to  Sir  VV'm.  Flenry  Clinton,  including  the  battles  of  Biar  and  Castalla,  siege  and 
blockade  of  Tarragona,  in  conveying  orders  to  Ordal,  and  subsequent  blockade  of  Barcelona. 
Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

36  Lieut.-Col.  Keane  served  with  the  expedition  to  the  North  of  Germany,  in  1805;  in 
Portugal  and  Spain  under  Sir  John  Moore,  including  the  retreat  to  and  battle  of  Corunna  ; 
and  subsequently  under  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  from  Nov.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  including  the  battles  of  OrthdS'and  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and 
was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

37  Lieut.-Col.  Purvis  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Royal  Dragoons,  and  has  received 
a  medal  for  the  battle  of  Vittoria. 

38  Lieut.-Col.  Robert  Macdonald,  late  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  has  received  a  medal  for 
the  battle  of  Salamanca. 

39  Lieut.-Colonel  Madox  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Waterloo. 

40  Lieut.-Col.  Fuller  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in  1806;  the  Pen- 
insular campaigns  from  Dec.  1812  to  Feb.  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  of 
San  Sebastian,  and  battle  of  the  Nive,  where  he  was  wounded  in  the  shoulder  and  thigh. 
Campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  storming  of  Cambray,  and  capture 
of  Paris.  Served  also  at  Bhurtpore,  in  1826,  under  Lord  Combermere,  and  was  slightly 
wounded  in  the  arm. 
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41  Lieut.-Col,  VVm,  Hay  accompanied  Sir  Thomas  Brisbane  to  the  Peninsula,  in  1812, 
and  Was  present  in  all  the  general  actions  and  aiFairs  till  the  close  of  that  war,  and  was 
severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  where  he  had  a  horse  shot  under  him.  Served 
afterwards  in  the  American  war. 

41*  Lieut.-Col.  Jeremiah  Taylor  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Aug,  1808  to  Feb.  1813, 
and  again  from  Oct.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Vimiera 
(wounded),  Busaco,  and  Salamanca,  retreat  from  Burgos, combat  at  Villa  Murial  (wounded), 
and  repulse  of  the  sortie  from  Bayonne. 

42  Lieut.-Col.  Bell  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1809  to  the  end  of  the  war,  including 
the  passage  of  the  Douro,  battle  of  Albuhera  (wounded),  action  at  Aldea  de  Ponte,  siege 
of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  assault  of  Badajoz  (severely  wounded),  battles  of  Sala- 
manca, the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  He  has  received  a  cross  for  the 
four  last  named  battles. 

43  Lieut.-Col.  Thornhill  served  in  Egypt,  in  1801 ;  at  the  captures  of  Martinique  and 
Guadaloupe,  in  1809  and  10 ;  and  in  the  Burmese  war  under  Sir  Archibald  Campbell. 
Severely  wounded  in  the  attack  on  the  Burmese  liues,  25th  Dec.  1824,  and  at  the  assault  of 
the  island  of  Cheduba. 

44  Lieut.-Col.  Robert  Macdonald,  late  of  35th  regiment,  served  at  the  siege  of  Fort  Bour- 
bon and  capture  of  JMartinique,  in  1808 — 9.  Present  with  the  3rd  battalion  of  the  Royals 
in  the  retreat  from  Burgos  in  1812,  and  in  the  subsequent  campaigns  of  1813  and  14,  in- 
cluding the  action  at  Osma,  battle  of  Vittoria,  assault  on  the  convent  of  San  Sebastian  17th 
July,  assault  on  the  town  i!5th  J  uly  (severely  wounded);  and  on  the  31st  Aug.,  although 
suliering  from  the  effects  of  his  wound,  was  present  and  engaged  at  the  successful  assault 
on  Sun  Sebastian,  where  he  commanded  two  companies  ordered  to  the  breach  in  advance  of 
the  first  brigade  of  the  fifth  division,  and  was  at  the  surrender  of  the  castle  on  the  8th  Sept. 
Engaged  at  the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive  (10th,  11th,  and  12th 
Dec),  and  repulse  of  the  sortie  from  Bayonne.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  includ- 
ing the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  ^^'aterloo,  where  he  was  severely  wounded. 

45  Lieut.-Col.  Brock  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  43rd  Light  Infantry  from  Aug.  to 
Nov.  1808,  June  to  Dec.  1811,  and  from  Nov.  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  in- 
cluding the  iollovving  battles  and  affairs,  viz.: — Vimiera,  Vittoria,  Vera,  Nivelle,  Nive, 
Arcangues,  Tarbes,  and  Toulouse,  besides  various  skirmishes  and  affairs  of  out-posts. 
Also  in  the  attack  on  New  Orleans,  and  the  capture  of  Paris.  Served  in  the  Coorg  cam- 
paign in  India,  where  a  portion  of  his  regiment  (the  48th)  bore  a  conspicuous  and  distin- 
guished part. 

46  Lieut.-Col.  John  Reed  served  at  the  siege  of  Flushing,  in  1809;  and  in  the  Peninsula 
from  June  1811  to  March  1S14,  including  the  action  at  and  heights  above  Moresco,  battle  of 
Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid  and  the  Retire,  action  at  Olmas,  and  battle  of  Vittoria,  where 
ho  was  severely  wounded  in  the  right  shoulder. 

47  Lieut.-Col.  John  Moore  served  at  the  capture  of  Martinique,  in  1809  ;  and  of  Guada- 
loupe, in  1810. 

48  Lieut.-Col.  Phillott  served  at  the  Helder,  in  1799  ;  at  the  blockade  and  capture  of 
Malta,  in  1800  ;  battle  of  Maida,  in  1806  ;  expedition  to  Egypt,  in  1807,  including  the  siege 
and  capture  of  Alexandria,  blockade  of  Rosetta,  and  subsequent  retreat.  Served  also  with 
the  expedition  from  Sicily  to  the  Bay  of  Naples,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Ischia 
and  Procida. 

49  Lieut.-Col.  Elwin  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  with  the  44th,  including  the 
actions  of  the  13th  and  21st  March,  together  with  the  detached  service  on  which  his  bat- 
talion was  engaged  after,  the  Sand-hills  were  taken,  on  the  13th,  in  driving  back  a  strong 
picquet  of  the  French  and  two  howitzer  guns,  which  had  kept  up  a  destructive  fire  for  some 
time  on  the  right  of  the  line.  In  1813  he  landed  in  Sicily  in  command  of  five  companies, 
and  accompanied  the  expedition  to  Italy  under  Lord  Wm.  Bentinck.  Served  afterwards  in 
the  Peninsula  until  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  most  part  of  the  time  in  command  of  the 
left  wing  of  the  44th  ;  during  this  period  he  was  twice  wounded  near  Tudela,  once  severely 
and  once  slightly.  Commanded  the  44th  at  the  capture  of  Paris.  Medal  for  services  in 
Egypt. 

50  Lieut.-Col.  Patrick  Campbell  (h.  p.  52nd  regiment)  served  with  the  52nd  in  the  expe- 
dition to  Ferrol  and  Cadiz,  in  1800  ;  expedition  to  Gottenburgb,  in  1808,  and  subsequently 
in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  during  the  whole  of  the  war,  including  the  reireat 
to  Corunna,  action  of  the  Coa,  battle  of  Busaco,  retreat  to  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  and 
all  the  actions  in  the  advance  to  Sabugal,  where  he  was  severely  wounded  and  sent  to 
England  for  recovery.  Rejoined  the  army  in  the  advance  to  Madrid,  and  served  in  the  sub- 
sequent retreat  to  Poitugal,  battle  of  V^ittoria,  attack  on  the  heights  of  Vera  (twice  wounded 
at  the  head  of  tlie  52nd),  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle  (the  88th  French  regiment  sur- 
rendered to  the  52nd  on  this  occasion),  Nive,  Orthes  (wounded),  Toulouse,  and  Waterloo. 
Medal  and  a  clasp  for  the  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive. 

51  Lieut.-Col.  Stone  has  received  a  medal  for  the  battle  of  Nivelle. 

52  Lieut.-Col.  Trafford   served   in  the    Peninsula,   and    was   present   at  the  battles  of 
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Talavei'a    (wounded),  Albuhera,  Busaco,  ^'ittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and 
Toulouse. 

53  Lieut. -Col.  Gates,  during  eight  years'  active  service  in  the  West  Indies,  was  frequently 
engaged  with  the  enemy,  and  twice  severely  wounded,  viz.  in  the  right  side  by  a  musket- 
ball  at  Cote  de  Fer,  and  in  the  left  ankle  in  an  attack  near  Port  au  Prince.  Served  also  five 
years  in  the  East  Indies  and  in  Egypt,  and  crossed  the  Desert  under  Sir  David  Baird.  With 
the  expedition  to  South  America,  in  1807  ;  subsequently  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Pen- 
insular war,  including  the  battles  of  Talavera  (severely  wounded  on  the  head  by  the  bursting 
of  a  shell),  Busaco,  and  Fuentes  d'Onor  ;  2nd  and  3rd  sieges  of  Badajoz — severely  wounded 
at  the  storming  of  Fort  Picurina;  battles  of  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Orthes, — severely 
wounded  through  the  right  thigh.     iVIedal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

54  Lieut. -Col.  Edw.  Thos.  Fitzgerald  served  the  campaign  of  1815  on  the  staff  of  the 
Quarter- ftlaster-General,  and  was  slightly  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

55  Lieut.-Col.  Charles  Pratt  served  with  the  82nd  at  tlie  siege  and  capture  of  Copenha- 
gen, in  1807  ;  in  Portugal  and  Spain,  in  1808 — 9,  including  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vi- 
miera,  retreat  to  and  battle  of  Corunna  ;  at  Walcheren,  in  1809,  and  was  severely  wounded 
at  the  investment  of  Flushing.  In  1813  he  was  appointed  to  the  Quarter-master-Gene- 
ral's  staff  of  the  army  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Spain,  and  served  with  a  portion  of  that  army 
in  Italy  and  in  the  south  of  France  until  the  close  of  the  war  in  1814. 

56  Lieut.-Col.  Chas.  Campbell  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1810  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  pursuit  of  Massena,  actions  of  Redinha,  Con- 
deixa,  and  Sabugal;  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  second  siege  of  Badajoz,  action  of  El  Bodon, 
siege  and  stoim  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  storm  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  cap- 
ture of  Madrid,  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees  (26th,  27ih  and  28th  July),  Nivelle,  and 
Orthes  ;  affair  of  Vic  Bigorre,  and  battle  of  Toulouse. 

57  Lieut.-Col.  George  To vey  served  in  Calabria,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Maida. 
Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  from  July  1808  to  Nov.  1809,  and  again  from  Oct.  1812  to 
the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Vimiera,  Talavera,  Vittoria,  and 
the  Pyrenees  (25th  July  to  2nd  Aug.)  ;  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  battles  of  Nivelle,  Nive, 
and  Orthes. 

58  Lieut.-Col.  Angelo  served  with  the  expedition  to  Egypt,  in  1807 ;  on  the  coast  of 
Calabria,  in  1808  ;  with  the  expedition  to  W'alcheren,  in  1809  ;  with  the  army  in  Catalonia, 
in  1812  and  13,  as  an  Assistant  Adjutant-General.  Attached  to  the  Austrian  army,  and 
acted  as  Aid-de-camp  to  i\lajor-General  Count  Nugent  in  the  campaign  against  the  Vice- 
roy of  Italy  ;  present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Trieste,  Cattaro  and  Ragusa,  and  in  va- 
rious services  in  the  Adriatic. 

59  Lieut.-Col.  Sail  served  at  the  taking  of  Maldonado  and  Montevideo,  in  1807.  Served 
also  in  the  Peninsula  from  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the 
repulse  of  the  sortie  from  Bayonne. 

60  Lieut.-Col.  Bunco  served  on  board  H.INI.S.  Bedford  at  the  battle  of  Camperdown, 
under  Lord  Duncan,  and  capture  of  the  Dutch  fleet,  lltb  Oct.  1797.  In  1799  landed  from 
the  fleet  under  Lord  Nelson  at  the  siege  and  capitulation  of  St.  Elmo  at  Naples,  surrender  of 
the  Castles  of  Uovo  and  Nuovo,  and  the  siege  and  fall  of  Capua.  Landed  from  the  fleet  at 
the  siege  of  IMalta,  in  1800.  Served  in  Egypt,  in  1801.  In  May  1806  he  commanded  the 
seamen  and  marines  landed  from  the  squadron  under  Sir  Sydney  Smith,  at  the  attack  and 
capture  of  the  island  of  Capri,  and  was  afterwards  at  the  fall  of  Gaeta.  Commanded  the 
battalion  of  marines  landed  from  the  fleet  under  Sir  Robert  Stopford  during  the  attack  and 
capture  of  Java,  in  1811,  including  the  storming  the  intrenched  lines  and  fortifications  of 
Cornelis,  the  fall  of  Gresil  and  Sourabaya.  Independent  of  the  above,  he  has  been  fre- 
quently engaged  in  boat  actions.     Medal  fo  •  Java. 

61  Lieut.-Col.  M'Mahon  being  then  a  Lieut,  in  the  Clare  INIilitia,  served  at  New  Ross, 
Vinegar-hill,  and  the  recapture  of  W^exford  in  Ireland,  from  the  rebels,  in  1798,  and  during 
the  invasion  of  that  country  immediately  afterwards  by  a  French  army.  Served  with  the 
27th,  in  1800,  in  the  attack  on  Ferrol,  and  in  the  demonstration  on  Quiberon  Bay,  Belleisle, 
and  all  along  the  coasts  of  France  and  Spain  to  Cadiz.  Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  with 
the  5th  (Rifle)  battalion  of  the  60th,  from  1803  to  1813,  including  the  battle  of  Busaco, 
retreat  to  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  advance  from  thence,  investment  and  opening  the 
trenches  before  Badajoz,  battle  of  Albuhera,  covering  the  2nd  siege  and  the  capture  of  Bada- 
joz, storming  the  forts  at  Almaraz,  capture  of  a  strong  column  of  the  enemy  at  Arroya  de 
Molinos,  besides  many  minor  affairs. 

62  Lieut.-Col.  Terry  served  the  campaign  of  1799,  in  Holland,  including  the  battle  of 
Egmont-op-Zee  ;  expedition  to  Egypt  and  surrender  of  Alexandria,  in  1801  ;  capture  of 
Madeira,  in  1307  ;  capture  of  Guadaloupe  and  St.  Martin's,  in  1810  ;  re-capture  of  Guada- 
loupe,  in  1815. 

63  Lieut.-Col.  Linton  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Waterloo. 

64  Lieut.-Col.  C.  B.  Turner  served  at  the  taking  of  Madeira,  in  1807;  the  Peninsular 
campaigns  from   Aug.  1809  to  Jan.  1814,  including  the  battles  of   Busaco,  retreat  to  the 
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lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  puisuit  of  Massena,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  action  of  El  Bodou, 
second  siege  of  Badajoz,  siege  and  storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  affair  on  the  heights  of 
San  Christoval,  capture  of  the  forts  and  battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of  ftladiid  and  the  Re- 
tiro,  siege  of  Burgos,  aifair  at  Olmas,  retreat  from  Burgos,  defence  of  the  bridge  of  Vallado- 
lid,  investment  of  Pampeluna,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees  (28,  29,  and  30th  July),  and  Nivelle, 
besides  being  engaged  in  twenty-eight  skirmishes  and  trifling  actions.  Dangerously  wounded 
through  the  shoulder  by  a  musket-shot  whilst  pressing  the  rear-guard  of  the  enemy  after 
the  battle  of  Nivelle. 

65  Lieut.-Col.  Coles  served  in  South  America,  in  1807",  including  the  operations  previous 
to,  and  storming  of  Monte  Video.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  from  Aug,  1808  to 
Nov.  1811,  and  again  from  April  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles 
of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Talavera,  Busaco,  and  Albuhera;  the  cavalry  action  at  Usagre,  and  pas- 
sages of  the  Bidassoa,  Nive,  and  A  dour. 

66  Lieut.-Col.  John  Eden  served  the  campaign  in  Java,  in  1811,  including  the  actions  on 
the  10th  and  26th  Aug.  Present  also  at  the  battle  of  Maheidpore,  in  the  East  Indies,  21st 
Dec.  1817. 

67  Lieut.-Col.  Story  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Aug.  1809  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  including  the  following  battles,  sieges,  &c.  viz. : — Busaco,  Redinha,  Campo  Mayor, 
Los  Santos,  Albuhera,  Usagre,  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz  (2  operations),  Vittoria,  Pampe- 
luna, and  Toulouse. 

68  Lieut.-Col.  VVm.  Eraser  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  slightly  wounded  at 
Quatre  Bras. 

69  Lieut.-Col.  Shee  served  the  early  part  of  the  campaign  of  1809,  in  Portugal;  and 
the  latter  end  of  1809  and  the  years  1810  and  11,  with  the  Sicilian  army.  Served  also  the 
Peninsular  campaigns  of  1812,  13,  14,  with  the  Portuguese  army. 

70  Lieut.-Col.  Hartley  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Dec.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 

1814,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Nivelle. 

71  Lieut.-Col.  James  Campbell  served  at  the  capture  of  Kandy  in  Ceylon,  in  1803  ;  cam- 
paign in  Spain,  and  battle  of  Corunna ;  campaigns  of  1811,  12,  13,  14,  and  15,  under  the 
Duke  of  Wellington,  including  the  second  siege  of  Badajoz,  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyre- 
nees, Nivelle  and  St.  Pe,  Orthes,  and  Waterloo  ;  and  storming  of  Cambray. 

72  Lieut.-Col.  Chester  served  in  Holland,  in  1799,  and  was  present  in  the  action  near 
Bergen,  2nd  Oct.  Served  also  the  campaign  in  Spain  from  Sept.  1808  to  Jan.  1809,  includ- 
ing the  actions  at  IBenevente,  Villa  Franca,  and  Lugo,  and  retreat  to  Corunna. 

73  Lieut.-Col.  Manley  Dixon  served  at  the  capture  of  various  islands  in  the  West  Indies, 
in  1801,  under  Sir  Thomas  Trigge. 

74  Lieut.-Col.  Geddes  served  in  Calabria,  in  1806  ;  capture  of  the  island  of  Procida,  iu 
1809;  in  Sicily,  1810  ;  and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  battles  of  Nivelle, 
Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  at  which  last  he  received  a  severe  wound  which  broke  the  left 
thigh-bone  near  the  hip -joint. 

75  Lieut.-Col.  Gilmour  served  at  the  capture  of  Ischia,  Zante,  and  Cephalonia,  in  1809  ; 
and  of  Santa  Maura,  in  1810.  Served  afterwards  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Spain,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Castalla  ;  engaged  with  the  enemy  on  several  occasions  covering  the 
retreat ;  and  employed  in  the  batteries  against  Tarragona.  After  leaving  Spain  he  went  to 
Genoa,  under  Loid  VVm.  Bentiuck. 

76  Lieut.-Col.  Leslie  served  in  the  Peninsula  at  various  periods,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  capture  of  Oporto,  battle  of  Talavera,  first  siege  of  Badajoz, 
and  battle  of  Albuhera,  besides  skirmishes  and  affrays  at  out-posts.  At  the  battle  of  I'ala- 
vera  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  right  leg,  where  the  ball  still  remains. 

77  Lieut.-Col.  John  Wolrige  was  present  at  the  attack  on  New  Orleans,  8th  Jan.  1815. 

78  Lieut.-Col.  Cadell  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807  ;  with  the  expedition 
to  Sweden,  and  afterwards  to  the  Peninsula,  including  the  battle  of  Corunna  ;  with  the  expe- 
dition to  Walcheren,  iu  1809 ;  the  Peninsular  campaigns  from  1811  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  following  battles,  sieges,  &c.,  viz. : — Barrosa  (slightly  wounded), 
Cadiz,  Arroya  de  iMolino,  Almaraz  (reduction  of  forts),  Vittoria,  Pyrenees  (25th  to  31st 
July),  Nivelle,  Nive,  St.  Palais,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815, 
and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

79  Lieut.-Col.  Wm.  Beckwith  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  July  1813  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  Nive.     Served  also  the   campaign  of 

1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

80  Lieut.-Col.  J.  M.  Robertson  served  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe,  in  1810  ;  and  again, 
in  1815. 

81  Lieut.-Col.  Allen  T.  Maclean  served  with  the  13th  Light  Dragoons  in  every  action 
and  affair  in  which  it  was  engaged  in  the  Peninsula  from  Dec.  1810,  until  wounded  and  taken 
prisoner  at  Couches,  13th  March,  1814.  Was  present  with  his  regiment  during  the  Waterloo 
campaign;  engaged  in  command  of  the  Rear  Guard  for  the  Brigade  on  the  17th  June,  and 
throughout  the  action  on  the  18th  ;  accompanied  the  13th  Dragoons  to  India  in  Feb.  1819  ; 
was  employed  in  command  of  a  Cavalry  Brigade  with  the  Field  Force  at  the  reduction  of 
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Kumool,  and  served  uninterruptedly  with  his  regiment  for  twenty -two  years,  when  he  re- 
turned with  it  to  England,  and  was  placed  on  half-pay  as  2nd  Lieut. -Colonel. 

82  Lieut.-Col.  Tyler  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Aug.  1808  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  including  the  battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  and  Oporto  ;  actions  at  Talavera  and  Alherche, 
battles  of  Talavera  and  Busaco  (severely  wounded  in  the  left  shoulder),  the  lines  at  Torres 
Vedras,  actions  at  Redinha,  Casal  Nova,  Foz  d'Arouce,  and  Sabugal ;  battle  of  Fuentes 
d'Onor,  siege  and  blockade  of  Badajoz,  actions  at  FuenteGuinaldo,  El  Bodon,  and  Aldea  de 
Ponte  ;  sieges  and  captures  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  battles  of  Vittoria  and  the 
Pyrenees,  action  at  La  Bastide,  battle  of  Orthes,  action  at  Vic  Bigorre,  and  battle  of 
Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and 
Waterloo. 

83  Lieut.-Col.  Gawler  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Nov.  1811  to  the  end  of  that  war 
in  1814,  including  the  siege  and  assault  of  Badajoz,  battles  of  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  Orthes, 
and  Toulouse,  besides  various  minor  affairs.  Served  also  the  cam]>aign  of  1815,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  Wounded  below  the  right  knee  by  a  musket  shot  at  the 
storming  of  Badajoz,  and  in  the  neck  by  a  musket-shot  at  San  Munos. 

84  Lieut.-Col.  Kettlewell  served  at  Copenhagen,  in  1807";  aud  in  Ceylon  during  the 
rebellion,  in  1817  and  18. 

85  Lieut.-Col.  Marshall  served  at  the  battle  of  Copenhagen. 

86  Lieut.-Col.  Firman  served  in  the  Peninsula  in  1812  and  13,  including  the  retreat  from 
Madrid,  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  the  pass  of  JMaya,  at  which  last  he  was  twice  wounded. 

87  Lieut.-Col.  Hughes  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801  ;  engaged  with  a  French 
squadron  in  the  iMosambique  channel,  3rd  July  1810  ;  served  the  Nepaul  campaigns  of  1814, 
15,  and  16,  and  was  wounded  at  Harriapore  ;  served  during  the  IMahratta  war  of  1816  and 
17".     Medal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

88  Lieut.-Col.  Wm.  Cox  served  at  Copenhagen,  in  1807,  and  was  present  in  some  skir- 
mishes near  that  city,  and  afterwards  at  the  action  of  Kioge,  Served  afterwards  in  the 
Peninsula  from    June   1808  to  Jan.  1809,  from  May  1809  to  Sept.  1810,   and  from  Sept. 

1812  to  iMay  1814,  including  the  skirmish  at  Obidos,  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  retreat 
to  Corunna,  battles  of  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive  ;  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battle  of  Orthes, 
and  affair  of  Tarbes.  Severely  wounded  through  the  right  leg  bv  a  musket-shot  at  Vit- 
toria, in  the  left  side  at  Nivelle,  and  again  through  the  right  leg  at  Tarbes.  Commanded  a 
division  under  Sir  Benjamin  D'Urbau  on  the  frontier  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  during  the 
whole  of  the  operations  against  the  Ca&'res  in  that  war  of  aggression  on  their  part,  and  was 
repeatedly  thanked  in  general  orders. 

89  Lieut.-Col.  Bridge  served  the  campaign  on  the  Niagara  Frontier,  and  those  on  the 
North-West  side  of  Lake  Ontario,   and  Burlington  Heights  in  Upper  Canada,  between  Jan. 

1813  and  Aug.  1814.  Wounded  7th  May  1813.  Permitted  to  wear  the  word  "Niagara" 
on  appointments. 

90  Lieut.-Col.  Wm.  Turnor  served  in  Hanover,  in  1805  and  6  ;  battle  of  Corunna,  ex- 
pedition to  Walcheren  and  siege  of  Flushing,  in  1809.  Campaign  of  1815,  including  the 
battle  of  Waterloo. 

91  Lieut.-Col.  John  Ross  served  in  the  Peninsula  under  Sir  John  Moore,  including  the 
action  at  Lugo,  the  retreat  to  and  battle  of  Corunna.  On  the  expedition  to  Walcheren 
and  siege  of  Flushing,  in  1809.  Peninsular  campaigns  from  Jan.  1811  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  siege  of  Badajoz  and  storming  of  fort 
San  Christoval  in  1811,  covering  the  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  battle  of  Sala- 
manca, capture  of  the  Retiro  at  jMadrid,  siege  of  Burgos  and  retreat  from  thence,  action  at 
San  JNlunos,  battle  of  Nivelle  and  carrying  the  heights  of  St.  Pe,  and  battle  of  Orthes. 
Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo  and  taking  of  Cambray. 
Wounded  in  action  at  Lesaca,  31st  Aug.  1813. 

92  Lieut.-Col.  Austen  was  at  the  landing  at  the  Helder  in  Aug.  1799,  and  severely 
wounded  at  the  battle  of  Egmont-op-Zee,  2nd  Oct.  following.  Served  in  Egypt  in  1801, 
including  the  surrender  of  Alexandria.  Present  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe,  in  1810  ; 
and  again,  in  1815. 

92*  Lieut.-Col.  Watson  was  28  years  in  the  14th  regt.,  the  greater  part  of  which  time  he 
served  in  the  West  and  East  Indies,  and  retired  from  active  service  in  consequence  of  total 
loss  of  sight.  He  was  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France,  in  1810  ;  of  Java,  in  1811, 
including  the  investment  and  storming  of  Fort  Cornells,  and  storming  the  heights  of 
Serondole  ;  previous  to  which  he  was  actively  engaged  on  the  coast  when  embarked  on 
H.M.S.  Minden,  and  at  St.  Nicholas  Point  commanded  a  detachment  of  the  14th  and  Royal 
Marines,  and  defeated  a  very  superior  French  force  of  the  enemy's  best  troops  sent  to 
attack  that  position.  In  1812,  he  was  at  the  storming  of  Djocjocarta.  In  1813,  at  the  sub- 
jugation of  the  Piratical  State  of  Sambas,  in  the  Island  of  Borneo,  when  he  commanded  the 
column  which  attacked  the  stockades  leading  up  the  town,  on  which  occasion  be  was 
wounded. 

93  Lieut.-Col.  Robyns  served  in  tlie  American  war. 
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94  Lieut. -Col.  Briggs  served  at  tlie  siege  and  capture  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807;  pro- 
ceeded afterwards  to  Sweden  under  Sir  .Tohn  Moore,  and  subsequently  to  Portugal,  where 
he  landed  with  his  regiment  (the  28th)  immediately  after  the  battle  of  Vimiera,  and  was 
present  at  the  passage  of  the  Douro,  battles  of  Talaveru,  Busaco,  Albuhera,  the  Nivelle, 
Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse  ;  the  siege  of  Badajoz,  and  Lord  Hill's  action  before  Bayonne, 
13th  Dec.  1813,  besides  all  the  minor  affairs  connected  with  the  above  mentioned  actions. 

95  Lieut.-Col.  Edward  Knight  commanded  the  11th  Portuguese  regiment  at  the  battle 
of  Vittoria,  and  has  received  the  medal. 

96  Lieut.-Col.  Clanchy  served  in  Hanover,  under  Lord  Cathcart,  in  1805  and  6  ;  with 
the  expedition  to  Madeira,  in  1807,  and  capture  of  the  lines  of  Funchal ;  the  Peninsular 
campaigns  from  Sept.  1808  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Busaco, 
retreat  to  the  lines  at  Torres  Vedras,  and  the  subsequent  advance  and  pursuit  of  the  French 
army  under  Massena ;  actions  of  Pombal,  Redinha,  Condeixa,  and  Sabugal ;  first  siege  of 
Almeida  and  its  subsequent  blockade,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  retreat  from  Burgos,  and 
scaling  the  heights  of  the  Echallar. 

97  Lieut.-Col.  Diggle  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

98  Sir  John  Scott  Lillie  served  in  the  6th  Regt.  with  the  first  expedition  to  Portugal 
in  1808,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vimiera,  and  capture  of  Lisbon.  In  1809,  as  cap- 
tain in  the  Lusitanian  Legion,  in  various  engagements  for  the  defence  of  Portugal  during 
tlie  important  interval  between  the  embarkation  at  Corunna  and  the  return  of  the  second 
expedition  to  Lisbon.  Campaign  of  1810 — battle  of  IBusaco,  and  retreat  to  the  lines  of 
Torres  V^edras.  1811 — actions  of  Redinha  and  Pombal,  capture  of  Campo  Mayor,  sieges 
of  Oliven^a  and  Badajoz.  1812 — battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid,  and  retreat 
from  Hurgos.  1813 — actions  at  Aldea  de  Ponte,  Osma,  and  bridge  of  Subijana  de 
Morellas  (wounded),  battle  of  Vittoria.  blockade  of  Pampeluna,  actions  in  the  Pyrenees 
(24th,  25th,  26th,  28th,  and  30th  July),  Irun,  and  St.  Martial,  capture  of  San  Sebastian, 
passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  Nivelle  (wounded)  and  Nive.  1814 — battles  of  Orthes 
and  'J'oulouse,  at  which  last  he  was  seveiely  wounded  and  left  for  forty-eight  hours  on  the 
field  of  battle,  supposed  to  have  been  killed.  Cross  for  the  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle, 
Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 

99  Sir  Edward  Brackenbury  served  with  the  61st  in  Sicily,  in  Calabria,  at  Scylla  Castle, 
and  at  Gibraltar,  in  1807  and  8.  In  the  Peninsula  from  1809  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  including  the  battles  of  Talavera  and  Busaco,  Lines  at  Torres  Vedras,  pursuit  of  the 
French  from  Portugal,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  storming  and  capture  of  Badajoz — horse 
shot  in  advancing  to  the  attack,  battle  of  Salamanca,  took  a  piece  of  artillery  from  the  enemy, 
guarded  by  four  soldiers  close  to  their  retiring  column,  without  any  near  or  immediate  sup- 
port ;  retreat  from  Burgos,  actions  at  Villa  Murial  and  Osma  (horse  shot),  battle  of  Vittoria, 
siege,  two  assaults,  and  capture  of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  Nivelle 
and  Nive,  actions  in  front  of  Bayonne,  near  the  Mayor's  house,  10th,  11th,  and  12th 
Dec.  (slightly  wounded  and  horse  shot),  blockade  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie. 

100  Lieut.-Col.  B.  Orlando  Jones  served  in  Hanover,  in  1805  and  6  ;  afterwards  in  the 
Peninsula  from  1808  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Roli^ a,  Vimiera, 
and  Busaco  ;  lines  of  Lisbon,  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  near  Bayonne,  9th 
Dec,  St.  Jean  de  Luz  11th,  12th.  and  13th  Dec,  investment  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the 
sortie  ;  besides  about  thirteen  other  aflPairs  of  less  note.  Slightly  wounded  at  the  attack  on 
Fort  St.  Gaitano  at  Salamanca  ;  and  severely  in  the  action  of  Toloso  iu  Biscay. 

101  Lieut.-Col.  De  Lancey  served  at  Walcheren,  in  1809  ;  and  in  the  Peninsula  during 
parts  of  1811,  12,  and  13. 

102  Lieut.-Col.  Baynes  served  the  campaign  in  Naples,  in  1805;  the  Peninsular  cam- 
paigns from  Jan.  1809  to  Jan.  1813,  and  was  wounded  in  the  head  at  the  battle  of  Talavera. 
Served  also  in  Holland,  the  Netherlands,  and  France  from  Dec.  1813  to  Nov.  1818,  including 
the  bombardment  of  the  French  fleet  at  Antwerp,  and  battle  of  Waterloo,  where  he  was 
slightly  wounded  in  the  face  and  body.     Medal  for  Talavera. 

103  Lieut.-Col.  Webber  was  employed  in  the  expedition  to,  and  in  the  capture  of  the 
colony  of  Surinam,  in  1804.  Campaign  in  the  Peninsula  under  Sir  John  Moore,  in  1808 — 9 ; 
and  subsequently  under  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  from  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  St.  Palais,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  besides 
affairs  of  outposts.  Campaign  of  1814,  in  Canada,  under  Sir  George  Prevost ;  and  that  of 
1815  under  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  where  he  was 
wounded.  Wounded  also  during  the  operations  against  the  forts  in  the  River  Surinam,  by 
the  falling  of  a  building  in  consequence  of  the  explosion  of  a  magazine. 

104  Lieut.-Col.  John  Browne  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  4th  Regt.,  including  the 
lines  at  Torres  Vedras,  pursuit  of  Massena,  action  of  Redinha,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor, 
siege  of  Badajoz  (wounded),  siege  and  capture  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo.  Served  also  the  cam- 
paign of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  at  which  latter  he  was 
severely  wounded. 

105  Lieut.-Col.  Crowe  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  July  1811  to  the  end  of  that  war 
in  1814,  including  the  support  of  the  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  covering  the  siege  of 
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Badajoz,  action  at  Usagre,  siege  and  storming  the  fort  and  battle  of  Salamanca,  siege  of 
Burgos,  actions  before  Bayonne,  and  battle  of  Orthes.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815, 
and  was  severely  wounded  at  Quatre  Bras. 

106  Lieut.-Col.  Bazalgette  sailed  with  the  expedition  from  India  to  Egypt  under  Sir 
David  Baird,  in  1301.  Returned  to  India  and  served  two  campaigns  in  the  Dooab  and 
Ceded  Districts,  under  General  Campbell.  Served  also  on  the  expedition  to  the  Penobscot, 
in  the  United  States  of  North  America. 

107  Lieut.-Col.  Spedding  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  4th  Dragoons,  and  was  present 
at  the  battles  of  Talavera,  Busaco,  Albuhera,  and  Salamanca ;  actions  of  Campo  Mayor, 
Los  Santos,  and  Usagre,  besides  other  affairs. 

108  Lieut.-Col.  Fitzgerald  commanded  a  Brigade,  as  Brigadier-General  of  the  Anglo- 
Spanish  Legion  at  the  relief  of  Bilboa,  in  1835,  and  at  ftludigan  Agna  on  the  16th,  17th, 
and  18th  January,  1836  ;  battle  of  San  Sebastian  5th  May,  passage  of  the  Urania,  taking 
of  Passages  28th  May,  action  of  the  Ametzagaua  6th  June,  general  action  on  the  heights  of 
Ametza,  1st  Oct,  :  operations  on  the  10th,  I'ith,  15th,  and  16ih  March,  1837,  action  of  the 
14th  May,  investment  and  storming  of  Irun,  and  surrender  of  Fueuterabia.  For  these  ser- 
vices he  has  received  two  medals  and  several  orders. 

109  Lieut.-Col.  T.  C.  Kirb}- served  at  the  Ferrol,  in  1808;  the  Egyptian  campaign  of 
1801,  including  the  actions  oi  the  8th  and  I3th  iMarch  (wounded;,  and  loth  October  ;  also 
in  the  campaigns  in  Holland,  France,  and  Flanders,  including  the  action  at  Merxem,  bom- 
bardment of  Antwerp,  battle  of  Waterloo,  taking  of  Cambray,  and  capture  of  Paris. 

110  Lieut.-Col.  Bateman  served  with  the  expedition  to  South  America  under  General 
Crawford,  and  was  in  the  attack  on  Buenos  Ayres.  Served  in  the  Peninsula  in  1810,  11, 
and  13,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria.  Served  also  in  the  American 
war  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  Plattsburg. 

111  Lieut.-Col.  Dudgeon  served  with  the  58lh  in  Egypt,  in  1801 ;  in  Italy  in  1305  and 
6;  in  the  Peninsula  from  1809  to  1813,  including  the  battle  of  Salamanca,  and  siege  of 
Burgos,  at  which  last  he  was  twice  wounded,  the  second  lime  most  severely. 

112  Lieut.-Col.  Quill  served  at  the  capture  of  the  French  West  India  Islands,  in  1815, 
under  Sir  James  Leith. 

113  Lieut.-Col.  W.  H.  Davies  served  in  South  America,  in  1806  ;  and  subsequently  in 
the  Peninsula,  including  the  sieges  of  Cadiz,  Tarragona,  and  Tarifa. 

114  Lieut.-Col.  John  Mitchell  served  at  Walcheren  in  1809,  and  was  present  at  the 
siege  of  Flushing.  In  the  Peninsula  from  1810  to  1812,  including  the  battles  of  Busaco  and 
Fueutes  d'Onor,  action  of  Sabugal,  and  those  of  Massena's  retreat.  Campaign  in  Holland, 
in  1814. 

115  Lieut.-Col.  James  Thomson  was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Orthes. 

116  Lieut.-Col.  NorclifFe  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  4th  Dragoons,  and  was  present 
at  the  battles  of  Talavera,  Busaco,  and  Albuhera  ;  cavalry  action  of  Usagre,  and  battle  of 
Salamanca,  in  which  last  he  was  severely  wounded  and  taken  prisoner. 

117  Lieut.-Col.  C.  C.  Johnson  served  with  the  17th  Dragoons  in  South  America,  in 
1806  and  7,  at  the  siege  and  storming  of  Monte  Video,  andin  the  expedition  to  Buenos  Ayres. 

118  Lieut.-Col.  R.  T.  King  served  in  a  Mortar-Boat  in  the  Faro  of  Messina  for  two 
months,  in  1810.  Advanced  into  the  United  States  with  Sir  George  Prevost's  army,  and 
commanded  a  battery  against  Plattsburg. 

119  Lieut.-Col.  Mudge  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  March  1809  to  June  1810. 

120  Lieut.-Col.  Sherburne  Williams  served  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe,  in  1815. 

121  Lieut.-Col.  John  Cox,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  months,  served  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  Peninsular  war  with  the  95th  (Rifle  Brigade),  commencing  with  the  first  affair, 
when  his  company  formed  part  of  the  detachment  which  dislodged  the  French  from  the  post 
of  Obidos,  15th  Aug.  1808.  He  was  also  engaged  with  the  enemy  in  the  following  battles, 
sieges,  aff"airs,  &:c.,  viz.  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Surrender  of  Lisbon,  bridge  of  Benevente,  in  front 
of  Talavera,  Barba  del  Puerca,  Galligos,  Barquillo,  Almeida,  Rlora  Morta,  Sula,  Busaco, 
Alenquier,  Aruda,  Santarem,  Pombal,  Redinha,  Condeixa,  Caza  Nova,  Foz  d'Arouce, 
Freixadas,  Sabugal,  Almeida  (10th  to  14th  April  1811)  Marialva  Bridge,  Fuentes  d'Onor, 
Naves  d'Avar,  Forcaylos,  Ciudad  Rodrigo  (siege  and  storming),  San  iMilan,  Vittoria, 
Echarrianos,  Pampeluna,  heights  of  Santa  Barbara,  pass  of  Echallar,  V^era,  pass  of  Vera, 
Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Tarbes.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  aff'airs  of  out- 
posts on  the  17th  June,  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  capture  of  Paris.  Wounded  in  the 
right  shoulder  by  a  musket-ball  at  Vimiera;  compound  fracture  of  the  left  arm  by  a 
musket-shot  at  the  storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  ;  left  leg  badly  fractured  by  a  musket-shot 
at  Tarbes. 

122  Lieut.-Col.  Wm.  Ross  served  in  India  under  Lord  Lake,  in  1805  and  6.  Present  at 
the  siege  and  storming  of  Fort  Comona,  in  Bengal,  18th  Nov.  1807,  on  wliich  occasion  two- 
thirds  of  the  officers  were  either  killed  or  wounded.  Siege  and  reduction  of  Fort  Gunnowrie. 
Campaign  of  1809  against  the  Seiks.  Present  at  Waterloo,  storming  of  Cambray,  and  capture 
of  Paris. 

123  Lieut.-Col.  Greaves  was  present  in  the  attack  on  New  Orleans,   8th  January  1815, 
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124  Lieut. -Col.  Charleton  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  a  medal  for  thehattle 
of  Toulouse,  where  he  vras  severely  wounded. 

125  Lieut. -Col.  Alex.  M.  Fraser  was  employed  in  the  expedition  against  Sambas,  in  the 
Island  of  Borneo. 

12fi  Lieut.-Col.  Ratcliffe  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  June  1811  to  the  end  of  that  war 
in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  and  Toulouse. 

127  Lieut.-Col.  Hall  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France,  in  1810  ;  on  the  expedi- 
tion to  Java,  in  1811,  including  the  actions  at  Batavia  and  Weldevrieden,  storming  the 
entrenched  lines  at  Fort  Cornells,  storming  the  heights  of  Serandole,  and  capture  of  the 
Fort  of  Samaiang.     Present  at  the  siege  and  storming  of  BLurtpore,  in  1826. 

123  Lieut.-Col.  Cartwright  served  tlie  campaigns  of  1813,  14,  and  15,  incuding  the  bat- 
tles of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  loulouse,  and  Waterloo. 

129  Lieut.-Col.  Garland  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1809  to  1813,  including  the  defence 
of  Tarifa  and  Cadiz,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  pursuit  of  Massena,  battle  of  Salamanca, 
sieges  of  Badajoz  and  Burgos,  and  action  at  Villa  iMuriel ;  the  above  service  as  Adjutant  of 
the  30th.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  with  the  73rd,  including  the  battle  of  Quatre 
Bras,  retreat  on  the  following  day,  and  battle  of  Waterloo,  at  which  last  he  was  severely 
wounded,  being  at  that  time  Senior  Otficer  of  the  73rd,  Lord  Harris  commanding  the 
brigade.

131  Lieut.-Col.  Arthur  Gore  was  slightly  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

132  Lieut.-Col.  Pringle  Taylor  served  the  campaigns  in  the  Deccan  of  1817,  18,  and  19, 
including  the  actions  at  Bucktowlie,  Nagpore,  and  Ashta  ;  siege  and  capture  of  Capauldroog, 
where  he  led  the  Forlorn  Hope,  and  was  shot  through  the  lungs  and  body. 

133  Lieut.-Col.  Manners  served  the  campaign  in  Spain  and  Portugal  in  1808 — 9,  includ- 
ing the  actions  at  Obidos,  Roleia,  and  Vimiera  (wounded),  and  Sir  John  INIoore's  retreat  to 
Corunna  ;  at  the  siege  of  Flushing  (wounded),  in  1809  ;  campaigns  of  1811  and  12  in  the 
Peninsula,  including  the  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  action  at  El  Bodon,  siege  and  storm  of 
Badajoz,  besides  various  skirmishes.  Slightly  wounded  at  the  siege  of  Badajoz,  and  very 
severely  on  the  night  of  the  assault. 

134  Lieut.-Col.  Carmichael  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  from  Aug. 
1812  to  the  end  of  the  war,  including  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  siege  and  assault  of  San  Se- 
bastian, crossing  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive,  in  position  at  Waterloo,  and 
storming  of  Cambray.  P.eceived  three  wounds  at  the  storming  of  San  Sebastian,  and 
was  the  only  officer  of  the  thirteenth  who  accompanied  the  advance  that  entered  the 
town  ;  he  was  again  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  the  Nive.  Served  also  the  Mah- 
ratta  campaigns  of  1817  and  1818 ;  in  the  Kandian  rebellion  in  Ceylon,  in  1819  ;  and  at 
the  siege  and  capture  of  Bhurtpore,  under  Lord  Combermere.  Commanded  the  regular  and 
militia  force  employed  in  recovering  Beauhamois,  Lower  Canada,  from  the  rebels,  10th

138  Lieut.-Col.  Dunn's  services : — Campaign  of  1805,  in  Italy  ;  battle  of  Maida,  and 
capture  of  Scylla  Castle,  in  1806  ;  expedition  to  Egypt,  in  1807,  including  the  attack  on 
Alexandria  and  Rosetta,  and  battle  of  El  llamet  (taken  prisoner).  Defence  of  Scylla  Castle, 
in  1808  ;  Peninsular  campaigns  of  1810  and  11,  including  the  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo, 
operations  between  the  Aguada  and  Almeida,  tbattles  of  the  Coa,  Busaco,  and  Albuhera  ;

32  jNlajor  Wilkinson  served  on  board  H.M.S.  Dromede,  in  Lord  Duncan's  fleet  oflF  Cam- 
perdowu,  blockading  the  Dutcl)  fleet  in  the  Texel,  in  1798  ;  after  which  proceeded  to  India 
and  fell  in  with  a  large  body  of  Malay  pirates  off  Batavia,  which  were  completely  destroyed.

59  Major  Blood  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Nov.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  battle  of  Nivelle  (slightly  wounded),  and  actions  of  the  9th,  10th,  and  lltb 
Dec.  1813,  near  Bidart. 

60  Major  M'Niven  served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14,  including  the  investment  of 
Bayonne  in  1813,  battle  of  Orthes,  action  at  Aire,  and  battle  of  Toulouse,  where  he  was 
severely  wounded  near  the  groin  by  a  musket  ball,  while  carrying  the  regimental  colour  of 
the  43nd  Highlanders.

119  Major  Rutherford  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz, 
action  of  Sabugal,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  first  siege  of  Badajoz,  and  battles  of  Nivelle, 
Orthes,  and  Toulouse.     Served  afterwards  in  the  American  war. 

120  IMajor  Gibson  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Aug.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa

1  Lord  Harris  joined  the  76th  regiment  in  India  in  1797,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Mallavelly; 
nearly  all  the  affairs  of  out-posts,  and  in  the  storming  party  which  carried  Seringapatam.  The  battle  of 
Blueberg,  Cape  of  Good  Hope ;  served  in  Holland  in  1813  and  14,  and  commanded  the  brigade  which  carried 
the  village  of  Merxem  ;  severely  wounded  through  the  right  shoulder  at  Waterloo.  A  superb  sword  was 
voted  to  Lord  Harris  by  the  officers  of  the  73d  on  his  retiring  from  the  command  of  that  corps,  in  testimony 
of  the  high  regard  they  entertained  for  his  character  and  conduct. 

2  Colonel  Love  served  with  the  52nd  regiment  in  the  expedition  to  Swec'en  under  Sir  John  Moore,  and 
afterwards  in  Portugal  and  Spain,  including  the  advance  into  Spain,  retreat  to,  and  battle  of  Corunna, 
besides  the  different  "affairs  on  the  retreat.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Light  Division,  in- 
cluding the  storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  all  the  affairs  and  battles  in  which  the  Light  Division  look  a 
part  up  to  1812.  During  the  campaign  in  Holland  under  Lord  Lynedock,  he  was  present  at  the  attack  on 
the  fortified  village  of  Merxem,  and  the  bombardment  of  Antwerp.  Present  in  the  several  affxirs  before 
New  Orleans,  and  in  the  attack  on  that  place,  on  which  occasion  he  had  two  horses  shot  under  him,  and  was 
slightly  wounded  in  the  arm  by  a  rifle-ball.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  received  four  severe 
wounds  at  the  battls  of  Waterloo,  w  hen  the  52nd  regiment  charged  th«  French  Imperial  Guards.          225

Hill,  Proceeded  to  "the  Peninsula  in  1808  as  a  Major  in  the  18th  Hussars,  and  on  the  13th  of  Dec,  at  Rueda, 
he  surprised  and  captured  the  whole  of  the  Frencli  Cavalry  out-lying  piquet.  On  the  16th  following,  near  to 
Valladolid,  whilst  en  decouvcrt,  he  encountered  Col.  Antignae,  commandant  of  the  22d  Cliasseurs  a  Cheval,  at 
the  head  of  a  strong  force;  charged  and  routed  him ;  took  the  Colonel  prisoner,  and  more  of  his  Chasseurs 
than  he  had  Dragoons  to  guard  them,  and  brouglit  them  all  into  Head-quar'ers,  horses,  men,  arms,  and  bag- 
gage. At  Benevente,  whilst  commanding  the  out  lying  piquet,  he  was  opjiosed  to  Lieut.-General  Le  Fevre, 
for  nearly  an  hour,  at  the  head  of  six  squadrons  of  the  Imperial  Guard  ;  charged  and  broke  his  advanced 
guard,  whose  commanding  officer  was  killed,  and  whose  sword  he  took.  In  the  attair  of  Campo  Mayor  he 
gained  the  rear  of  the  enemy,  and  captured  between  live  and  six  hundred  men  and  tlieir  entire  battering 
train  (sixteen  24-pounders),  and  brought  them  part  of  the  way  back,  but  was  obliged  to  abandon  his  capture, 
with  the  exception  of  sixteen  prisoners  and  one  tumbril,  the  enemy  being  in  possession  of  the  road  by  whicn 
he  was  to  return.  At  Albuhera  he  commanded  the  three  regiments  of  Portuguese  Cavalry,  which  covered 
the  left  flank  of  the  array.

Commanded  a  strong  detachment  during  tliat  harassing  war  in 
the  interior  of  Ceylon  in  1819,  when  out  of  the  flank  columns  of  the  regiment  (L'OO  strong)  only  47  returned 
to  the  coast.

Lieut.-Colonel  Macphersou  was  the  first  to  enter  the  tower  of  the  castle  of  Badajoz,  and  although  severely 
wounded  at  the  escalade,  climbed  up  the  flag-staft'  in  the  most  gallant  manner,  and  captured  the  French 
colour,  and  was  desired  by  the  late  Sir  Tho.  Picton  to  present  it  to  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  and  in  conse- 
<iuence,  received  the  personal  thanks  of  those  distinguished  Generals.

the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  including  the  action  at  the  landing  and  those  of  the  13th  and  21st  March,  the 
taking  of  Grand  Cairo,  and  all  the  subsequent  oprrations;  siege  of  Copenhagen,  and  capture  of  the  Danish 
Beet,  in  1807;  expedition  to  the  Scheldt  in  1809.

8*  Sir  Stephen  R.  Chapman  served  in  Holland  in  1799;  at  Copenhagen  in  1807  ;  and 
in  the  Peninsula  from  March  1809  to  Feb.  1811. 

9  Major-General  Nicolls  served  in  the  West  Indies  in  1799  and  1800,  and  wentout  to  Hali- 
fax in  1808  as  Commanding  Engineer  with  Lt.-Gen.  Sir  George  Prevost;  he  remained 
Commanding  Engineer  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  under  Sir  John  Sherbroke, 
having  very  active  employment  in  erecting  temporary  defences  for  these  Provinces  until

Proceeded  to  Ceylon,  East  Indies,  16th  June,  16.  Served  as  commanding  engineer  in  the 
ECandyan  Provinces,  during  the  insurrections  of  1817  and  18. 

43  Sir  George  Gipps  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  March  1811  to  the  end  of  the  war,  in- 
iluding  the  siege  of  Badajoz,  in  March  and  April  181-2,  affair  of  the  pass  of  Biar,  battle  of 
Dastalla,  and  other  smaller  affairs  in  Catalonia  in  1813  and  14  ;  also  at  the  capture  of  the 
Fort  of  IBalaguer,  siege  of  Tarragona,  and  blockade  of  Barcelona.  Led  one  of  the  columns 
)f  assault  at  Fort  Picurina,  during  the  successful  siege  of  Badajoz,  on  which  occasion  he 
ivas  wouuded  in  the  left  arm. 

44  Major  Barry  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Aug.  1812,  to  Oct.  1813,  and  was  severely 
vomided  by  a  grape  shot,  31st  Aug.  1813,  when  leading  a  party  to  the  breach  at  the  storm- 
Jig  of  St.  Sebastian. 

45  Lt.-Col.  Reid  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  April  1810  totheendof  the  war,  including 
;he  three  several  sieges  of  Badajoz,  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  of  the  Forts  at  and  battle 
)f  Salamanca,  siege  of  Burgos,  battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  and  battles  of 
?fivelle,  Nive,  and  Toulouse.  Present  at  the  attack  on  Algiers,  under  Lord  Exmouth,  in 
1816.  Severely  wounded  in  the  knee,  repulsing  a  sortie  at  Badajoz,  10th  May,  1811  ;  in 
;he  leg  during  the  assault  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  19tli  January  1812;  in  the  neck  during  the 
assault  of  St.  Sebastian,  28th  July  1813. 

46  Major  Ord  served  in  Spain  during  1810, 11,  12,  13,  and  one  half  of  1814,  including 
the  sieges  of  Cadiz  and  Tarragona. 

47  Major  Savage  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Nov.  1813  to  the  end  of  the  war,  including 
the  investment  of,  and  repulse  of  the  sortie  from  Bayonne. 

48  Major  Waters  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  April  1812  to  September  1814.  Was 
it  Cadiz  when  the  siege  was  raised  in  the  former  year.  In  1815  he  was  present  in  the 
ictions  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo.  He  led  one  of  the  columns  to  the  assault  of 
Peronne  on  the  26th  June  1815,  and  was  at  the  capture  of  Paris.

51  Major  Grierson  served  at  Cadiz  during  part  of  1812  and  13,  and  afterwards  on  the 
eastern  coast  of  Spain. 

53  Major  Yule  served  in  the  American  war  in  1814,  and  was  at  Cliippewa,  5th  July,  1814, 
and  Niagara,  25th  July,  1814. 

54  Lieut. -Col.  Pliillpotts  was  favourably  noticed  in  Sir  Gordon  Drummond's  despatch 
of  the  attack  on  Fort  Erie,  Sept.  1814.  Served  as  Assistant  Quarter-Master  General  with 
the  army  in  Canada  during  the  insurrection  of  1837,  8,  and  9,  and  was  most  actively  em- 
ployed with  the  local  rank  of  Colonel.

56  Major  Gosset  served  in  Canada  in  1813  and  14. 

57  Major  Bolton  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Oct.  1813  to  the  end  of  the  war. 

58  Major  Whinyates  was  at  the  battle  of  Algiers,  27th  Aug.  1816. 

59  Major  Robe  joined  the  4th  division  of  the  army  in  the  Peninsula  in  1813.  In  1814 
he  was  employed  in  the  operations  of  the  passage  of  the  Adour ;  blockade  of  and  sortie 
from  Bayonne.  Afterwards  in  the  expedition  to  New  Orleans.  In  1815,  16,  17,  and  18, 
with  the  Army  in  France. 

60  Major  Wright  was  wounded  by  a  musket  ball  through  the  thigh,  12th  Oct.  1821,  at 
Zante,  in  an  attack  made  by  the  Greeks  upon  a  Turkish  man-of-war. 

62  Major  Thomson  was  attached  to  the  Prussian  army  in  1815,  and  served  at  Maubery, 
Landrecy,  Phillipville,  and  Rocroi. 

63  Major  Wortham  served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  in  Spain  and  France,  including 
the  siege  of  St.  Sebastian,  from  20th  August  to  9th  Sept.  1813  ;  battle  of  Orthes,  27th  Feb.

65  Major  Jebb,  Captains  Brandreth  and  Portlock,  served  in  the  last  American  war.

298  War  Services  of  the  Officers  of  the  Royal  Marines. 

1  Colonel  Lawrence,  prior  to  entering  the  Royal  Marines,  served  four  years  and  a  half 
as  Midshipman  in  the  Royal  Navy.  In  1793  he  served  at  Toulon;  landed  at  Fort  La 
Malgue  and  Fort  Mulgrave  during  the  siege.  In  1798,  at  the  capture  of  a  French  squadron 
of  three  frigates  and  two  brigs  off  Toulon.  In  1805  battle  of  Trafalgar;  the  ship  in  which 
he  served,  the  Colossus,  lost  200  in  killed  and  wounded.  In  1810,  at  Cadiz  during  the 
siege;  was  the  senior  captain  of  the  expedition  against  Malaga.  In  1814  and  15,  served 
off  New  York  on  the  American  coast,  until  hostilities  finally  ceased. 

2  Colonel  Jones  was  at  the  defeat  of  the  French  Fleet  ^by  Lord  Howe,  1  June  1794; 
and  by  Lord  Bridport,  2.3  June,  1795.  On  board  La  Revolutionaire  when  she  captured 
the  Unite,  12th  April,  1798.  Wrecked  off  Brest  in  1804,  and  detained  a  prisoner  of  war 
until  1814. 

3  Colonel  Adair's  services :  Battle  of  the  Nile ;  siege  and  capitulation  of  the  Castle  of 
St.  Elmo,  Naples,  and  town  of  Capua  in  1798;  blockade  of  Malta,  and  surrender  of  La 
Valetta;  blockade  of  Cadiz,  and  present  at  an  attack  made  by  Spanish  Gun  Vessels  when 
becalmed  under  the  batteries  of  that  town  ;  on  board  H.  M.  S.  Genuix,  at  the  capture  of 
La  Diane,  French  frigate;  served  at  New  Orleans. 

4  Col.  Conolly  served  in  Lord  Bridport's  action,  23rd  June,  1795.  In  1796,  served 
in  the  Mediterranean,  including  the  evacuation  of  Bastia,  capture  of  Porto  Ferrajo,  and 
destruction  of  Martello  Tower  in  St.  Fiorenzo  Bay.  On  lioard  H.  M.  S.  Excellent  in  the 
battle  of  Cape  St.  Vincent,  14th  Feb.  1797.  Capture  of  Admiral  Perrie's  squadron  off  Toulon 
in  1798,  consisting  of  three  frigates  and  two  brigs.  On  board  the  Hannibal,  in  the  battle  of 
Algesiras,  6th  July  1801,  wounded  and  taken  prisoner.  On  board  H.M.S.  Penelope,  in  the 
action  off  Flushing  and  Ostend,  under  Sir  Sidney  Smith,  16th  May,  1804.  Present  at  the 
siege  of  Copenhagen,  and  capture  of  Danish  fleet  in  1807,  and  at  Nyebourg  in  1808.  In 
1812,  on  board  his  Majesty's  ship  Hamadryad,  when  attacked  by  French  privateers ; 
debarked  with  detachments  at  Scheveling,  and  took  possession  of  the  Hague  in  1814. 
During  the  above  periods  he  has  been  very  frequently  engaged  with  the  enemy  in  affairs  of 
gun-boats  and  batteries,  &c.  &c.      Has  received  a  reward  from  the  Patriotic  Fund. 

5  Col.  Beatty's  services :  landed  at  the  attack  of  Santa  Cruz,  Teneriffe,  when  Lord  Nelson 
lost  his  arm ;  Battle  of  the  Nile ;  siege  of  St.  Jean  d' Acre  (wounded) ;  was  favourably  mentioned 
in  Sir  Sidney  Smith's  despatch,  and  is  the  only  officer  now  serving  who  participated  in  that 
celebrated  defence.  In  1803  he  was  at  the  capture  of  the  Harmonie  privateer,  and  the 
surprise  and  destruction  of  Fort  Dunkirk,  Martinique.  The  pulilication  of  the  despatches 
connected  with  these  events,  in  which  he  was  most  favourably  mentioned,  procured  him  a 
patriotic  sword  of  the  value  of  50Z.  Captain  of  Marines  in  the  Courageiix,  at  the  capture 
oitlie  Marengo  and  UeZZe  PojJe  in  March  1805;  and  in  the  Donegal,  Capt.  P.  Malcolm,  wlien 
the  small  squadron  under  his  command  attacked  two  French  frigates  under  the  batteries  of 
La  Hogue,  near  Cape  Barfleur,  10th  November,  1810.  He  has  been  engaged  in  other  affairs 
of  minor  importance,  and  was  selected  for  the  duty  of  accompanying  Sir  G.  Cockburn  with 
Napoleon  in  the  Northumberland  to  St.  Helena. 

6  Colonel  Parke  was  present  in  Duncan's  victory  near  Camperdown,  11th  Oct.  1797; 
commanded  two  companies  of  Marine  Artillery  in  Spain  in  1812,  and  three  companies  in 
America,  from  1813  to  1816,  including  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  entrenched  camp  at 
Hampton ;  besides  the  above,  he  has  been  twelve  times  engaged  with  the  enemy  in  boats 
and  on  shore. 

7  Col.  Owen's  services : — Battle  of  Camperdown ;  defence  of  the  island  of  St.  Marcou ; 
bombardment  of  La  Hogue  ;  boarding  and  capture  of  India  ship  Chance  under  the 
batteries  at  Mauritius;  burning  of  French  frigate  La  Prenneuse ;  boarding  and  capture  of 
ship  Sea  Nymph  in  harbour  of  Port  Louis  ;  battle  of  Trafalgar  ;  and,  although  wounded, 
was,  nevertheless,  the  first  person  on  board  the  Spanish  80  gun  ship  ^j-j/onawte  ;  capture 
of  Copenhagen;  destruction  of  Le  Eobuste  and  Lion,  French  ships  of  the  line,  Cette; 
destruction  of  a  French  privateer  brig  in  the  port  of  Negaya ;  capture  of  a  convoy  at 
Languilia,  the  batteries  being  first  carried  by  the  lilarines ;  destruction  of  the  Forts  of 
Alessis  and  Languilia  by  the  Jlarines  under  his  command,  after  having  charged  tvith  the 
bayonet  and  defeated  a  battalion  of  the  French  52d  of  the  line,  of  a  very  superior  force. 
Commanded  a  battalion  on  the  North  Coast  of  Spain,  including  the  actions  of  Alza,  6th 
June;  near  Fontarabia,  11th  July;  and  at  Hernani,  16th  March  1837,  when  the  Royal 
Marines  rendered  such  important  services  to  the  Queen  of  Spain  and  her  Allies. 

8  Colonel  Wright's  Services : —  Engaged  in  most  of  Lord  Nelson's  attacks  on  Rota  and 
Cadiz  in  1797  ;  battle  of  the  Nile ;  campaign  of  Naples  in  1799  ;  surrender  of  Ovo  and 
Novo,  F"ort  St.  Elmo,  Capua,  and  Guata ;  cutting  out  of  the  Guiep  at  Vigo;  Egypt  in  1801 ; 
and  battle  of  Algiers  in  1 816. 

9  Colonel  Aslett  was  present  in  the  battle  off  Camperdown  11th  Oct.  1797.  Has  been 
repeatedly  in  action  with  the  Flotilla  off  Boulogne,  Havre-de-Grace,  but  was  employed 
principally  blockading,  Cadiz,  Brest,  Rochfort,  Carthagena,  and  Toulon. 

11  Lieut.  Col.  Mercer  was  on  board  the  Topage  when  she  engaged  two  French  frigates  off 
Corfu,  and  in  the  boats  of  the  Topage  cutting  out  the  enemy's  armed  vessels  at  Santa  Maura 
in  1809;  also  in  Albania  in  cutting  out  on  various  occasions. 
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13  Lieut  -Col.  M'Callum  was  at  the  capture  of  the  Victorin  French  privateer  in  boats 
under  his  command  in  1800;  battle  of  Trafalgar;  forcing  the  Dardanelles  and  destroymg  a 
Turkish  squadron  in  1807.  Employed  on  various  occasions  in  cuttmg  out  and  destroymg 
enemy's  vessels.  ,  ,  ip  -r,     ^  ■,        ^ 

14  'Lieut  -Col  Menzies  was  attached  to  Lord  Nelson's  squadron  off  Boulogne,  where  he 
participated  in  all  the  desperate  cutting-out  affairs  on  the  French  coast  ag^ainst  Buona- 
parte's flotilla.  Commanded  a  detachment  of  Royal  IMarines  landed  at  Port  Jackson 
durino-  an  insurrection  of  convicts,  in  March,  1804  ;  by  his  promptitude  and  exertions  the 
to^vn  of  Sydney  and  indeed  the  colony  was  in  a  great  measure  preserved  and  tranquillity 
restored  In  1806  he  commanded  one  of  the  boats  of  His  Majesty's  Ship  Mmerva,  cutting 
out  five  vessels  from  under  Fort  Finisterre.  In  the  barge  alone  (50  miles  from  where  the 
frigate  lay  at  anchor)  captured  by  boarding  the  Buena  Dlcha  privateer,  of  three  times  tbe 
force  of  the  boat,  after  a  sharp  conflict,  in  which  several  were  killed  and  wounded.  This 
attack  Avas  planned  by  Colonel  Menzies.  Commanded  and  headed  the  marines  at  the 
stormino-  of  Fort  Finisterre,  being  the  first  who  entered  the  Fort.  In  boats  cuttmg  out  the 
Spanish^vessel  of  war,  St.  Joseph,  from  the  Bay  of  Arosa,  where  he  landed  and  made  prisoner 
the  Spanish  Commodore  who  delivered  to  him  his  sword.  Commanded  the  Marines  at  the 
capture  of  Fort  Guardia.  Slightly  wounded  cutting  out  the  French  corvette.  La  Moselle, 
from  under  a  battery  in  Basque  Roads.  Taking  of  Fort  Camarinus  and  gun-boats  from 
under  its  protection.  Repeatedly  engaged  in  severe  boat-actions,  and  agamst  batteries. 
Right  arm  amputated.     Received  a  sword  of  honour  from  the  Patriotic  Fund. 

15  Lieut  -Col.  Murton  served  in  the  North  Sea,andthe  Helder  expedition  in  1799;  served 
in  the  Egyptian  expedition  and  the  East  Indies  in  1801  ;  the  West  Indies  (shghtly  wounded) 
in  1804  -coast  of  France,  and  engaged  with  the  enemy's  flotilla  and  batteries  in  180u  ;  the 
Mediterranean  in  1806,  engaged  in  cutting  out  the  enemy's  vessels  from  under  batteries; 
and  was  voted  a  sword  from  the  Patriotic  Fund ;  in  1809,  coast  of  Spam,  and  aiding  the 
Guerillas  ;  served  in  Holland  in  1813.     Medal  for  services  in  Egypt. 

16  Lieut  -Col.  Fergusson  served  at  the  capture  of  Rear  Admiral  Perree  s  squadron  from 
Egypt  when  in  pursutt  of  the  French  and  Spanish  fleets  in  June  1799.  Blockade  of  Malta 
ami  capture  of  Admiral  Perree's  squadron  Le  GMreux  74,  Vdle  de  Marsedles,  &c.  with  a 
reinforcement  and  supplies  for  the  relief  of  the  garrison.  Was  wrecked  and  severely  in- 
iured  on  board  H.M.S.  Queen  Charlotte  when  hiirnt  ofl  Leghorn  m  1800  only  Jour  saved 
outof  a  detachment  of  nearly  200  marines,  including  supernumeraries,  m  all  upwards  of  700 
persons  perished.  Served  at  the.  siege  of  Genoa  and  Savona.  pestruction  of  the  fort  of 
Port  Espezie,  and  guns  carried  off  by  H.  M.  S.  Santa  Dorothea  m  1800,  to  ^Ifh^^ip  be 
then  belono-ed  Served  in  Egypt  under  the  command  ot  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby  m  1801 
(medal)  In  1806  at  Maida.  Defence  of  Gaieta  and  surrender  of  Tropea;  took  possession 
of  the  latter  town  with  his  detachment.  Served  again  in  Egypt  with  the  expedition  under 
Maior-General  Eraser  in  1807.  He  has  been  repeatedly  engaged  in  severe  boat  actions, 
and  against  batteries,  and  debarked  with  detachments  aidmg  in  capturing  and  destroymg 
ships  and  convoys  on  the  enemy's  coast. 

17  Lieut  -Col"  Swale  served  in  HoUand  in  two  general  actions  in  1799  ;  in  1800  accompanied 
the  expedition  to  Quiberon  Bay,  and  was  at  the  taking  of  a  fort  and  two  batteries  at  the 
Morbiin  and  destroying  a  brig  of  war  and  other  vessels.  Present  under  Lord  Keith  at  the 
fall  of  Genoa  ;  also  at  the  landing  in  Egypt,  and  the  actions  of  the  13th  and  21st  March, 
1801.  In  1802  at  the  attack  of  Porto  Ferrajo.  Capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  a 
French  frigate  in  1806.  Landed  at  Buenos  Ayres,  entered  the  city  after  a  sharp  contest  in 
the  field,  and  captured  in  his  retreat  with  his  detachment,  two  brass  field-pieces  m  the 
face  of  a  superior  force  of  the  enemy.  Served  in  the  breaching  battery  before  Monte  Video, 
until  the  place  was  carried  by  assault.  Assisted  at  the  cutting  out  of  two  Damsh  schooners 
of  war  and  the  destruction  of  several  of  their  gim-boats  in  1810.    Medalfor  services  m  Egypt. 

18  Lieut.-Col.  Joseph  W^alker  served  at  Copenhagen.  ^^     .   .    .r,   r-   *    ^ 

19  Lieut.-Col.  Thomas  Peebles'  services:— In  action  with  Spamsh  gun-boats  m  the  Gut  ot 
Gibraltar  in  1799,  and  recapturing  the  Lady  Nelson  cutter  by  the  boats  of  H.  MS.  Queeii 
Charlotte.  Blockade  of  Malta  in  1800,  and  capture  of  Admiral  Perree  s  squadron.  On 
board  H.  M.  S.  Queen  Charlotte  when  that  ship  was  burnt  off  Leghorn,  1/th  March,  1800. 
Debarked  in  command  of  the  marines  of  H.M.S.  Santa  Theresa  and  Mutme  in  a  success- 
ful attack  on  the  town  of  Finale,  and  relief  of  the  Austrian  garrison  Storming  the  Prima 
Galley  (on  the  njo-ht  of  the  20th  May)  chained  to  the  mole  head  batteries  of  Genoa  by  the 
boats  of  the  fleet'under  Captain  Beavor,  R.  N.  Siege  and  bombardment  of  Genoa  m  con- 
junction with  the  Austrian  army,  and  surrender  of  the  city  and  French  garrison  under 
General  Massena.

Blanche  in  the  West  Indies  severely  wounded  and  made  prisoner  in  the  action  between  that 
ship  and  a  French  squadron  under  Commodore  Baudine.  Served  subsequently  in  the 
West  Indies,  and  also  in  the  Archipelago  in  1830.  Served  several  years  on  the  staff  as 
adjutant  and  deputy  judge  advocate.     Has  received  a  reward  from  the  Patriotic  Fund. 

20  Lieut.-Col.  Burton  served  in  the  Baltic,  coast  of  Spain,  and  West  Indies,  in  1801  and2 ; 
North  Sea  and  West  Indies  in  1803,  4,  and  5  ,  in  the  North  Sea,  and  wrecked  in  the  West 
Indies,  in  H.M.S.  Astren,  in  1808  ;  Adjutant  2nd  battalion  on  the  coast  of  Spain  in  1812  and 
13,  and  during  the  whole  of  the  campaigns  in  America  in  1813  and  14;  has  been  frequently 
engaged  with  the  enemy  in  boat  affairs. 

22  Lieut.-Col.  Pilcher  served  with  the  boats  of  the  British  fleet,  in  1801,  in  their  occasional 
attack  of  the  Spanish  gun-boats  and  vessels  off  Cadiz.  In  1803,  served  in  His  Majesty's 
Ship,  Raisonable, in  the  North  Sea ;  1804,  attack  of  the  gun-boats  and  batteries  at  Boulogne; 
July  22,  1805,  in  the  general  action  and  defeat  of  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain. 
In  August  following,  in  action  with  La  Toj>aze,  French  frigate.  January  1 806,  landed  with 
a  battalion  of  Marines  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  In  June  fol- 
lowing, with  the  same  battalion,  at  the  attack  and  defeat  of  the  Spanish  troops  on  the  road 
to  Buenos  Ayres,  and  at  the  capture  of  that  city  :  in  August  following,  at  the  defence  of 
that  city  against  the  Spanish  forces,  after  three  days'  action,  taken  prisoner,  with  the  rest 
of  the  British.  1811,  served  in  the  North  Sea,  in  attacks  vv'ith  the  Danish  gun-boats. 
1813  and  1814,  off  the  coast  of  France  and  America.  Appointed  to  the  2d  batalion  of 
Royal  Marines,  and  was  at  the  attack  of  tlie  American  army  and  its  defeat  on  the  road  to 
Baltimore,  when  Maj.-Gen.  Ross  was  killed.  At  the  attack  of  the  American  troops  at 
Farnham  church:  commanded  upon  this  occasion  the  advance,  consisting  of  small  detach- 
ments of  the  21st,  44th,  and  85th  regts.  and  marines.  In  1815,  was  at  the  attack  of  the 
American  Rifle  force  near  Point  a  Petie,  and  the  capture  of  that  fort  in  West  Florida.

23  Major  Ballingall  prior  to  entering  the  Royal  Marines,  served  as  a  Midshipman  at  Co- 
penhagen in  1801 ;  landed  at  Vimiera,  21  Aug.,  1808;  was  a  volunteer  in  the  boats  of  the 
Resistance  at  the  boarding  and  carrying  La  Moxiclie,  French  man-of-war  schooner,  under 
a  constant  fire  of  grape  and  musquetry;  the  commander  fell  by  the  hand  of  Capt.  B.  26 
Feb.  1809.  Served  as  a  volunteer  at  the  cutting  out  of  four  French  luggers  laden  with  sup- 
plies for  the  French  army,  from  the  harbour  of  Santa  Clara,  north  coast  of  Spain,  on  the 
night  of  the  27th  Feb.  1809,  under  a  galling  fire  of  musquetry,  and  defended  by  two  bat- 
teries which  commanded  the  entrance;  landed  at  the  head  of  the  Marines  from  the  Resist- 
ance, carried  a  battery  of  four  guns  ;  and  assisted  in  the  capture  and  blowing  up  of  a  French 
man-of-war  schooner,  and  destroyed  her  convoy,  laden  with  supplies  for  the  French  army, 
10th  March,  1809;  was  subsequently  at  the  siege  of  Cadiz  ;  and  in  1832  in  the  castles  of 
Naupoli  de  Romania,  with  an  allied  garrison  during  an  attack  on  that  city. 

24  Major  Bunce  served  at  the  blockade  of  Brest,  &:c.  during  1803,  4,  6,  and  6.  In  1810, 
served  under  Gen.  Abercrombie  and  Admiral  Birtie,  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France.

44  Captain  Fegen  was  at  the  taking  of  the  fort  and  town  of  Guadia ;  capture  of  the 
enemy's  convoy  under  batteries  near  Marseilles;  destruction  of  French  forts  near  Port 
Vendre ;  the  taking  of  Zante,  Cephalonia,  and  Cerigo  ;  capture  of  enemy's  forts  and  convoy 
at  Pezzero,  in  the  Adriatic  ;  action  in  the  Bay  of  Naples,  3rd  May,  1810,  when  Sir  Jahleel 
Brenton,  in  the  Spartan,  defeated  the  whole  of  the  enemy's  squadron,  and  captured  a  brig  of 
war;  at  the  capturing  an  enemy's  convoy  from  under  the  batteries  of  Terracino,  in  1810; 
and  at  the  destruction  of  several  American  privateers  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  by  the

46*  Major  Morrison  was  at  the  capture  of  a  frigate  moored  to  the  Forts  of  Valona,  in 
1809  ;  at  the  capture  of  all  the  Ionian  Islands,  in  1810,  and  was  wounded  by  a  musket  ball 
in  the  head  in  storming  some  intrenched  batteries  at  Santa  Maura  ;  at  the  destruction  of  a 
French  brig  of  war,  in  1811.  He  was  also  present  in  all  the  late  service  in  Syria,  and  com- 
manded the  first  battalion  of  Marines  at  the  storming  and  capture  of  Sidon,  for  which  he 
received  the  Brevet-rank  of  Major ;  he  was  also  senior  Captain  of  Marines  at  Acre. 

47  Major  Robinson  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  in  1807,  and  was  engaged  in 
the  in-shore  squadron  with  the  Danish  flotilla  and  crown  batteries.  In  the  action  with 
and  destruction  of  the  French  squadron  in  the  inner  roads  of  Aix,  12th  April,  1809,  in  the 
Valiant,  the  senior  officer's  ship  actually  engaged.  At  the  siege  of  Flushing,  and  the  sub- 
sequent operations  in  the  Scheldt  in  1809.  On  the  coast  of  France  in  1810  and  1811  in 
boat  affairs.  In  the  1st  battalion  of  Royal  Marines  throughout  the  campaign  of  1813  in  the 
Chesapeake,  commencing  with  the  attack  on  Cranie  Island.  In  the  same  battalion  in  the 
defence  of  Lower  Canada  in  the  winter  of  1813  and  in  1814  principally  employed  on  the 
outposts  of  the  army  on  the  American  frontier.  In  1814  in  command  of  a  company  of  the 
1st  battalion  Royal  iviarines  in  the  capture  of  Cumberland  Island,  and  the  attack  and  cap- 
ture of  the  fortified  post  and  town  of  St.  Mary's,  Georgia. 

48  Captain  Dawes  was  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  in  1807. 

49  Captain  Philips  served  as  a  Midshipman  on  board  H.  M.S.  Belleisle  at  the  battle  of 
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Trafalgar.  As  an  officer  of  Royal  Marines,  he  was  present  at  the  storming  of  three  of  the 
enemy's  entrenched  batteries  and  siege  of  Santa  Maura,  and  frequently  employed  in  boat 
affairs  on  the  coasts  of  Italy  and  Dalmatia.  In  April  1812,  he  joined  the  lirst  Battalion ; 
Served  with  it  in  Spain  and  in  America,  including  the  storming  of  the  enemy's  entrenched 
cunip  at  Hampton  in  Virginia,  and  frequent  alFairs  with  the  enemy  there.  Detached  to 
Canada  and  served  under  Commodore  Sir  James  Yeo,  on  the  Lakes  Ontario,  Erie,  and 
Champlain. 

50  Captain  Calamy  has  served  in  every  quarter  of  the  globe,  and  in  the  actions  of  Ny- 
biiro-,  Flushing,  Isle  of  France,  Java,  and  several  minor  affairs  with  gun-boats,  &c. 

.51  Captain  Fynmore,  previously  to  entering  the  Royal  JIarines,  served  several  years  as 
niiilshipman  in  the  navy,  and  was  at  the  battle  of  Trafalgar  and  at  Buenos  Ayres  in  1807. 
In  1809  and  10  he  served  in  the  Great  Belt  in  command  of  a  gun-boat  employed  in  the 
protection  of  our  convoys,  and  was  engaged  witli  the  enemy's  gun  and  row-boats.  On  the 
ni<;ht  of  the  1st  of  Aug.  1810  cut  out  three  merchant  vessels  under  a  heavy  fire  of  field- 
pieces  and  musketry.  Six  weeks  detached  from  H.M.  S.  Vangunrd  the  same  year,  to 
intercept  the  communication  between  the  Port  of  Rostock  and  Wismar ;  assisted  at  the 
capture  of  a  convoy  of  five  sail,  and  drove  on  shore  and  destroyed  an  armed  row-boat.  In 
181G  he  served  at  Algiers;  and  in  1821,  22,  and  23,  in  the  West  Indies,  and  was  engaged 
with  piratical  vessels  on  the  coast  of  Cuba,  five  of  which  were  captured.

54  Captain  Henry  was  at  the  capture  of  Anholt,  May,  1809;  at  Fort  Mobile,  1815;  the 
victory  of  Algiers,  August,  1810;  and  was  frequently  engaged  with  boats  in  the  Baltic,  and 
with  the  American  troops  in  the  Floridas. 

55  Captain  Graham  served  with  the  army  in  the  battalion  formed  of  the  marines  of  the 
sunadron  at  the  taking  of  Walcheren  in  1809.  Also  served  in  the  1st  battalion  in  Portugal 
and  in  operations  on  the  North  Coast  of  Spain,  at  the  taking  and  defence  of  Castro.  Pro- 
ceeded with  the  battalion  to  America,  where  it  was  brigaded  imder  Sir  Sidney  Beckwith  at 
tlie  attack  upon  Norfolk,  and  tlie  taking  of  Hampton,  and  several  small  places.  The  bri- 
gade being  broken  up,  he  went  with  the  battalion  to  Canada;  whilst  there,  he  was  sent 
with  a  detachment  in  command  of  a  division  of  gun  boats  to  attack  a  battery  at  the  head 
of  Lake  Champlaign,  with  which  they  were  engaged  some  hours.  Returned  with  the  bat- 
talion to  the  coast  of  America,  and  was  at  the  attack  and  taking  of  Fort  Point  Petre  and 
tlie  town  of  St.  Mary's,  in  Georgia;  shortly  after  his  promotion  in  1837,  he  exchanged  to 
join  the  battalion  in  Spain. 

50  Capt.  Dusautoy  served  at  'Walcheren ;  was  at  the  capture  of  Genoa ;  and  in  two  par- 
tial actions  with  French  fleets  off  Toulon  and  Marseilles. 

58  Captain  "Wesley  served  in  a  battalion  of  Marines  formed  from  the  squadron  under 
Sir  Alex.  Cochrane  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  Guadaloupe,  St.  Martin's  and  St.  Eustatia 
in  1810.  In  several  successful  boat  affairs  under  the  Batteries  of  Rochelle  and  Isle  d'Aix 
in  1811 ;  in  coast  operations  (North  of  Spain)  and  in  Portugal  with  tlie  first  battalion  of 
Marines  in  1812;  at  the  attack  on  Cranie  Island  and  capture  of  the  entrenched  camp  and 
town  of  Hampton,  &c.  in  the  Chesapeake,  under  Major-General  Sir  Sidney  Beckwith.

tain until  the  Force  under  Lord  John  Hay  was  withdrawn  in  1840.  Has  served  sixteen 
years  in  the  Marine  Artillery. 

59  Captain  Park  was  actively  employed  in  the  Baltic  during  1810,  11,  and  12.  From 
1813  until  the  peace,  served  on  the  coast  of  America,  and  the  West  Indies,  including  the 
attack  on  Cranie  Island,  and  landed  at  the  taking  of  Hampton,  in  the  Chesapeake. 

00  Captain  Cater  was  engaged  in  several  affairs  with  gun-boats  in  the  Baltic,  in  1810.  In 
1813  he  was  at  the  destruction  of  a  French  frigate  under  the  batteries  near  Cherbourg,  and 
at  the  counter  revolution  in  Holland,  21st  Nov.  1813.  From  1818  to  1821  at  the  capture 
of  a  number  of  Slavers  on  the  coast  of  Africa.  Served  in  the  north  of  Spain,  including  the 
sortie  from  Bilboa,  10th  May ;  the  advance  of  the  28th  May ;  defence  of  the  Lines  of  San 
Sebastian,  Oth  and  9th  June  ;  and  attack  of  Lines,  1st  Oct.  1830. 

01  Captain  James  Dowman  served  at  the  siege  of  Cadiz  in  1810,  11,  and  12,  during 
which  period  he  was  repeatedly  engaged  in  action  against  the  enemy  both  on  land  and  in 
boats,  cutting  out,  &c.  At  the  blockading  of  the  French  fleet  off  Brest,  in  1813.  During 
the  late  campaign  on  the  coast  of  Syria,  in  1840  and  41,  including  the  storming  and  cap- 
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ture  of  Sidoii,  surrender  of  Beyrout,  bombardment  and  fall  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre.     Served 
also  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  at  the  camp  at  D'Jonni. 

62  Captain  Law  was  in  the  action  with,  and  capture  of  the  ChesapeaJie  by  the  Shannon,  1st 
June,  1813  ;  at  the  capture  of  Fort  St.  Elmo,  and  the  batteries  at  Naples,  21st  May,  1816. 

63  Captain  Miller  was  at  the  destruction  of  the  Danish  line  at  Copenhagen  in  1801,  under 
Lord  Nelson;  in  1809  at  the  taking  of  Ischia  and  Procida;  destruction  of  French  gun- 
boats, by  boarding,  in  the  Bay  of  Naples;  capture  of  irt  Lagire,  French  privateer,  of  ten 
guns  and  125  men,  and  her  companion  of  one  24-poiinder  and  twenty-five  men  by  boarding. 
In  1810,  at  the  capture  of  the  enemy's  convoy  from  under  the  batteries  at  Terracino.  In 
command  of  the  marines  of  the  squadron  at  the  island  of  Lissa,  Nov.  1811,  at  the  capture 
of  the  French  frigate  La  Ponione.  Was  at  the  capture  of  a  Portuguese  pirate  of  18  gtins 
and  98  men,  and  several  slave  ships  in  1816. 

04  Captain  Toby  served  from  1810  to  12  inclusive,  on  the  Coast  of  France.  From  1813 
to  16,  with  the  1st  battalion  (Royal  Marines)  in  America,  and  on  the  Lakes  of  Canada. 
Since  the  Peace,  he  has  served  in  the  Mediterranean,  on  the  coasts  of  Africa,  and  South 
America.     He  has  been  frequently  engaged  in  boat  actions  with  batteries,  &c.  &c. 

66  Captain  Thomas  Fynmore  was  at  the  capture  of  a  French  privateer  schooner  of  16 
guns  and  96  men,  besides  other  boat  service  in  1811.  In  the  partial  action  with  the  French 
fleet  off  Toulon  in  1814.  Was  landed  at  Mahon  in  command  of  a  guard  to  protect  the 
person  of  the  Spanish  governor  from  the  threatened  violence  of  the  Walloon  guards.  Sent 
to  the  city  of  Florence  in  1815,  to  place  himself  under  the  directions  of  General  Count 
Nugent,  commander-in-chief  of  the  Austrian  army,  as  extra  aide-de-camp,  and  was  at  the 
taking  of  the  city  of  Naples.  In  1823  he  was  sent  up  to  the  city  of  Lima  to  protect 
English  merchants'  property  against  the  attacks  of  the  Negro  slaves  during  the  civil  war. 
The  20th  Oct.  1827,  was  at  the  battle  of  Navarino,  for  which  service  he  was  promoted  by 
His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Clarence,  but  in  consequence  of  belonging  to  a  gradation 
corps  the  appointment  was  afterwards  cancelled.  Served  with  the  French  army  at  the 
reduction  of  the  town  and  fortress  of  Patras  and  the  Morea  castle ;  served  afterwards  in  the 
West  Indies,  North  Sea,  and  off  Oporto  during  the  civil  war  between  Don  Pedro  and  Don 
Miguel.  In  1833  joined  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  at  Lisbon,  commanded  by  Colonel 
Adair,  C.  B.  In  April,  1837,  embarked  on  board  H.  M.  S.  Castor  (36),  on  the  10th  Oct. 
was  landed  in  command  of  his  detachment  on  the  Albanian  coast  to  attack  Pirates.  Served 
on  the  S.  E.  coast  of  Spain  from  4th  Jan.  38  to  30  Jan.  39. 

07  Captain  Brown's  services : — attack  on  French  forts  at  Ciota  June  1812  ;  attack  and 
capture  of  the  town  of  L'Escalia,  in  the  Bay  of  Rosas,  1812;  partial  engagement  with 
the  French  fleet,  near  Toulon,  1813 ;  attack  of  Algiers ;  destruction  of  Greek  pirates  at  Porto 
Bono,  Isle  of  Candia,  June,  1826. 

71  Capt.  Hurdle  was  at  the  attack  on  the  forts  and  harbour  of  Courageaux  in  1815; 
battle  of  Navarino  in  1827. 

72  Capt.  James  Wood  served  from  1812  to  1815  at  the  Texel,  Flushing,  Cherbourgh, 
Basque  Roads,  north  coast  of  Spain,  and  San  Sebastian.  During  the  war  he  served  also  in 
the  West  Indies,  St.  Helena,  and  Madeira. 

73  Captain  Appleton  served  in  the  battalion  of  Marines  in  co-operation,  with  the  allied 
forces  in  Syria,  and  was  present  at  the  attack  and  surrender  of  the  fortress  of  St.  Jean 
D'Acre  on  the  3d  November,  1840. 

74  Lieut.  Dwyer  served  in  the  blockading  sqiiadrons  off  Flushing,  the  Texel,  and 
off  Brest.  Since  the  peace  he  has  served  in  the  East  and  West  Indies,  and  the  Mediter- 
ranean . 

76  Lieut.  Parke's  services :  —  Co-operation  with  the  Spanish  forces  and  Legion  near  San 
Sebastian,  and  under  Espartero  in  raising  the  siege  of  Bilboa. 

77  Lieuts.  Stransham,  Anderson,  and  Miller,  were  at  the  battle  of  Navarino  in  1827. 
77*  Lieut.  Urquhart  was  at  the  reduction  in  Feb.  1839,  of  the  Fort  of  Munora  in  Scinde. 

Debarked  with  a  detachment  of  his  Corps,  lender  a  brisk  fire,  at  Bushier  in  the  Persian 
Gulf,  for  the  protection  of  the  East  India  Company's  Political  Resident.  He  was  also  at 
the  Capture  of  Chusan. 

78  Lieut.  Logan's  services:  — Co-operation  with  the  French  army  in  the  Morea.  Pre- 
sent at  the  siege  of  Patras.  Co-operation  with  Spanish  forces  and  legion  near  San  Sebas- 
tian. 

78*  Lieut.  Eraser  landed  for  the  protection  of  British  property  at  Lima,  during  the  revo- 
lution in  Dec.  1835,  when  in  possession  of  the  rebels.  For  his  conduct  on  that  occasion,  he 
was  presented  with  a  piece  of  plate  by  the  merchants. 

79  Lieut.  Brittain  was  presented  with  a  sword  by  the  merchants  of  Bombay,  for  services 
performed  against  pirates  in  the  Straits  of  Malacca. 
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80  Lieut.  Parker  was  wounded  through  the  arm  at  Prescott,  in  Upper  Canada,  13th 
Nov.  1838. 

81  Capt.  Hookey  served  as  Volunteer  1st  class,  in  His  Majesty's  ship  Prince  of  Wales, 
from  Jan.  to  Dec.  1805,  and  was  in  the  general  action  of  the  2-2nd  Dec.  1805.  Served  in 
the  West  Indies,  from  1806  until  1809,  including  the  capture  of  Les  Saints,  and  Martinique, 
and  several  actions  m  boats  cutting  out  French  vessels,  and  destroj-ing  batteries,  &c.  From 
1809  to  1811  served  on  board  H.  M.  S.  Theban,  blockading  the  French  flotilla  at  Boulogne; 
several  times  in  action  with  them.  Assisted  in  the  boats  cutting  out  a  large  French  lugger 
at  Dieppe.  From  1812  to  1814,  served  on  board  His  Majesty's  sliip  Daphne,  in  the  Baltic, 
and  was  several  times  in  action  with  Danish  gun-boats  in  the  Belt. 

83  Doctor  Rae  has  served  in  every  quarter  of  the  globe  ;  eight  years  in  the  East  Indies  at 
one  period,  and  was  at  the  destruction  of  the  Dutch  squadron  in  Surabaya  in  1808.  He  has 
been  in  frequent  engagements  with  batteries,  and  in  the  cutting  out  of  numerous  vessels,  ana 
in  many  boat-actions. 

84  Captain  Wolrige  served  in  the  year  1809  with  Lord  Cochrane  in  Basque  Roads  ;  and 
in  the  same  year  was  engaged  in  action  with  gun-boats  in  the  Baltic.  From  1810  to  1812 
defence  of  Cadiz  and  Tarrifa.  Severely  wounded  at  South  Beveland  in  1814,  and  received 
a  reward  from  the  Patriotic  Fund.     Present  at  the  battle  of  Algiers  in  1816. 

85  Second  Lieut.  C.  W.  Adair  was  slightly  wounded  in  the  assault  upon  Gebail,  in 
Syria,  12th  Sept.  1840. 

86  Lieut.  Willson  served  as  adjutant  to  the  Royal  Marines  of  the  Mediterranean  Fleet ; 
in  that  capacity  with  the  1st  battalion  in  the  operations  on  the  coast  of  Syria ;  at  the 
attack  and  capture  of  Sidon ;  and  on  board  the  Princess  Charlotte  at  the  battle  of  St, 
Jean  d'Acre.  Served  four  years  in  the  Royal  Navy  prior  to  his  appointment  as  second 
lieutenant. 

87  Lieut.  J.  H.  Wright  served  with  the  Battalion,  in  co-operation  with  the  Spanish  and 
Legion  forces  on  the  north  coast  of  Spain,  from  1830  to  1840,  and  was  present  at  the 
actions  of  Fuenterabia  and  Flernani. 

88  Lieut.  Langford  served  in  co-operation  with  the  Spanish  and  Legion  Forces  on  the 
north  coast  of  Spain  for  a  period  of  nearly  four  years  and  a  half,  including  the  actions  of 
Fuenterabia  and  Hernani. 

89  Lieut.  Shewen  was  employed  during  the  whole  of  the  campaign  on  the  coast  of  Syria, 
including  the  storming  and  capture  of  Sidon,  surrender  of  Beyrout,  and  bombardment  and 
fall  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre.     Served  also  with  the  Royal  Battalion  at  the  camp  at  D'Jouni.

The  Commissariat  are  charged  with  the  following  duties  : — In  the  Field  they  have  hitherto  had 
the  custody  of  the  Military  Chest,  and  provided  and  paid  for  everything  necessary  for  the  sub- 
sistence and  transport  of  an  army.  At  the  present  time,  on  stations  abroad,  they  have  the  charge 
of  the  Military  Chests,  negotiation  of  Bills  for  their  supply,  and  receipt  of  all  surplus  monies 
arising  from  various  sources  in  the  hands  of  public  departments,  as  also  monies  for  remittance  to 
England.  They  make  advances  to  Regimental  Paymasters  on  account  of  the  Pay  of  the  Troops, 
and  to  the  Heads  of  the  Ordnance  and  Naval  Apartments,  on  account  of  their  respective  services. 
They  pay  in  detail  the  Staff,  all  money  allowances  and  contingencies;  also  the  Half- Pay  and  re- 
tired allowances,  Chelsea  Pensions,  AVidows'  Pensions,  Compassionate  allowances,  and  Naval  Pen- 
sions, &c.,  to  all  persons  resident  at  the  several  stations.  They  contract  and  pay  for  Provisions 
required  on  the  spot  for  the  supply  of  the  Troops,  and  for  land  and  water  transport.  In  the  West 
Indies  they  pay  in  detail  the  Assistant  Commissioners  and  Stipendiary  Magistrates  under  the 
Provisions'  of  the  Slave  Compensation  Act :  at  some  stations  they  perform  the  duties  of  Naval 
Aaents.  In  Canada,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Jamaica,  they  pay  the  Ecclesiastical  Establishments,  and 
at'the  former  they  have  the  custody  and  issue  of  Indian  Presents,  and  charge  of  the  Locks  and 
Collection  of  the  Tolls  on  the  canals  connected  with  the  St.  Lawrence.  In  New  South  Wales  and 
Van  Dieman's  Land,  they  supply  Provisions,  Clothing,  and  Stores,  of  all  descriptions  for  convict 
services.  They  enter  into  contracts  for  Ordnance  Stores,  Building  Materials,  &c.,  on  the  spot,  and 
provide  and  pay  for  supplies  for  Army  Hospitals,  superintend  the  issue  of  provisions,  forage,  fuel, 
and  liwht  in  kind  made  by  Contractors,  and  issue  such  articles  of  Provision  as  are  sent  out  for  the 
use  of'the  Troops  from  England.  Their  duties  are  blended  with  the  Army,  Ordnance,  Navy,  and 
many  other  branches  of  the  public  service.  They  are  under  the  orders  of  and  responsible  for  the 
execution  of  their  duties  to  the  General  or  Officers  commanding  at  the  various  stations,  and 
receive  their  instmctions  from  the  Board  of  Treasury,  with  whom  they  correspond  through  the 
Secretary  on  all  points  of  service  on  which  they  are  engaged. 

See  Report  of  Commissioners  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  Consolidating  the 
Civil  Departments  of  the  Army,  dated  21  July,  1837. 

The  following  is  the  authority  for  its  present  organization  :— 

Commissary-in-Chief's  Office,  19  March,  1810.  His  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to  command 
that  the  following  regulations  should  be  established  and  acted  upon  in  all  future  Promotions  and 
Appointments  in  the  Commissariat. 

That  the  Gradation  of  Rank,  be  "  Commissary-General,"  "  Deputy  Commissary-General, 
"  Assistant  Commissary-General,"  "  Deputy  Assistant  Commissary-General,"  "  Clerk."  No 
person  to  enter  but  as  Clerk, — to  serve  One  year  before  eligible  for  Promotion.— Deputy  Assistant 
to  serve  Four  years,  or  Five  from  entrance  as  Clerk  before  eligible. — Assistant,  Five  years  as 
Assistant,  or  Ten  years  from  entrance  as  Clerk  before  eligible.— Deputy  to  be  Three  years  in  that 
rank  before  eligible.— Service  to  be  coimted  as  actual  service  on  Full  Pay.  No  person  to  be 
appointed  Clerk  previous  to  the  age  of  16. 

The  comparative  ranks  are  Commissary-General  as  Brigadier-General.— Deputy  as  Major,  after 
three  years,  Lieutenant-Colonel. — Assistant  as  Captain. — Deputy  Assistant  as  Lieutenant. — Clerk 
as  Ensign.     See  Army  Regulations.

1  Capt.  J.  H.  Adair  served  at  the  capture  of  Martinique  and  Les  Saintes,  in  1809  ;  of 
Guadaloupe  in  1810,  and  again  in  1815. 

2  Capt.  T.  II.  Agnew  served  the  campaigns  of  1808,  9,  12,  and  13,  in  the  Peninsula,  and 
was  present  at  the  capture  of  Oporto,  battle  of  Talavera,  aud  subsequent  affairs  ;  also  at  the 
battle  of  Vittoria,  where  his  leg  was  so  severely  fractured  as  to  require  three  separate  ampu- 
tations of  the  thigh. 

3  Capt.  Andros  served  the  campaigns  of  1814  and  15  in  Ghuzerat  and  Kutch,  and  was 
present  at  the  capture  of  the  forts  of  Joosin,  Anjar,  Kbuncoote,  Dhingee,  and  Dwarka.  Served 
also  throughout  the  Mahratta  campaigns  of  1816,  17,  and  18,  including-  the  battle  before  and 
subsequent  capture  of  Poona,  and  the  aftair  of  Ashtee. 

4  Capt.  Robert  Armstrong  served  in  the  Peninsula,  from  July  1809  to  Jan.  1810,  and  again 
from  Oct.  1811  to  Feb.  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Talavera,  storming  the  forts  and  battle 
of  Salamanca,  siege  of  Burgos,  and  blockade  of  Pampeluna. 

4*  Capt.  Thomas  Armstrong  (h.  p.  unatt.)  served  with  the  16th  Lancers  at  the  siege  and

9  Capt.  Beavan  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  March  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
and  was  present  at  the  investment  of  Bayoime. 

10  Capt.  Berington  served  at  Walclie'ren,  in  1809. 

11  Capt.  Beverhoudt  served  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe,  in  1815. 
3  2  Capt.  George  Birch  served  at  the  siege  of  Flushing,  in  1809. 

13  Capt.  James  Birch  served  at  tlie  defence  of  Cadiz.

16  Capt.  Bland  served  in  the  Mahratta  war,  including  the  captures  of  Nagpore  and 
Asseerghur.  Commanded  two  companies  of  the  Royals  at  the  taking  of  the  Hill  Forts  in 
Candeish.  Received  a  contusion  on  the  head  from  a  matchlock  ball  at  Nullyghaum,  and  was 
severely  wounded  in  the  leg  at  Asseerghur.

25  Capt.  J.  C.  Burton  served  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Spain  from  March  1813  to  the  end  of 
that  war  in  1814. 
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26  Capt.  Calcott  served  the  campaign  of  1808-9,  including  the  battle  of  Vimiero,  the 
retreat  under  Sir  John  Moore,  and  battle  of  Corunna.  With  the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  in 
1809;  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  sieges  and  captures  of  Ciudad  Pvodrigo 
and  Badajoz,  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  Niv^e,  and  Toulouse.  Served  also  ^ith 
the  expedition  to  Nevr  Orleans  ;   and  at  the  capture  of  Paris.

East  Indies,  and  at  the  storming  of  Turnicoul  in  1802.  Present  also  at  the  battles  of  Assye 
and  Argaum— at  the  first-named  action  he  had  two  horses  killed  under  him,  and  a  third 
wounded  in  three  places.  Took  part  in  every  enterprise  during  the  Mabratta  war  under  the 
Duke  of  Wellington  in  1803  and  1804.  Proceeded  to  the  Peninsula  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  the 
General  commanding  the  brigade  of  Life  Guards  ;  and  commanded  a  squadron  of  the  5th 
Dragoon  Guards  in  "the  affair  near  Roncesvalles ;  the  battles  of  Pampeluna,  Orthes,  and 
Toulouse. 

46  Capt.  Robert  Cochrane  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Rifle  Brigade,  from  August 

1811  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  actions  at  Aranjuez,  San 
iVIunos,  and  San  IMilau  ;   battle  of  Vittoria,  and  defence  of  the  bridge  of  Vera.     Served  also 
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the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo  and  capture  of  Paris.     Se- 
verely wounded  in  the  left  arm  at  Vera,  and  slightly  in  the  left  breast  at  Waterloo. 

47  Cajit.  R.  Mortimer  Cochrane  served  on  the  frontiers  of  the  United  States  throughout 
the  last  war  with  America,  including  the  actions  at  Fort  George.  Niagara,  and  Fort  Erie. 

48  Capt.  Wm.  H.Cockburne  was  detached  from  Gibraltar  for  the  defence  of  'I'arifa  in  1811 
and  12,  when  the  French  were  defeated,  leaving  their  guns  behind  ;  served  subsequently  in 
the  Peninsula  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  was  jiresent  at  the  investment  of  Bayonne 
and  repulse  of  the  sortie.  Embarked  afterwards  for  America,  where  he  served  until  the  ter- 
mination of  the  war  with  the  United  States. 

.    49  Capt.  Colby  served  at  Walcheren,  in  1809. 

50  Capt.  F.  \V.  Colthurst  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  August  1810  to  the  end  of  that  war 
in  1814. 

51  Capt.  James  R.  Colthurst  was  slightly  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

52  Capt.  Charles  Connor's  services  : — Sir  John  JMoore's  campaign  in  Spain,  as  a  volunteer 
with  the  15th  Hussars,  including  the  actions  at  Rueda  and  Benevente.  Expedition  to  Wal- 
cheren, in  1809.  Campaigns  of  1813  and  14  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  battles  of  Vit- 
toria,  Pass  of  Roncesvalles,  Pyrenees,  Ecbalar,  Nivelle,  and  Orthes,  at  which  last  he  was 
severely  wounded. 

53  Capt.  Conrady  served  at  the  taking  of  Kandy  and  the  Kandian  Provinces  in  Ceylon,  in 
1815.     Also  at  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion  in  1817  and  18. 

54  Capt.  R.  H.  Spencer  Cooper  served  the  campaign  of  1814,  in  Holland. 

55  Capt.  Cottell  served  at  the  battle  of  Trafalgar. 

56  Capt.  Cotton  served  at  the  capture  of  the  islands  of  Ischia  and  Procida,  in  1809  ;  and 
at  the  siege  of  Genoa,  in  1814. 

57  Capt.  Edmund  Cox  served  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Hattras,  and  the  Mahratta  cam- 
paigns of  1817  and  18.     Also  in  the  Burmese  war  in  1825  and  1826.

60  Capt.  George  Cresswell's  .services: — Rebellion  in  Ireland,  in  1798  ;  campaign  of  1799 
in  Holland,  including  the  actions  of  the  27th  Aug.,  10th  and  19th  Sept.,  2nd  and  6th  Octo- 
ber.

157  Capt.  James  JMaclean  embaikedin  Nov.  1813,  for  the  western  coast  of  Africa,  where 
he  served  on  several  expeditions,  and  was  present  in  almost  every  affair  and  skirmish  that 
took  place  on  the  various  parts  of  the  coast  at  which  he  was  stationed  with  the  Roy-il  .African 
Corps  and  2nd  West  India  regiment,  from  Jan.  1814  to  May  1822,  including  the  attack  and 
capture  of  the  town  of  Barra,  River  Gambia,  in  July  1817. 

158  Capt.  Charles  Macpherson  served  in  the  East  Indies,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  of 
Asseerghur,  in  :March  1819, 

159  Capt.  Lachlan  Macpherson  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan,  1810  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Busaco  and  Fuentes  d'Onor,  first  siege  of  Badajoz, 
sieges  and  captures  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  battles  of  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle, 
Orthes,  and  I'oulouse.  Severely  wounded  in  the  head  at  Vittoria,  and  in  the  left  knee  at 
Toulouse. 

160  Captain  J,  M,  Maitland  landed  at  Leghorn  with  Lord  Wm.  Bentinck  ;  served  with  the 
advance,  and  was  frequently  engaged  with  the  enemy.  Present  also  at  the  attack  upon 
Genoa. 

161  Capt.  Charles  Manners  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Feb.  1810  to  Dec,  1813,  and 
was  present  at  the  battle  of  Barrosa  (wounded),  and  the  sieges  of  Tarifa  and  Cadiz, 
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162  Captain  Martin  served  on  the  expedition  against  the  Danish  and  Swedish  West  India 
Islands,  in  1801  ;  likewise  on  the  expedition  against  the  French  Islands,  in  1803. 

163  Captain  Massey  served  on  the  Continent  in  1793^  94,  and  95;  also  at  the  Helder, 
in  1799. 

164  Captain  Master  went  with  the  expedition  to  the  Hagiie,  and  served  the  campaign  of 
1813  and  14  in  Holland,  including  the  taking  of  Merxem,  bombardment  of  Antwerp,  and 
storming  of  Bergen-op-Zoom.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  carried  the  King's 
Colour  of  the  3d  battalion  Grenadier  Guards  at  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo. 
He  was  also  present  with  the  storming  party  at  Peronne,  and  at  the  subsequent  capture 
of  Paris. 

165  Capt.  Maunsell  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Waterloo. 

166  Capt.  Meek  served  with  the  expedition  under  Lord  Wm.  Bentinck,  in  the  Genoese 
territory,  iul814. 

167  Capt.  Melhuish  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  May    1811  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 

1814,  including  the  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoz,  and  repulse  of  the  sortie  in  1812  ;  pas- 
sage of  the  Adour,  investment  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie.  Led  the  attack  at 
Badajoz  by  escalade  at  tlie  bastion  of  St.  Vincent.  Twice  slightly  wounded  at  the  siege  of 
Badajoz  ;  also  slightly  wounded  at  the  investment  of  Bayonne,  and  again  at  the  sortie. 

168  Capt.  Miller  served  with  the  46th  at  the  defence  of  Dominica  from  an  attack  of  the 
French,  in  1805;  the  capture  of  Martinique,  in  1809  ;  and  of  Guadaloupe,  in  1810  ;  and  was 
present  at  the  latter  in  the  attack  on  the  enemy's  post.  Belle  Air,  heights  of  St.  Louis. 

169  Capt.  A.  O.  Molesworth  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  engaged  at  Cambray, 
23d  and  24th  June,  and  present  at  the  capture  of  Pans. 

170  Capt.  Molloy  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Rifle  Brigade.     Also  the  campaign  of 

1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

171  Capt.  Montagu  served  at  the  siege  of  Dantzick,  in  1813.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815, 
and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

172  Capt.  A.  R.  Montgomery  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807;  and  subse- 
quently in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  storming  of  Badajoz,  affairs  previous  to  and  battle 
of  Salamanca,  and  retreat  to  Madrid. 

173  Capt.  Richard  JMontgomery  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  March  1812  to  the  end  of 
that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Salamanca  (slightly  wounded),  Pyrenees,  Nivelle, 
and  Nive. 

174  Capt.  Moore  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1808  to  1813,  and  was  present  at  the  siege 
of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  both  sieges  of  Badajoz.  Severely  wounded  at  the  storming  of 
Badajoz  on  the  night  of  the  6th  April,  1812. 

175  Captain  ]\Iorle  served  in  the  Queen's  Royals  in  Sir  John  Moore's  retreat  ;  at  the 
siege  of  Flushing  ;  and  subsequentlj'  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  and 
Pampeluna,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Toulouse,  besides  several  atfairs  of  out-posts. 

176  Capt.  Nash  served  in  the  American  war,  and  was  present  at  the  action  of  Lundy's 
Lane,  storming  of  Fort  Erie,  I5th  Aug.  1814  (severely  wounded  in  the  leg  by  a  musket-- 
ball,  and  afterwards  blown  up  by  the  explosion  of  a  powder-magazine),  and  action  at 
Chippewa. 

177  Capt.  Newhouse  served  the  Mahratta  campaign  of  1817  and  18,  and  was  wounded 
31st  Jan.  1818.     Served  also  with  the  expeditions  to  the  Persian  Gulf,  in  1819  and  1821. 

178  Capt.  Nicholson  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  July  1813,  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  including  the  battles  of  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  Served  also  in  the 
Burmese  war,  including  the  engagements  near  Prome  on  the  20th,  25th,  and  26th  Nov.  1825. 

179  Capt.  Augustus  NicoUs  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Feb.  1810  to  the  end  of  that  i 
war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Busaco,  Albuhera,  Vittoria,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse  ;  and  i 
the  actions  of  Aroyo  de  Molino,  Garris,  and  Aire. 

180  Capt.  North  served  in  Holland  and  France,  from  Nov.  1813  to  Feb.  1816. 

181  Capt.  O'Dell  served  with  the  expedition  to  South  America,  in  1807  ;  and  subse- 
quently in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  battles  of  Busaco  and  Fuentes  d'Onor,  actions  of 
Sabugal  and  El  Bodon,  first  siege  of  Badajoz,  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  capture  of 
Badajoz,  battles  of  Salamanca  (wounded),  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 

182  Capt.  O'Meara  served  in  Spain  in  1835,  36,  and  37,  as  Lieut. -Colonel  in  the  Rifles,  and 
on  the  Staff  of  the  Anglo-Spanish  Legion  ;  was  engaged  ontheheights  of  Arlabanin  Alavaon 
the  16th,  17th,  and  18th  Jan.  1836  ;  in  the  general  action  on  the  heights  of  Ametza,  besides 
several  affaiis  in  Guipuzcoa,  as  also  in  the  attack  on  Fontarabia. 

183  Capt.  Charles  O'Neill  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1309  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  including  the  following  actions  and  sieges  : — Talavera,  Busaco,  Oporto,  Pombal.  Leria, 
Condeixa,  Fleur-de-lis,  Guarda,  Sabugal,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Badajoz  (2nd  siege),  Ciudad 
Rodrigo,  Badajoz  (3rd  siege,  and  severely  wounded  at  the  assault),  Salamanca,  Vittoria, 
Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Salvaterie,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  Served  also  during  the  Kandian 
war  in  Ceylon. 

184  Capt.  Onnsby  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo 
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and  storming  of  Cambray,  at  which  last  he  was  slightly  wounded.  Served  afterwards  in  the 
East  Indies,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Hattras  ;  in  the  Deccan  campaign 
of  1817  and  18  ;  and  the  siege  and  capture  of  Bhurtpore.

187  Capt.  Stephen  Parker  served  in  Holland,  Flanders,  and  France,  from  Dec.  1813  to 
Dec.  1815,  including  the  action  at  Merxem,  bombardment  of  Antwerp,  attack  on  Eei^en- 
op-Zoom,  and  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo. 

188  Capt.  Paschall  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Oct.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Orthes.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

189  Capt.  Patten  served  in  Portugal  and  Spain  under  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley  and  Sir  John 
Moore,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera.  Served  also  on  the  eastern 
coast  of  Spain,  and  in  the  south  of  France  in  1813  and  14,  including  the  battle  of  Castalla, 
siege  of  Tarragona,  affair  of  Molinos  del  Pvey,  and  blockade  of  Barcelona. 

190  Capt.  Pemberton  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Feb.  1814  to  the  end  of  that  war. 

191  Capt.  Phibbs  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Nov.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  battles  of  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  Served  afterwards  in  tiie  American 
War,  and  was  present  at  the  taking  of  Plattsburg.  Lost  left  arm,  and  shot  through  both  legs 
at  the  battle  of  Nivelle. 

192  Capt.  II.  F.  Phillips  served  with  the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  in  1809;  also  the 
Peninsular  campaigns  of  1812  and  13,  including  the  siege  of  the  forts  of  Salamanca,  battles 
of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and  the  Pyrenees  ;  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  and  battle  of  Mvelle. 

193  Capt.  Brooke  Pigot  served  in  Holland,  Belgium,  and  France,  from  Dec.  1812  to  Jan. 
1816,  including  both  actions  at  Merxem,  bombardment  of  the  French  fleet  at  Antwerp,  and 
battle  of  Quatre  Bras,  at  which  last  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  head. 

194  Capt.  Pitman  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  August  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  iu 
1814,  including  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  capture  of  San  Sebastian.  Campaign  of  1815, 
including  the  battle  of  Waterloo.     Siege  and  capture  of  Bhurtpore. 

195  Capt.  Pollock  served  with  the  Light  Brigade  of  Sir  John  Moore's  army  in  the  North  of 
Spain  and  on  the  retreat  to  Corunna.  Accompanied  his  regiment  (the  43rd)  to  Lisbon,  and 
joined  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley's  army  at  Talavera  the  day  after  the  battle,  and  was  present  in 
the  action  near  Almeida  on  the  Coa,  battle  of  Busaco,  actions  of  Pombal,  Redinha,  Miranda 
de  Corvo,  Foz  d'Arouce,  and  Sabugal  ;  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  siege  and  storming  of 
Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoz,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  assault. 

196  Capt.  Poole  served  the  campaigns  of  1814  and  15,  including  the  bombardment  of  the 
French  Heet  at  Antwerp,  and  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  where  he  was  wounded. 

197  Capt.  Pope  served  with  the  expedition  to  Naples  under  Sir  James  Craig,  in  1805  ;  at 
the  battle  of  Maida  4th  July  1806  ;  the  capture  of  the  islands  of  Ischia  and  Procida,  in 
1809;  the  Peninsular  campaigns  of  1813  and  14,  including  the  battles  of  Biar  and  Castalla, 
siege  of  Tarragona,  blockade  of  Barcelona,  affairs  of  Ordal  and  Col  de  Balaguer. 

198  Capt.  Power  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  a  medal  for  San  Sebastian. 

199  Capt.  Pringle  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1810  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive  (wounded),  and  investment  of  Bayonne.  Served 
also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

200  Capt.  Prior  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  11th  Dragoons,  and  was  present  at  the 
battle  of  Salamanca,  and  various  out-post  affairs.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815  ;  com- 
manded the  skirmishers  of  the  18th  Hussars  on  the  17th  June,  and  received  the  first  fire  of 
the  French  army  on  that  day  :  preseut  also  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo  and  capture  of  Paris. 

201  Capt.  Rawlinson  served  with  the  expedition  to  Egypt,  in  1807  ;  at  the  taking  of  the 
island  of  Zante,  1809  ;  siege  of  Santa  Maura,  1810. 

202  Capt.  Reardon  served  in  Portugal  and  Spain  in  1808-9,  including  the  battle  of  Roleia 
and  Vimiera,  action  at  Lugo,  and  battle  of  Corunna. 

203  Capt.  Rees  embarked  with  the  53rd  for  India  in  March  1805,  and  was  in  the  engage- 
ment with  the  French  squadron  under  Admiral  Linois,  in  the  Mosambique  Channel.  Served 
afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  2nd  battalion,  from  the  beginning  of  1809  to  the  close  of 
1813,  and  was  present  at  the  passage  of  the  Douro,  battles  of  Talavera  and  Busaco,  Lines  of 
Torres  Vedras,  pursuit  of  Massena,  siege  of  Almeida,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  taking  the 
forts  at  Salamanca,  siege  of  Burgos,  and  retreat  therefrom  in  command  of  the  regiment. 

204  Capt.  J.  S.Rich  served  at  Walcheren,  in  1809;  and  in  Holland  from  Dec.  1813  to 
May  1814. 

205  Capt.  J.  G.  Richardson  served  in  the  Channel  Fleet  under  Lords  Gardiner  and  St. 
Vincent ;  the  Belleisle  scjuadron  under  Sir  Richard  Keates,  when  endeavouring  to  intercept 
Jerome  Bonaparte  ;  and  at  the  cajiture  of  La  Rhin  by  Mars  74.  With  Admiral  Murray  and 
Brigadier  General  Crawford's  expedition  of  5000  men  oiiginally  intended  for  Lima,  hut  on 
arrival  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  ordered  to  join  General  Whitelocke's  army  in  Rio  Plata  j 
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lauded  with  Marines  at  Monte  Video,  and  brigaded  with  detachments  under  command  of  the 
Hon.  Lieut. -Col.  Deane,  38th  regt.  ;  served  in  the  Baltic,  and,  while  passing  the  Sound, 
partially  engaged  the  Castle  of  Cronenberg  ;  joined  the  squadron  under  Sir  Jas.  Saumarez, 
in  pursuit  of  Russian  fleet,  to  llogerswick  Bay.  Severely  wounded  in  several  places  on 
board  Africa  64,  in  action  with  Danish  Flotilla  consisting  of  26  heavy  gun  and  mortar  boats, 
in  Keoge  Bay,  near  Copenhagen,  20th  October  1808 — Africa  seven  killed,  fifty-six 
wounded.  Blockade  of  Texel,  under  Sir  Samuel  Hood  ;  and  Scheldt,  under  Sir  Richard 
Strachan  and  Sir  Edw.  Pellew.  Served  with  the  VValcheren  expedition  in  the  Theseus  74, 
and  dismantled  and  brought  away  its  last  gun-boat.  Toulon  fleet.  Landed  in  company  with 
other  detachments  of  marines  and  seamen,  and  some  Spanish  troops  on  an  island  in  the  Bay 
of  Rosas  ;  dislodged  French  garrison  and  blew  up  the  castle.  Landed  in  company  with  other 
detachments  of  marines  and  seamen,  1812,  at  Sagona  Bay,  Island  of  Corsica, — destroyed  and 
brought  off  great  quantity  of  valuable  ship  timber.  Aliairs  of  coasts,  &c.  Served  in  the 
West  Indies  and  North  America ;  and  has  received  a  reward  from  the  Patriotic  Fund. 

S.  Richardson  served  tlie  campaigns  of  1813,  14,  and  15,  in  the  Peninsula, 
France,  and  Flanders,  with  the  Royal  Horse  (Juards,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  the 
Nivelle,  Nive,  Bayonne,  Orthes,  'i'oulouse,  and  Waterloo,  at  which  last  he  was  severely 
wounded,  and  had  a  horse  shot  under  him. 

207  Capt.  Henry  Rickards  served  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1815,  as  Aide-de-  Carap 
totlielateMajor-General  Sir  Robert  Douglas,  and  was  wounded  in  the  ankle  by  a  musket-ball. 

208  Capt»J.  A.  Ridgway  (see  page  317,  note  9.) 

209  Capt.  John  Roberts  was  slightly  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

210  Capt.  Robert  A.  Rollo  served  in  Egypt,  in  1807. 

211  Capt.  G.  B.  Rose  commanded  a  section  of  the  Forlorn  Hope  at  the  storming  of  the 
Arumbooly  lines  in  Travancore,  East  Indies,  10th  Feb.  09.  Present  in  the  engagement  of 
Nagra  Coil  and  Kotar,  and  at  the  Forts  of  Palanavarum  and  Woodagherry.  Served  also  at 
the  capture  of  Bourbon  and  the  Isle  of  France,  in  1810  ;  and  of  Java,  in  1811. 

212  Capt.  Sandes  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  March  1813  to  Feb.  1814,  including  the 
battle  of  Vittoria,  and  siege  of  San  Sebastian  in  July  and  Aug.  1813.  Served  also  in  the 
Mahratta  war,  in  1817  aud  18  ;  and  with  the  expedition  to  the  Persian  Gulf,  in  1819  and  20. 

213  Capt.  Scargill  served  at  the  defence  of  I'arifa  from  May  to  Dec.  1811. 

214  Capt.  Schalch  served  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe,  in  1815. 

215  Capt.  Seward  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Oct.  1810  to  Feb.  1813,  including  the 
siege  of  the  forts  and  battle  of  Salamanca  ;  also  the  siege  of  Burgos  from  19th  Sept.  to  21st 
Oct.  1812. 

216  Capt  Sharpin  served  in  the  Mahratta  war,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  of  Hattras. 

217  Capt,  Simmons  served  at  the  bombardment  of  Fort  Desaix,  and  the  attack  and  capture 
of  Martinique,  in  1809. 

218  Capt.  Skinner  served  at  the  attack  on  New  Orleans. 

219  Capt.  Smyth  served  in  the  American  war. 

220  Lord  Somerville  served  at  Copenhagen,  in  1807  ;  and  at  Walcheren,  in  1809. 

221  Capt.  M.  A.  Stanley  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Oct.  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  including  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  Roncesvalles,  Pampeluna,  and  Orthes. 

222  Capt.  John  Steuart  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  at 
Quatre  Bras. 

223  Capt.  Allan  Stewart  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
and  was  present  at  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  Vera,  Nive,  Orthes,  Tarbes,  and  Toulouse.  Served 
also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  at  which  last 
he  was  very  severely  wounded  through  the  left  shoulder  by  a  musket-ball,  and  through  the 
left  arm  by  a  sabre  thrust. 

224  Capt.  Duncan  Stewart  was  severely  wounded  at  Quatre  Bras. 

225  Capt.  Stupart  served  the  campaign  of  1813,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

226  Capt.  "i'enison  served  in  the  Burmese  war. 

227  Cajjt.  Thatcher  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Aug.  1811  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  including  the  action  at  Fuente  Guinaldo,  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz 
(wounded),  battles  of  Salamanca  (wounded),  Vittoria,  Pampeluna,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle, 
Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.     Wounded  at  Vera. 

228  Capt.  E.  Colley  Thompson  served  iu  the  Peninsula  from  Oct.  1808  to  Feb.  1813,  in- 
cluding the  battles  of  Talavera  and  Busaco,  action  at  Campo  Mayor,  first  siege  of  Badajoz, 
siege  of  Oliven^a,  and  battle  of  Albuhera. 

229  Capt.  James  Thomson,  Royal  Marines,  served  in  H.  M.  ship  Sultan,  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean upwards  of  five  years,  during  which  time  he  was  at  the  destruction  of  two  ships  of  the 
line  in  the  Bay  of  Cette,  in  Oct.  1809  ;  in  a  partial  action  with  the  French  fleet  oflP  Toulon  in 
July  1811  ;  at  the  capture  of  two  French  armed  National  vessels,  by  the  Sultan's  boats,  off 
Bastia  in  the  Island  of  Corsica.  4th  Dec.  1811 ;  viz.  a  brig  of  6  guns  and  53  men,  and  a 
Settee  of  6  guns  and  35  men.  Landed  with  a  detachment  of  seamen  and  marines  in  1812  at 
Sagona  Bay,  in  the  Island  of  Corsica,  brought  off  aud  destroyed  the  large  depot  of  valuable 
ship  timber  at  that  place.  Was  also  in  the  Sultans  boats,  cutting  out  and  destroying 
enemy's  vessels  along  the  coast  of  Genoa  and  Leghorn,  &c. 
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230  Capt.  C.  H.  L.  Tinling  served  at  the  capture  of  Rangoon,  11th  May,  18'24.

Served  also  the  campaign  of  1814  in  the  South  of  France,  including  the  battle  of  Toulouse. 

237  Capt.  Tyndale  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  ftlarch  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  and  was  engaged  at  Moresco,  Salamanca,  the  Retiro  Madrid,  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees, 
Lesaca,  Nivelle,  and  Orthes.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of 
Waterloo  (slightly  wounded),  taking  of  Cambray,  and  capitulation  of  Paris. 

258  Capt.  Ussher  served  the  Nepaul  campaigns  of  1816  and  17. 

239  Capt.  Vaughan  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  July  1810  to  Jan.  1812,  including  the 
battle  of  Barrosaand  defence  of  Cadiz.  Served  afterwards  in  the  East  Indies,  including  the 
Mahratta  campaigns  of  1817  and  18  ;  and  sieges  of  Ryghur,  Amulneer,  and  Asseerghur. 

240  Capt.  Vetch  served  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz. 

241  Capt.  Wainwright  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  June  1810  to  the  early  part  of  1813, 
including  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  battle  of  Barrosa,  and  the  defence  of  Tarifa.  Served  after- 
Wards  in  the  East  Indies,  including  the  expedition  to  the  Persian  Gulf,  under  Sir  Keir 
Grant ;  also  in  the  Burmese  war. 

242  Capt.  John  Wynne  Webb  accompanied  the  79th  Regt.  to  Sweden  with  Sir  John 
Moore  ;  thence  to  Portugal,  and  was  with  it  on  landing  at  ]Mondego  Bay,  during  Sir  John's 
campaign,  including  the  retreat  to  and  battle  of  Corunna.  Served  afterwards  at  Walclieren 
and  during  the  siege  of  Flushing  ;  also  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz  and  action  of  Sancti  Petri, 
passage  of  the  Coa,  battle  of  Busaco,  the  lines  before  Lisbon,  actions  of  Zobral,  Fez 
d'Arouce,  and  Sabugal  ;  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Onor  (severely  wounded),  the  successful  siege 
of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  and  various  minor  atfairs.  In  the  attack  of  one  of  the  Ari- 
piles  hills  at  the  battle  of  Salamanca,  his  right  thigh  bone  was  broken  in  two  places  by  sepa- 
rate musket-shots,  and  he  also  received  a  severe  contusion  in  the  side  from  a  third  ball. 

243  Capt.  Robert  Webb  served  in  H.  M.  S.  Superb  at  the  battle  oft'  St.  Domingo,  6th 
Feb.  1806  ;  at  Copenhagen,  in  1807  ;  at  Walcheren,  in  1809.  Wounded  in  an  attack  on  aa 
armed  convoy  in  the  Adriatic,  22d  Rlay,  1812. 

244  Capt.'Vere  Webb  served  the  campaigns  of  1814  and  15  in  Holland,  the  Netherlands, 
and  France,  including  the  actions  at  ^lerxem,  bombardment  of  Antwerp,  and  battle  of  Water- 
loo, at  which  last  he  was  slightly  wounded. 

245  Capt.  James  C.  Webster  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  at 
Quatre  Bras. 

246  Capt.  Wells  served  at  Madeira,  in  1807  and  8  ;  at  W^alcheren,  in  1809  ;  and  the  cam- 
paign of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo. 

248  Capt.  Wetherall  served  in  the  Mahratta  war  in  1817,  18,  and  19,  and  w^as  engaged  at 
Bodamy,  Belgaum,  Sholapore,  and  Capaul  JJroog. 

249  Capt.  Wharton's  services  : — Expedition  to  Walcheren,  siege  and  capture  of  Flushing, 
1809;  campaign  of  1811  in  Spain  and  Portugal,  including  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor  and 
siege  of  Badajoz  ;  campaigns  of  1813,  14,  and  15,  in  Swedish  Pomerania,  Hanover,  and  the 
Netherlands,  including  the  battles  of  Goerde,  Quatre  Bras,  and  Waterloo,  at  which  last  he 
was  severely  wounded  through  both  thighs  by  a  musket-ball. 

250  Capt.  Wieburg  served  the  campaigns  in  the  Netherlands,  and  was  wounded  in  the 
right  hand  and  below  the  right  ankle  before  Nimeguen,  in  May  1795.  Served  also  at  the 
taking  of  the  Danish  West  India  Islands,  in  1807  ;  Martinique  and  the  Saintes,  in  1809;  and 
Guadaloupe,  in  1810.     Wounded  above  the  ankle  in  both  legs  at  iNlartinique. 

251  Capt.  Williamson  served  the  Peninsular  campaign  of  1812,  including  the  assault  of 
Badajoz  ;  in  Germany  and  Holland  in  1813  and  14,  including  the  attack  on  Bergen-op-Zoom ; 
in  Canada  in  1814  and  15  ;  and  with  the  army  of  occupation  in  France.  Served  also  in  the 
East  Indies,  and  was  present  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  Coorgin  April,  1834. 

252  Capt.  Richard  Wolfe's  services  :— Taking  of  Palembang  in  Sumatra  iu  1813  ;  taking 
of  Bali,  and  also  the  fortified  Kittore  at  Macassar,  1814;  Deccan  campaign,  1817  and  18  ; 
Kandian  war,  1818. 

254  Capt.  Woolcome  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  the  commencement  of  1809  to  the 
end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Onor  (slightly  wounded)  and 
Castalla,  and  the  siege  of  Tarragona. 

255  Capt.  A.  Wni.  W^ynne  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  the  1st  Aug.  1808  to  Nov. 
1813,  including  the  battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Talavera,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Salamanca,  and 
Vittoria;  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz,  and  San  Sebastian  ;  passage  of  the  Bidassoa, 
besides  various  minor  alfairs  and  skirmishes.  Twice  slightly  wounded,  viz.,  at  Redinha, 
and  at  Fuentes  d'Onor.

30  Quarter-Master  Morgan  served  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Peninsular  war,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  months,  including  the  following  battles,  sieges,  &c.  viz.  Corunna,  Al- 
meida, Busaco,  Pombal,  Redinha,  Miranda  de  Corvo,  Condeixa,  Foz  d'Arouce,  Sabugal, 
Fuentes  d'Onor,  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  (a  volunteer  on  the  storming  party,  and  wounded  in  the 
left  leg),  and  Badajos,  again  a  volunteer  on  the  storming  party,  and  severely  contused  on 
the  head. 

31  Quarter-Master  O'Brien  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  August  1811  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  action  at  Llerena  (wounded),  and  battles  of  Vittoria,  Orthes,  and 
Toulouse. 

32  Quarter-Master  Ottey  served  at  the  Holder  in  1799,  including  the  actions  of  the  27th 
August,  10th  and  19th  Sept.  2nd  and  6th  October.  Served  afterwards  in  the  P^ast  Indies 
from  Jan.  1803  to  Aug.  1815,  including  the  siege  of  Bhurtpore,  expedition  to  the  Persian 
Gulf  in  1809,  and  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France.

courchy  ;  assault  and  capture  of  Anakenny.  Served  also  in  the  Peninsula  from  June  1811 
to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814. 

34  Lieut,  and  Quarter-Master  Pratt  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  April  1809  to  the  end 
of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  passage  of  the  Douro,  and  battles  of  Talavera,  Busaco, 
Fuentes  d'Onor,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and  investment  of  Bayonne.  Served  also  at  Bhurt- 
pore under  Lord  Combermere. 

35  Quarter-Master  Shirley  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Oct.  1812  to  IMay  1813,  and 
again  from  Jan.  1814  to  the  end  of  that  war. 

36  Quarter-Master  John  Stephens  served  in  the  Nepaul  war  in  the  East  Indies. 

37  Quarter-Master  Stnbbs  served  at  the  blockade  of  Malta  in  1800  ;  and  in  the  Peninsula 
from  June  1809  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Talavera  and  Busaco, 
siege  and  capture  of  Badajoz,  and  battles  of  Vittoria,  Pampeluna,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.

Served  also 
at  the  capture  of  the  islands  of  Ischia  and  Procida  ;  and  has  been  upwards  of  twenty  times 
engaged  with  the  enemy's  gun-boats. 

41  Quarter-Master  Thomas  Wright  served  in  South  America  in  1807  under  General 
Whitelock  ;  also  at  Walcheren  in  1809,  including  tlie  siege  of  Flushing.

On  the  7th  October,  1813,  a  General  Order,  of  which  the  following  is  an  abstract,  was 
issued  by  the  Commander-in-Chief : — 

Whereas  considerable  inconvenience  has  arisen  from  the  number  of  Medals  which  have 
been  issued  in  commemoration  of  the  brilliant  and  distinguished  events  in  which  the  success 
of  His  Majesty's  arms  has  received  the  Royal  approbation,  the  Prince  Regent  has  beea 
pleased  to  command  that  the  following  Regulations  shall  be  adopted  in  the  grant  and  circu- 
lation of  such  marks  of  distinction  :  viz. — 

1st.  That  one  Medal  only  shall  be  borne  by  each  Officer  recommended  for  such  distinction. 

2nd.  That  for  the  second  and  third  events,  which  may  be  subsequently  commemorated  in 
like  manner,  each  individual  recommended  to  bear  the  distinction  shall  carry  a  gold  Clasp 
attached  to  the  ribbon  to  which  the  INledal  is  suspended,  and  inscribed  with  the  name  of  the 
Battle  or  Siege  to  which  it  relates. 

3rd.  That  upon  a  claim  being  admitted  to  a  fourth  mark  of  distinction,  a  Cross  shall  be 
borne  by  each  ofBcer,  with  the  names  of  the  four  Battles  or  Sieges  respectively  inscribed 
thereupon ;  and  to  be  worn  in  substitution  of  the  distinctions  previously  gmnted  to  such 
individuals. 
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4th.  Upon  each  occasion  of  a  similar  nature  that  may  occur  subsequently  to  the  grant  of 
a  Cross,  the  Clasp  shall  again  be  issued  to  those  who  have  a  claim  to  the  additional  distinc- 
tion, lu  L,  borne  on  the  ribbon  to  which  the  Cross  is  suspended,  in  the  same  manner  as 
described  in  No.  2  of  these  Regulations. 

His  Royal  Highness  was  further  pleased  to  command  that  the  distribution  of  Medals  or 
Badges  for  JMilitur}'^  services  of  distinguished  merit  shall  be  regulated  as  follows  :  viz. — 

1st.  That  no  General  or  other  Officer  shall  be  considered  entitled  to  receive  them,  unless 
he  has  been  personally  and  particularly  engaged  upon  those  occasions  of  great  importance 
and  peculiar  brilliancy,  in  commemoration  of  which  such  marks  of  distinction  are  to  be 


2nd.  That  no  Officer  shall  be  considered  a  candidate  for  the  Medal,  or  Badge,  except  upon 
the  special  selection  and  report  of  the  Commander  of  the  Forces  upon  the  spot,  as  having 
merited  the  distinction  by  conspicuous  services. 

3rd.  That  the  Commander  of  the  Forces  shall  transmit  to  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
Returns,  signed  by  himself,  specifying  the  names  and  ranks  of  those  Officers  whom  he  shall 
have  selected  as  particularly  deserving. 

4th.  The  Commander  of  the  Forces  in  making  the  selection  will  restrict  his  choice  to  the 
undermentioned  ranks  :  viz. — 
General  Officers. 

Commanding  Officers  of  Brigades. 
Commanding  Officers  of  Artillery,  or  Engineers. 
Adjutant-General,  and  Quarter-Master-General. 
Deputies  of  ditto,  and  ditto,  having  the  rank  of  Field-Officers. 

Assistants,  Adjutant   and   Quarter-IVIasler-Generals,  having  the   rank  of   Field- 
Officers,  and  being  at  the  head  of  the  Staff,  with  a  detached  Corps,  or  distinct 
division  of  the  Army. 
Military  Secretary,  having  the  rank  of  Field-Officer. 

Commanding  Officers  of  Battalions,  or  Corps  equivalent  thereto;  and  Officers  who 
may  have  succeeded  to  the  actual  command  during   the   engagement,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  death  or  removal  of  the  original  Commanding  Officer. 
The  Crosses,  Medals,  and  Clasps,  are  to  be  worn  by  the  General  Officers,  suspended  by  a 
Ribbon  of  the  colour  of  the  sash,  with  a  blue  edge,  round  the  neck  ;  and  by  the  Commanding 
Officers  of  Battalions,  or  Corps  equivalent  thereto  ;  and  Officers  who  may  have  succeeded  to 
the  actual  command  during  the  engagement ;  the  Chiefs  of  INlilitary  Departments,  and  their 
Deputies  and  Assistants  (having  the  Rank  of  Field  Officers)  ;  and  such  other  Officers  as 
may  be  specially  recommended,  attached  by  a  Ribbon  of  the  same  description,  to  the  button- 
hole of  their  uniform. 

Those  Badges  which  would  have  been  conferred  upon  the  Officers  who  have  fallen  at  or 
died  since  the  Battles  and  Sieges,  shall,  as  a  token  of  respect  for  their  memories,  be  trans- 
mitted to  their  respective  families. — Vide  the  London  Gazette,  9th  October,  1841.
